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PREFACE. 



The Early English manuscript Chronicle, from which the follow- 
ing pages are printed, is a version of the English Chronicle called 
the Brute. Attention was first invited to it through the medium of 
Notes and Queries, and by the courtesy of William J. Thoms, esq. 
the editor of that publication, an opinion was obtained from sir 
Frederick Madden, which resulted in the issue of the present 
volume by the Camden Society. The manuscript itself is still de- 
posited in a private library, as it has been for more than two hun- 
dred years, and therefore cannot be generally accessible.* 

Sir Frederick Madden found that the writer of the Chronicle had 
followed the prose English Chronicle called the Brute, as far as the 
end of Edward TIL without introducing any important variation 
from the received text, with the exception of a new story relative to 
bishop Grostete's difference with pope Innocent IV. But from the 
beginning of the reign of Richard IL the matter was found more 
valuable; large and curious additions occur, though the text of the 
Brute remains as before the thread of the narrative. It is this por- 
tion of the history which is now for the first time printed. 

Sir Frederick Madden discovered in the margins of the manuscript, 
particularly towards the close, several notes in the hand-writing of 
Stowe, who has freely used this history in his Annals, though with- 
out specifying it. Perhaps, therefore, our manuscript was one of

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those "dangerous books of superstition," the fame of which brought 
upon Stowe a commission of inquiry in 1568.* 

At Stowe*s death, in April 1605, his valuable library was dis- 
persed, and the manuscript of the following Chronicle no doubt at 
that time fell into the hands of John Speed the chronologer, already 
for some few years known to the literary world, under the patronage 
of sir Fulk Greville afterwards lord Brooke, fortified too with the 
friendship of Camden, Cotton, Spelman, and others, his immediate 
contemporaries, and with the countenance of John Stowe. Speed's 
Theatre of Great Britain had appeared in 1596; the first edition of 
his History was issued in 1614. 

Speed has \ised this Chronicle in the earlier part of his History, 
apparently contented with Stowe's copious extracts in the latter 
part. Occasionally he has quoted the language, and has also left 
some marginal notes in his handwriting, as appears by comparing 
them with ** David's harp tuned unto Teares," a manuscript of the 
historian's, presented, as a note on the fly-leaf states, to his son John 
Speed the anatomist, of St. John's College, Oxford, on April 19th, 
1628. 

Unfortunately neither Stowe nor Speed help us to discover who 
the writer of the Chronicle was, or where it was written. Stowe, 
while transcribing pages, has never acknowledged his obligation; 
Speed was ignorant of its history, and quotes it as '* Antiq. MS.," 
'* an old MS.," ** an ancient MS.," ** a namelesse old MS." No in- 
ternal evidence enables us to assign it to any particular monastery : 
perhaps the ballad set upon the gates of Canterbury (see p. 91-94) 
is most like an indication of the locality of the writer. 

ITie date however of this compilation is determined by an expres-

sion in the text (see p. 99, 1. 30), where the writer alludes to 
Henry VI. aa king, or at least aa still alive. This will confine it 
between the limitB, March 4th, 1461, the accession of Edward IV. 
(aee p. 110), and May 22Dd, 1471, the death of Henry VI. 
Henry regained the royal power and assumed the royal style on 
Oct. 9th, 1470, and at the battle of Barnet, April 14th, 1471, was 
finally driven &oin tlie throne. 

Much has been lost Irom the reign of Richard II. The leaves 
of the MS. at this part appear to have been designedly cut; but 
I have been fortunute enough to discover the source from wliich the 
compiler borrowed the matter he has introduced into the reigna of 
Richard II. and Henry IV., and have therefore been able to restore 
in the Appendix the greater part of what has been destroyed. The 
continuation of the history called Eulogium, Cott. MS. Gfalba, 
E. vn., is the basis of the new matter in the first two reigns of the 
English text. From this valuable history our compiler translated 
very largely; frequently, it will be seen, changing the arrange- 
ment of the history, and occasionally making uori-cctions and 
additions. For instance (pp. 16, 17) he has altered the locality of 
Richard's resignaUon, before the duke of Lancaster and archbishop 
Arundel, from ContQay to Flint; and (p. 23) has added, in common 
with the Brute Chronicles, the fact of the marriage of lord Grey of 
Ruthyn with one of the daughters of Owen Glyndwr. 

Besides filling up what has been lost from the English text, I 
have added sections omitted by the compiler of the Chronicle, on 
account of their Jntenupting the course of the narrative (see Sup- 
plem. Add. xvin. p. 140), with one or two other additions which 
appeared interesting. I by no means pretend, however, to have 
exhausted all that is useful from this portion of the valuable 
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Eulogium. I felt that I ought to place a limit on my extracts, and 
trust I may not even now be thought to have extended this volume 
to too great a length. Probably this apology may be more needed 
for the notes, which seemed to accumulate even while I was en- 
deavouring to repress them, and I feel that they do not possess that 
air of novelty which I could have wished for them. Indeed this 
volume is offered to the Society with considerable diffidence, yet 
with the hope that it may not have been a useless labour. 

With regard to the history of the Chronicle called the Brute, I 
cannot do better than refer the reader to an interesting article by 
sir Frederick Madden on that compilation, which will be found in 
Notes and Queries, new series, vol. i. p. 1-4. The copy in ques- 
tion begins with the heading, ^^ How Uiia land was first called 
Albion^ and of whom it hadde that name, and how die geaunte} were 
ygote ye shal here as folaiceth afterward, Capitulum primum. In 
the yeer fro the bcgynnjmg of the worlde M** M** M*' ixc. Ixxxx. 
ther was in the noble lond of Grece a worthi kyng and a my3ti and 
a man of gret renoun that was callid Dioclician," &c. It may be 
useful to note its variation from the common text in the first three 
reigns here published. 

The MSS. used for this purpose are the following Oxford MSS. 
— Bodleian, Bawl. B. 190, 4to. vellum, imperfect at beginning, 
which is supplied, as a note in his hand states, by the hand of 
Thomas Baker,* the non-juror, of St. John's College, from a MS. in 
the public library at Cambridge. The MS. ends in the usual way 
with the siege of Rouen, " rewle and governaunce," 6 Hen. V. It 
has been much used by Hearne, who has supplied many leaves

which had been lost, and we learn from a note st the end oi' the 
Tolume, that his sources were MSS. Ashmole, 791, 793. 

Eawl. B. 173, small folio, vellum. Heading illegible. Text 
begins, " In tlie noble londe of Surrc iher was a noble kynge of 
myght," &x. This Chronicle goes down to the Armagnac alliance 
with England, 13 Hen. IV. and resumes after the marriage of 
Henry V., giving an account of the coronation lianquet, rather dif- 
ferent from that of Fabyan. After the death of Henry V, follows a 
list of mayors and shcrifla for a few years in Henry VI. 

Rawl. B. 196, folio, paper. Heading, "Here may a man here 
how Engelonde wtw JitH called Albyone, and afftenearde whantte hit 
had first name" (ate.) " In the noble lond of Surrye," &c It ends 
" rewle and govomaunce," 6 Hen. V. 

Rawl. E. 216, folio, vellum, in double columns. Imperfect in 
the beginning : immediately after "rewle and govemaunce," 
6 Hen. v., follows, "And aftir this folowitli the appointment}, 
tretcj, and accorclement} oi" pees perpetuelle bytwene kyng Charles 
. . , and Henry V. . . . and of the marriage of Katerine the doughter 
of the said kyng Charles, in manner and foi-me," &c., occupying 
two leaves and one column. In the same volume, by the same 
scribe, is "the booke of Johnn MaundevilJe, knyght, (which) 
techith the weyes to Jerusalem," &c. 

Rawl. B. 205, folio, vellum. Heading, " Here men may hiren 
how Englonde firat was called AUiione, and thrughe whome it hadde t/it 
name." "In the noble lande of Sirrie ther was a noble kyng and 
myghti, and a man of gret renoun," &c. It ends with the " great 
parliament," -21 Ric*. II. Heame considered this a good MS.; on 
the fly-leaf he has written, " See MS. Ashmole 791, but chiefly 793." 

Ashmole MS. 793, folio, paper and vellum. " Here begynnethc

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a boobe in Englisbe tong, callid Brute of Englond, or the Cronjrcte 
of Englond, compilyng and Iretyng of the seid land." " How it vku 
finU a wildrenease, and alle for lette, and no thi/nc/ therynne, but 
vn/lde beetes andfowlea." It ends at the siege of Rouen (6 Hen. V.), 
with the words, " and atte every gate ij. or iij, M'- of goode mennys 
boiliea armed: and manfully countred withe our Englishe men. 
Heere endethe the Eooke of Cronyculcs." 

Aahraolc, 791, vellum and paper, imperfect at beginning and 
end. It enda with the deatli of James I, of Scotland (1436), with 
the words " a legate of the poopys beyn^c that tyme in Scotteland, 
aa it waw seyde, bare the kyiigys scherte wyth hym, and subewed it 
to the poope." The reigns of Richard II. and Henry IV. are very 
meagre in this copy. A note on the first page of this Chronicle 
attributes it to William de Regibus.

Thus far our compiler has drawn from the Eulogium : deviations 
under Henry V. are, —

The whole of the reign of Henry VI. is quite different from that 
in the printed text of Caxton, though agreeing in tjiatier as far as 
page 78, with the exception of the following varlationB: — P. 54, 
1. 28, " And this," to lust line, " peple." P. 56, I, 25, " And 
among," to p, 60, 1. 25, " not louge aftir." The particulars on p. 61. 
P. 64, 1. 1, " And this," to 1, 22, " it was said." P. 70, 1, 21, 
" whoos godfadres," to 1. 25, '■ baptized," Last line, " The xxxiij 
yere," to p, 77, 1, 8, " ho dyed." P. 78, 1. 7, " One of the causes," 
to 1. 25, " for theynie," From the last line of this page to the end, 
it is an exception when there la any agreement in matter between 
the two chronicles. 

The Eulogium is the larger of two chronicles which fill a folio 
volume, on vellum, of 206 leaves, which has been partially injured 
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by the fire of 1731. The shorter chronicle emhraces from theNativity 
of our Lord to the year 1364, ending with the colophon, " Corpus 
acribentis benedicat lingua legentia." It commenccB on the 4th 
leaf, and is preceded by an alphabetical table of contents or index 
to the Eulogium. That history begins on the 16ih leaf with an 
interesting introduction, in which the writer apologises for hia want 
of learning,* and pleads that the persuasion of the prior of hia 
house not less prevailed in inducing him to undertake the hbtorian'a 
labour than did his own wishca-f He haa divided his work into 
five books, 1. From the Creation of the World to the Ascension of 
our Lord, II. The preaching of the Apostles, deaths of Martyrs, 
AsBumption of the Virgin, the Eoman Popes, &c. III. First habi- 
tation of Italy; building of Rome; history of the Emperors, Pagan 
and Christian. IV. The Geography of the World, showing what 
parts are habitable and what not, provinces, seas, rivers, &c,, 
especially the geography of Britain. V. A Chronicle from Bnito 
to A.D. 1362,t continued to A.D. 1413. The author himself gave 
hia work the title of Eulogium. § 

It may be inferred that the writer of our English Chronicle was 
of the same monastery as the authors of the Eulogium, since at

the lime of the compilation of the English text that history 
prohahly had not travelled beyond Jta convent walls. It never 
appears to have been multiplied, as only two copies are known to 
exist, that in the Cottonian collection, and another in the library of 
Trinity College, Cambridge. (R. vn, 2,) 

A controversy exists, however, as to the locality of the Enlo^um. 
Leland in his Collectanea (vol. i. pt. u. p. 302-314), at the head of 
several extracts from it, some of which the reader will recognise, 
has placed the following heading; "Ex alt«ro clironico Mail- 
dulpheabiriensis monasteiii, cui titulus Eulogiiim hietoriarum, autore 
monacho ejusdem loci, sed incerti nominis." Leland conveys a 
false impression when he adds, " ex prologo apparet scriptura fiiisse 
hoc chronicon, flagitante Friore MaildulpheabiriensL" No house 
is mentioned. He is also wrong in the date, " Terminatimi est hoc 
opusculum, anno Domini 1361;" but has given the right date(1362) 
in his second volume. Leland, it appears from the heading to hia 
second body of extracts (vol. ii. pt. i. p. 395-398), judged only from 
certain internal evidence — "quibusdam conjectnrU ducor." These 
conjectures were no doubt founded on the fact that there is much 
relating to the foundation ol' Malmesbury abbey in the second book, 
and several notices of that abbey are dispersed throughout the work. 
Bishop Tanner has followed Leland in opposition to the Cottonian 
Catalogue. In that catalogue the work is attiibutcd to Ninian, a 
monk of Canterbury, on the authority of the writer of a long note, 
opposite the introduction to the Eulogium, who has made this state- 
ment from Caius, "De antiquitate Cantabrlgiensis Academiasj" 1568;*

addiug, as another argument for the locality of Canterbury, ttat the 
author calls saint Thomas the archbishop his patron.* 

Mr, Macray has suggested that this work may have been con- 
ibunded with Nennius'a Eulogium Britanniie. This appears tO have 
been tlie coae with the writer of the note alluded to, who relers ua in 
Bale to Nennius, the old British writer, or to Ninian, the apostle to 
the Picta.t But Caius does not appear to have been so misled, and 
in his list of writers has astonished the writer of the note by quoting 
" Nennii, Elwodugi discipuU, Enlogium" " Ninianus," and " Eulo- 
gium historiarum" as different works. It does not appear why he 
has separated the two last. 

The Cottoniau copy of the Eulogium formerly belonged to Dr. 
Dee, tlie philosopher of Mortlake, as his note on the Brat page of the 
index Btates: " Joes Dee, 1574; September 25. Of the gift of Mr. 
Dyckenson at Popular by Mr. John Slow the cronicler .... (three 
words illegible) Lodon." From the Diary of Dr. Dee, and Cata- 
logue of his library, published by the Camden Society in 1842, we 
find among his books, " Eulogium temporis a condito orbe in annum 
Christi 1367, J monachi cujusdam Niniani .... pergamento, fo." 
Dr. Dee therefore agreed in the opinion of Caius on the authorship 
of this book. 

Such is the controversy. It is much to be regretted that we are 
not able to assign this English Chronicle either to Canterbury or to 
Maimesbury with any certainty. 
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PREFACE. XT 

The reader is indebted, with me, to sir Frederic Madden, for the 

two interesting chapters which are placed at the commencement of 
the Appendix (p. 111-118). The chapter on the dealli of the duke 
of Gloucester appears to be espcciolly valuable. I extract the fol- 
lowing remarks from sir Frederick Madden'a description of the MS. 
from which the transcripts are taken: — 

The Manuscript ia a folio on vellum and paper, in the library of 
the duke of Bedford at Woburn, and was written in 1448 by 
Richard Fox, of St. Alban's, as appears by a note on the 5th leaf 
from the end, and the name in several other places. It begins with 
a table of contents filling 6 folios, at the end of which are the names 
of the kings of England from William the Conqueror to Henry VI. 
in three hexameter lines. Immediately below which the name of 
the writer occurs. 

On folio 7 the Chronicle commences thus ; " Aljrede wag Viefyrat 
}<^ngt that euer was anoynt in this londe. After Elfrede regned his 
brother Alfryde, a noble man and wyse," &c. The manuscript pro- 
ceeds regularly through the series of kings, compiled from several 
authorities, until the end of the reign of Edward I. This part is 
totally different from the Brute, and much fuller, particularly after 
the Conquest; but from the accession of Edward II. until the close 
(6 Hon. v.), il is the same as the Brute, yet occasionally has pas- 
sages not in the common copies; as, for instance, the account of the 
18th and 19th years of Richard JI. {See Appendix, p. 111-115.) 
The Chronicle ends like the usual version of the Brute, " restede 
hym in the castcllc tyl the towne was sette in rewle and govern- 
aunce." (6 Hen. V.) 

Afler this follow the deposition articles of Richard II. and the 
coronation of Henry IV., chiefly translated from the Rolls of Parlia- 
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ment, but containing additions of great interest. At the end is 
written, ** And thus enduth the Deposynge of kyng Richarde the 
secounde aftre the Conqueste. 

Quod Rychard Fox 
Off seynt Albones. 
An** Dni M* cccc xl. viij^." 

Next comes the interesting tract relative to the death of the duke 
of Gloucester. (See Appendix, p. 116-118.) Then the Acts of the 
parliament at Winchester (27 Hen. VI.), five lines of verse on the 
deposing of Richard XL, and some orders of the common council of 
London relative to the fellowship of cooks and butlers, about fees 
and customs at the lord mayor's feast. 

The nature of my obligation to sir Frederick Madden I have 
already stated, and I desire to offer him my thanks. I am indebted 
also to John Gough Nichols, Esq. for some kind suggestions while 
the work was at press, owing to which it is more perfect than it 
would have been ; and to my friend the Rev. William Dunn Macray, 
M.A. of New College, Oxford, and of the Bodleian Library, for the 
kind assistance he has often given, and always been ready to give 
me; and for having compared the pages of the Chronicle as they 
passed through the press with the manuscript, by which revision 
some mistakes were avoided.

The king 
heryng this, be aviae of bis counsel, gadrid an huge oat and wento in 
to Scotland; but the Scottis durstu nut ii^te with him, his power was 
so greet ; the othir ij. ostis of the Frenshemenne cam not, for thay 
lay longe tyme in the hauene of Scluys, abidyng wynd and wedir, 
but the wynde wolde nevir serue tliayin but alwey waa ayens thayma. 
Thanne tlie king brende the luun of Edinburgh, and cam in to Eng- 
lond ayenne. 

And this same tyme, king Richard made the erlle of Oxen- 
forde and ser Michael do la Pole, and otliir Caterers, chief of his 
counsel ; and he thayni was gouerned. 

Theviij. yeer of King Richard, ser Edmund of Langley, erl of ji 
Cambrigge, the kingia unfile, wente in to Portugale, with a faire com- 
panie of nieime of arme} and archiers, to heipe and strengthe tlie 
king of Portugale ayens the king of Spayne ; and there the king of 
Portugale hadde the victory, thorough help of Englishmenne ; and F 
attir this journey the erl cam hoom agayne. 

This same yeer king Richorde held hia Cristemasse at Eltham ; 
and thidei' cam to him the king of Ermonie," that waa drive out of 
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bis lond be tlic Turkis, to axe of him belp and socoar : and the kingfl 
yaf liim grete yiftis, and 30 he retoumed boom ayeene. 

Tbe ix. yeer of king Ricliard, he held a parlomcnt at West- 
mynstre, and there be made ij. dukis, a markeys, and v. eriis. 
F6rat, be made ser Edmund of Langley, erl of Cambrige, his vncle, 
duke of York ; and his othir vncle, scr Tboinaa of Wodeatoke, that 
was erl of Bukyoghame, he made duke of Gloucestrc ; and the erlle 
of Oxenforde he made markeys of D_)TieIyn, and commaunded that 
he sholde he callid duke of Yrlonde ; ser Harri of Bolyngbroke, tbe 
duke} sone of Lancastre, be made erl of Derby; ser Edward, tbe 
dukis sone of York, he made erl of Roteland; ser John liolond, 
tbe erlis brothir of Kent, he made erl of Iluntyngdouu ; ser Thomas 
Mowbray, erl of Notynghara, he made erl marchal of Engelond ; and 
ser Michael de la Pole, knyghte, he made erl of Suffolk and Chaun- 
celler of Engolonde. 

And ut this same parlement, the erl of March, in the playn 
parlement among alle the tordis and coinune), was proclamed heir 
parent, and next to the croune aftir king Richard : the wliich ei-l 
sone aftir was slayn in Yrlond with tlie witde Yrishmenne ....

Andvj. of ibe loi-dis that sat on bia iugenient, riden 
witli him with grecte strengtho of men of amies and arcbiers to se 
thesecucion done aftjr thair jugement, for thay dradde that the erl 
sbolde haue bo rescued be thajTn of Londoun : and thus deide the 
gode erl and is buried atte fTrere Austynes, in Londonn. 

And on the morow ser Richard erl of Warwic was brougbte in 
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to the parlenient, in to Uie saide hole, and hadde the aaiiie lugement a,d, lsi>7. 
as the erl of Aniudel hadde, and, aa hi« counsel bad liim, he con- 
fessid and siude, that alle tljat he Iiadde do, he dede be the counsel 
and stiryng of tlie duke of Gloucestre and of the erl of Arundclle, 
trustyng also in the holynes and wisdouui of the Ahhot of Saint 
Albouej, and of the Recluse of Westmynstre, that saide it was law- 
fulle that he dcde, " notwithstondyng," lie saide, " if I baue do 
aniys, I put me in the kyngis grace;" and so he instaunce of lordis, 
because lie was of gret age his deth was relesld, and was dampned 
to pei'petuel prison in the YIe of Mann, 

Thanne the king made thayni of the parlement forto acuse 
maister Thomas Arundelle, arcliebisshoppe of Cauntirbury, because 
he procurid and labourid forto he in the forsaid comuiissioun, and it 
excutid and selid wbannc lie was chauncellere ; and the speker of the 
parlement began to purpose aycns liim, and the king bad him holdc FoUo 149. 
his peej and say no more ayens his coain, and had the Archebisshope 
go his way safli. And whanne he was go the kyng sente to him a 
j^ messagcr and commaunded him come no more in the parlement, Nowdujiiioi- 
and thanne he was exilid for euer, and that he sholde be privid of gj^f^*'" 
alle hia godis , 

And the Monday next aftir, the lord Cobhame of Kent, and ser 
Jolian Chej-ne, knyjtis, were bi-ouglit in to tlie parlement in to the 
same hale, and there thay were iugid to be drawe and hangid, but 
thoroughe praier and instaunce of the lordia, thair iugement was 
foryeue thaym and relesid to pcrpctuel prisoun. 

Thanne said the Archebisshoppe AriindfUe, " I willc not go out 
of this lond, hero I was bore, and here 1 wille die." The king and 
the duke of Lancastre wente to him, and the kuig saide unto him in 
this wise, " Fader, be not soiy for to go out of tins lond, for I 
ensure you be my trouthe, that ye slial conic agayn withynne sliort 
tyme, and ther shal be non olbir Archebissbop]ie of Cauntirbury 
while} ye and I live." Thanne the Archcbissho|ipe took his leve, 
and on Mighelmasse eve at Donor he wente oner se to Rome. 
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And whantiQ he was go, the king made ser Rogere Walden, a 
clerck of hiaowerijarchebisahoppeofCauntirbury. And lie made also 
at this parlement v. duke}, a markeig, and iiij. erlis. First, lie 
made the eri of Derby, sir Henri of Bolyngbroke, duke of Hereforde ; 
the erllo of Rutbuid he made duke of Avmarle; the erlte of Kent 
he made duke of Surroie; Uie erl of HuntyngdoQn he made duke 

■ of Exceslre; tiie erl of Notyiigham he made duke of Norfolk; the 
erl of Somerset lie made markeis of Dorset ; the lord Spenser he 
made erlle of Glovcestre ; the lord Nevile of Raby he made erl of 
Westmerland ; ser Thomas Percy he made erlle of Worcestre ; and 
ser William Scroope he made erl of Wilshire and Tresourer of Eng- 
lond. ' fferthirmore tlie kyng made alle tlie men of this parlement 
coumprouiitte in to xij. diuera personej, continuyng the said parle- 
ment, that where and whanne it likid thayme thay myglite make 
Btatutis aftir thair owen ordenaunce ; and made alle the lordia 
swere vpon saint Edwardis ahryne, forto kcjM; with al thair myghte 
the statutis of the same parlement ; and atte request of the parle- 
ment, alle the Bisshoppis acui-sid at Poulis cros alle tho that dede 
ayens the said statutis and ordenaunces. And whaime this was ydo, 
the kyng wente in to the west cuntre. 

Aftir this, the kyng iu solenne daie3 and grete festis, in the 
whiclie he wert-d his croune and wente in his rial aray, he leet or- 
deyne and make in his chambir, a trone, wherynne he was wont to 
aitte fro aflir mete vnto cuensong tyme, spekynge to no man, but 
ouerlokyng alle mean j and yf ho loked on eny mann, what astat or 
d^re that evir he were of, he moste knele. 

Aftirward, at Notyngham, the kyng callid his counsel togedir, 

" and saido, that he mygiite not ride sureli in his Reme, for drede of 
men of Londoun, and of xvij. shiris lyying aboute ; and therfore he 
wolde gadre a greet ost forto desti-oio thaym, lasse than tliay 
wolde (ynde him surete. Wherfore thay ordeyned, that Londoun and 
euerich of tlio shiris sholde gadre a gi'et sumine of tiiuneye, and in 
token of pee} yeue it to the kyng; and so thay dedo. 
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Aod this same yeer fille a greet debaat and dissension, betuene AD. 1398. 
the duke of Herofrrd and the duke of Norfolk, in tliis wise. The A""" "P- 
duke of Norfolk tolde priueli, as it hadde be vnder confeasioun, and 
in gret counsel, to the duke of Hereforde, that tlie kyng hadde or- Quodvishab 
deyned to ale thaym bothe, because thay rood and aroos vith the """jiau!" """ 
duke of Gioucestre. The duke of Hereforde saide, "Tlie king 
hath therof grauntid vs his pardoun." Thenne saide the duke of 
Norfolk, " The kyng is not trewe, as it hath wel apperid be the 
duke of Gioucestre and the erl of Arundel." The duke of Here- 
forde aftirward tolde this to his fader, the duke of Lancastre, and he 
tolde it to the king. And wbanne the kyng examntd tbe duke of 
Norfolk therof, he denyed it and forsook it ; and tbe duke of Here- 
ford avowed it befor him, and liini appelid of treson and of the deth 
of the duke of Gioucestre. Wberfore thay cast thair glovis and 
wagid bataillc, and tbe day of thair bataille was assigned at Coueutre ; 
at wluche day the kyng withe his lordis was tliere present ; and folio i 
wbanne bothe dukia were redy in the place to do thair bataille, the 
kyng toke thair qnarelle in to his liandis, and exilid the duke of 
Hereforde for terme of x. yeer, and the duke of Norfolk for euer- 
more : the whiche duke of Norfolk deide aftirward at Veni3e. And 
the kyng grauntid to the duke of Hereforde forto haue and receyue' 
ycerti a certayne pension of money out of Englond ; but he forbad 
him and made bim swere, that be sholde not speke with malster 
Thomas Amndelle ; for the king dradde alwey his counsel and his 
wisdoura ; wherfore, as yt was said, the kyng so stirid and prouoked 
ayens him tlie peple of tbe cuntre that he sholde passe be, that 
unnethe he scapid with his lif. 

Ferthinnore the king and his counsel ordeyned blanc chartris, and 
made lordis spirituel and temporcl and otlnr worth! men sette to 
tbayni thair selis; and tbeito thay were most constreyned be the Now of the 
Bisshoppis, as it was said ; wherynne tbe king purposid aftirward, as ,ac. 
men saide, to haue wrilfin tbise wordis — " Because that we befor 
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A.D. 13B8. tliia tyiue haue grenously oftendid your niageste, we yene unto you 

us and alle our godis, at your wille," 
Anno Kxij". The xsij. yeer of kiug Richard, lie callid his counsel and saide lie 

A.D. i3B8-fl. wolde go in to Yrlond; but first he desirid to visite Saint Thomas 
Folia IGi. of Cauntirbury, but he trust not welle in men of Londoun and of 

Kent ; aud tlie archebissboppe of Cauntirbury assurid him tliat be 
myghte go saafly, and so he wentt^ to Cauntirbury with agretmayne 
of Cbesshirc menne, and thay wacchid aboute him day and nyghte, 
and ech of thaym hadde vj d. a-day ; and whanne he cam to Caun- 
tirbury, tharcliebisshoppe fedde hira and his men rialli ; and aftlr 
broughte bini to Londoun ngayne, 

Thanne wente the king in to tlie tour of Londoun, and baar out 
therof alle the precious iewelx that his predecessours hadde put there 
[f Ota da squiu to be kept; and among olliir thyngis, he fond there an egle of gold, 
■ore*. ^jjj wiibynne the egle a violle of atoone closid, with a wTJtyiig 

aboute; the whiche writyng saide that our lady delyuerid that ^le 
and the violle to Saint Thomas of Cauntirbury while3 he was exilid, 
and saide to him that witli the oitle that was in tlie violle, the gode 
kyngia of Englond that sholde come aftirward sholdc he ennojmted; 
and on of tho kyngis sbolde gete agayn alle the lond that his aunces- 
tria hadde lost, withoute strengthe; and he sholde be grettist of alle 
k^'ngis, and be sholde bildo meny chirchis in the holi lond, and 
sholde driue alle the paynemes out of Babiloun, and there he sbal 
make meny chirchis, and aa oftc as be berith the said egle on his 
brest he shal haue the victory of his enemie}, and his k^Tigdom shall 
Folio 161 b. evir encrece ; and this oynement shalle be founde in couenable 
tyme: and this cglc baar king Richard alwcy aboute his necke. 

Tiianne made the kyng bis testament fulle greuous and preiudi- 
ciall to the rcme, as thay saide that saw it ; and made ser Edmund 
of Langley, duke of York, lieutenaunt of Englond ; and thanne 
[M.j 31.1.J wcnte he forth in to Yrlond.'

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And whanno he hadde be there a HtUltyme, ser Henri of Boljng- a.d. ispb. 
broke, eri of Derby and duke of Ileroforde, whom kyng Richard Hdo anno obi.t 
hadde exiHd,' heryng that his fader aer John of Gaunt, duke of Lan- truu.* 
castre, was ded, cam doun out of ffraunce vnto Caleys. And there 
mette with him maister Thomas Arundelle that was archebisshoppe of 
Camitirbury, and the sone and heir of the erl of Arundelle, that was [Anno ixiij".] 
broke ont of prison of the castelle of Reygate ; and thay shippid at 
Caieys, and cam in to Englond, and landid at Rauenesjiofne in the [Jnly 4ih.] 
north cuntre. And there mette with thaym the erlle of Northum- 
hirlond withe a gret power to heipe and socoure the said duke, tliat 
cam fur nnn othir entent, as he saide, thanne forto chalange the 
duchie of Lancastre bis enheritaunco. V^'^ 

The duke of \oik that was heutemunt of Engelond wolde haue 
gon ayens thayine, but noman wolde folowe him ; and ser William 
Scroojw, tresorer of Englond, offrid men wonder large wages, ^^^ ^^ 
coude noman haue, for no money. 

Thanne wroot the said duke of Ilereforde to the citejeyns of Lon- foUo 162. 
doun, and callid himself duke of Lancastre and stiward of Englond, 
and saide that he wolde refounne and amende that was amys ; and 
anon Londoun him fauerid and supiwrtid, and alle the kyngis caatellis 
were delyuerid to the duke. Sor William Scrooppe, tresorer of 
Engelonde, Busshe, Bagot, and Grene, knyghtis, that were the kyngis 
chief counselours, fleddo in to the castol of Briatowe, and wolde 
haue gon in to Trlond, but thay were take, and thair heddis smyte 
of: but Bagot ascapid in to Yrlonde and was take aftirwarde. 

Whanne kyng Richarde herde telle alle this, he cam in haste out fAueurt 
of Yrlondinto Walis, and abood in the castelloffflyntto take counsel 
what was best to do ; but no counsel cam to him, and alle his ost 
landid in diuers partie} and wolde not folowo liirn. Thanne ser i i 
Thomas Percy, stiward of the kyngis hoos, brak the rod of hia o£Gc^

lefte him alone. Tho cursid the kjng the vntroutlte of Engloud, 
and saide, " Alias ! what trust is in this fals worlde I " 

Thanne wrot the duke to the stiward of the Archebisshoppe of 
Cauntirbury, ser Roger Waldenne, cominaiindjTig him on peyne of 
hb hed to kepe alio the godis of the forsald ser Roger to the vse of 
maister Thomas Arnndelle, and anon the said Roger remeued alle hJa 
iewelx out of the paleis of Cauntirbury, and tliay were take at 
Ronchestre and put in to the csistclle there to be kept aafly. 
I Whanne this was ydo, the duke and maister Thomas Arundel 
wente to the kyng to the castel of Fl\-nt, and aftir a fewe wordis 
thay tolde him shortly he sholde no lenger regne ; and thanne maister 
Thomas Ai'undelle saide vnto bini in this wise: " Thou art a fair 
man, but thou art falsest of alio nienne. Thou promisist and assurid 
me, sweryng on Goddis Body, that tliou woldes, do my brothir non 
harm; and whanne I hadde hroujt him to thi presence, I niy)t« 
nevir se him aftir. Thou also proniisest me to calle mc agayn in 
baste fro myn exile, and that ther sholde nevir be othir archebisshoppe 
_of Caunterbury but I, whllej I livid; and now thou hast maad 
anothir arcliebisshop, and also procurid my dethe. Thou hast not 
rewlid thi reme and thi pople, but hast spoilid thayin bo fals raisyngis 
of taxej and talagej not to the profit of the reme, but forto fulfillo 
and satisfie thi cursid couetise and pride. Thou hast alwey be 
renlid be fals llaterera, folowyng thair counsel and tliaym avaunsyng 
befor alle othir trew men, reftisyng the counsel of thi trew lordis ; 
and because thay wolde haue withstondc thi cursid malice as reson 
wolde, thow hast thayin slayne unrightfulli, and disheritid thair hciris 
for evirmore, aftyr thyn ordenaunce} and statutis ; but thay slinlle 
not ionge stonde, be Goddis'grace. Thou hast also hvid incontinentli 
and lecherousli, and with thi fbulle and cursid onsample thou hast 
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enfectid thi court and thi rerae." TLaiine salde the duke, " No a.d. issb. 

more, ye haue said jnoughe." The kyng wist not what he sholde say, 

but yold him vnto the duke and saide he wolde resigne and renounce 

his righte ; and thanne he was lad to the t«ur of Londoun, and there [Sspi. iit.j 

ykept in strong hold. 

And aftirward in the vigili of saint Mighelle, were sent vnto hini^tSept. 28tb,] 
bishoppia, erUs, barons, kny3tis, and notanej, forto enquire and wite 
of him, if he wolde resigne as he hadde promised. First he said , :'• 
Nay, and thanne thay saide unto him that he moste nedis resigne 
withoute eny condicionn, and delyuerid him a cedule conteynyng 
f tie fonrme of his rcsignacioun ; and he redde it in presence of the 
forsaid duke and of ineny othir lordis and a gret multitude of peplej.. 
wherof the tenour was this : " I, Richard kyng of Englond, re- .Vow reeigoa- 
nounce and resigne alle the right that I haue in the croune of Eng- n°"'^- ***'" 
lond with thappurtenauncej ; that is to say, in the i-emej of Englond 
and ffraunce, Yrlond and Scotland, and in the duchiej of Guyenne 
and of Normandie, and in the connte of Pountif, and in Walis, 
Caleis, and alle othir castellis and fortalice], that I liaue now or may Folio IBS b. 
haue aftirward be righte, beyonde the se and in this side, or in eny 
parti of thayme, for me and myne heyris for euermore." And wit- 
nesais there present requirid notaries to make instrumentis vpon that 
reaignacioun. And thanne kyng Richard confessid how he hadde 
gretly trespast ayens God and the reanie, and that he was notworthi 
forto regne, for he wiste welle, he saide, that he loued nevir the 
peple, ne the peple him. 

After this, the duke wente to Westmynstre, and there he was re- [Sepi. 29ih.] 
ce^-ued with procession solemly of hiahoppis and monkis, and there 
was said a solenne masse of the Holi Goat ; and aftii' masse, he 
wente in to the halle and the kyngis swerd was bore befor 
him, and there he sat dotm tn his fader sete, and othir lordia 
eat there also, and moche peple standyng aboute; and there 
was red openii the forsaid resiguacioun of king Richard, and v 
accep tid of alle peple. And thanne were there red and declared

Thanne aros the said duke of Lancastre and of Hereforde, and blis- 
sid him, and redde in a bille how he descendid and cam doun lynealli 
of kyng Hard the sone of king Johan, and was the nexte heir male 
of his blod, and for that cause he chalanged the croune ; and alle the 
lordis and comune} assentid therto. 

Thanne aroo} the Archebishoppis of Cauntirbury and of York and 

kiste his handis, and ladde him to the kynggis sete that was for him 

rialli araid ; and the Archebisshoppe of Caimtirbury^ Arundelle^ piade 

there a colacion, and his theme was this : " Vir fortis dominabitur 

I populo:" that is to say, /A strong man shalle be lord ovir the 

peple. And aftir the colacidun, the Chaunceller of Englond theliverid 

the seel unto the kyng Harri, and othir officers delyuerid rp also 

vnto him thair selis and office}, and the kyng forthwith put thajrm 

yn agayn. And thanne tharchebisshoppe Arundelle notified vnto the

"VVTlianne kyng Richard was deposid and putt out of his kyng- a.d. 139h. 

' " duum, the lorde) and theconmiie} clioscn ser Harri of Bolyng- [Reign btgm 
broke, duke of Lancastre and of Hereforde and erlle of Derby, 
8one and heir to Johan of Gaunt duke of Lancastre, to be kyng of 
Engelonde; and he was crouned at Westinynstre on saint Edwardes 
day, of niaister Tliomas Arundelle, arcbebisshoppe of Cauntirbury, [MudJbj. Oct. 
and was anoyuted with the oyl of the egle betbre rehersid : and he 
was tlie firste that was anoynted therwhh, as it was said. 

Thanne continued be the parlenieut that king Richarde hadde be- 
gonne, and thorynne adnuUid and hadde for noughte alle ttie orde- 
naimce) and statutis that there were niaad be king Ricbarde ; and 
restorid the crlis sone of ArundcUe to his landis, and made him 
erilo off Arundelle ; and delyuerid the erile of Warwic and the lord 
Cobhain and othii' out of priaoun; and \brende openli at Londouu^ 
alle the blanc chartris that kyng Richard and liis counaello hadde 1^ i- 
CDuipellid men to sele ; and disgradid aile the dukis that kj-ng 
Richarde baddc maad in his laste parleinent,! and i-estored ayenne 
maister Thomas Arundelle to hia Arcbobiss hopper ic he of Cauntir- 
bury; and made ser Roger Waldenne, whom kyng RicLard hadde Poiioiss. 
maad Arcbebisshoppe, bisshop of Londoim, that tyme beyng void ; 
and made the said ser Roger forto restore alle that lie hadde take 
of tliarchebissbopriche of Cauntirbury vnto Arundelle : ffnr the pope 
Boneface dampned and aduullid the iugement that king Richard 
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hadde yeue ayeiis tlie soiil Aruuilel be a bulle, and dM:larid be the 
same that the clurche of Cauntirbury was not void. 

This kjTig Harri made Harri hia eldest sone and heir Prince of 
Walis, duke of Cornewaille, and eri of Cbeatre, 

And this same yeer king Harri held hia Cristemasse at Wyndo- 
sore, and on xij**" evya cam thider vnto him the duke of Aumarlej 
aiid tolde Iiim how tliat he, and the duke of Surrey, tlie duke_^ 
. Excestre, the erlle of Salisbury, the erl of^Glouccatre, and othir mo 
of thair assent, were acordid to make a mommyng to the kyng on 
^ijibe day at nyghte, and in that mouunyng they jjurposid to ale iiim. 
Tlie kyng was also warned therof in anotbir maner. The Arche- 
bisshooppe of Cauntirbury, Arundelle, aftir new yeris day, re- 
incued fro Cauntirbury toward Wyndesore forto haue be withe 
the kvng on xij. day. And in the mene tyiue a man of the kyngis 
Iious lay alle nyghte with a comyne wommamie in Londoun, and in 
the niorou she saide to him, " Farwelle frende," saide she, " foe 
1 shalle ncvir so the more." " Whi so ?" sai<le he. " Forsoth," saida 
she, "for the erlle of Huntyngdoun, thoerl of Salesbury, the duke of 
Sun'ey, and ineny otlur, lyen in waite aboute Kyngestoun, forto sle 
the kyng and the Archebisshoppe as thay come fro Wyndesore, pur> 
^sing^to restore king Richard ayenne to his kyngdoum." " How 
knowfBt thou this?" saido he. " Forsoth," saide she, "on of thair 
men lay with me the lattir nyght, and told me this." And lie anon 
in haste rood to the kyng, and tolde bun as the wommaiine hadde said ; 
and the kyng warned tharchehissboppe herof be a mesaager, and be 
retourned ayen in to the castclle of Heigale. 

Whanne the kyng was thus warned of this tresoun, he rood in 
haste the same xij. nyght to Londoun, to gete him strengthe. 

And on of iharchebisshoppia men rood bi Kyngestoun, and the 
erl of Kent lokod out at a wyndow and saw him, and coinmaundid 
to bryngo him befor him ; and axed of him and saide: " Where is 
thi maistur?" and he said, " In the uaatelle of Reygate." "And 
where Is the kyng?" saide the erlle: and he saide, "At Londoun." 
" Yf I had met with ihi maister," saide the erl, " 1 wolde haucc shave 
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bis croano ; " and commaundid to spoile tlic said man of bia bors a.u. 14( 
aud of his money. 

But as sone as the said lordej wiste tliat thair counselle was dis- ■ 
couerid and wraid, thay fledde euery man hisjv^j and the duke of ^{^ 
Surrey and the eri of Salisbury with tbair mayne fledde vnto the 
toun of Circestre, aud saide be tho way that kyng Richard rood theroj Folio IM 
and cam late in the euenyng to tliair ynne}. The coniune}' of the 
toune wolde haue arestid thaym, and thay made gret defens, out atte 
lasto thay were disconifitid and lake be the said comunej, and thay 
smoot of the lordis heddis ; and [they] were set on London brigge, 
aiid thair quartris were sent to dyuera toune} of Englond : and ineny 
of thair men were there ytake, and put in to prisoun, because some 
of thayme put brondia of fire in to the rovis of diners mennej houaej, 
wherfore aftirward meny of thaym were drawe and hanged, 

At Oxenforde were take ser John Blount and serBenetSely,kny)tia, 
and Thomas Wyntereshillo squyer, and were beheddid and quartrid. 

And the same yeer at Pritwelle in Essex, in a raille, ser John 
Holond duke-of Excestre was take be the comunes of tlie cuiitre, 
and vnto Plasshe where as king Richard arestid aer Thomas of 
Wodestoke, duke of Gloucestre ; and there thay smoot of his lied, 
and yt waa set on London brigge, 

The same yeer at Bristowe was take the lord Sjtenser that was 
erlla otGloucestrej and the comune) of the toune smot of his hed in 
the market place, and it was sot on London brigge. 

Whanne kyng Richard herds alle this, he was utterli In despeire, 
and coiifessid tTiat this was do be his counsel, and [for sorou ana'^''' "icardm 
hungCT^he deide in the castle of Pomitfret. t " 

And wlianne that king Harri wist*? veriti that he was ded, he leet" *""'''' ^^^ *'■ 
close and sei-e him in lynne clothe alle saue the visage, and that was 
left openne that men myghte so and knowe his persone from alle 
othir, and so he was broughte t« Londoun to Poulis, and there he 
had hia Dirige and masse ; and the same wise at Westmynstre, and 
thanne ho was buried at Langley.

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And aiHrward this same yeer ser Bernard Brokas, ser Johai 
Slielleye, kiiyghtU, and ser Johan Maadeleyn, a parson of kin 
Richardis chapelte, were beheddid, aiid thair lieddis set on Londooafl 
brigge : and meny othir were acosed of tresoiin, and brougbte befof 
the JuBtice}, of whom none ascapid, saue onli ser Roger Waldenne. 

And this same yeer, quene Yaabelle the secunde wiff of kyi 
Richard waa put fro her dower and sente in to ffraunce with met 
grete yiftis, and anon as she was come in to ffraunce, the Frenaht 
menne breek the trewe} maad betuene king Richard and tbaym. 
-' The aecunde yeer of his repie, he wente in to Scotland, but thsj i 
Scottis wolde not mete with him ; and there tlie erl of Dunbar 
becam his inanne, and the kyng yaf him the Counte of Richemundi 

This same yeer was holden a parlement at Weatmynstre, t 
thider cam Owcyn off Glondore, a WaUhmaiijI that was sumtyme a 
aquier of tbe erlis of Arundel ; complaynyng how that the lord Gray ' 
Ruthynne hadde take from him wrongfulli a part of his land ; but 
he myjte bane no remedy. ^And the Bisshoppe of Saint Assapbe of 
Walis counselid tlie lordis of the parlement tliat thay ahokle not 
mystrete tbt; said Owoyne, lest be made the Walshmen arise ; and 
thay ansuerdc and saide thay set nou3t be hi[n. 

This same yeer cam the emperour of Constantinojtle in to Englonde, 
to axe lieJpe and socour of the kyng ayens tbe Tnrkls, and bronghte 
with liim a pardon fro the Pope, be the whicho he gadrid mocho 
money, and was longe in tliis lend on the kyngia cost, and thanne 
tbe kyng yaf him ilij m'. ^t. ; and so he wente boom ayen. 

This same yeer the Walshmonne began to rebelle ayens king 
Harri, and also a greet debaat began betuene the lord Gray Ruthyn 
_and the forsaid Owcyne of Glendorej and tbe Walshmen destroide 
the kinge5 tounej and lordshippis in Walis, and robbid and slow the 
k^-ngia (>eple bothe English aiid Walsbe ; and this cnduris xij, yeer. 

And the king weute in to VV'alis with a gret power, but be inyjte 
not luke Oweyn that was chief capteyn of the Walshmonne, ne spcde 
that he cam for ; and retounied hooin ayenne. And the lord Gray 



undertook forto kepe the cuntre, and sons afUr the said Owejne took A,D. !i01. 
the said lord Gray prisoner; and he was raunsond for prisoners of Po'io 15T b. 
the Marche. And atte laste Oweyn made the said lord Gray wedde 
on of his doughtris, and kepte him there with his wiff, and aone aftir 
he deide. 

This same yeer was so gret derthe of com, and so gret scarcite, 
tliat a quarter of whete was sold for xvj. s. 

And this same yeer ser Roger of Clnryngdoun knyst, the Priour 
of Launde, and viij. frere menours, wherof some were tnaistris of 
diuinitc, and other to the noumbre of xij. peraone3, were drawe and 
hanged for treson at Tybourne. 

Also a womman acusid a grey frere of Camhrigge, an old man, of 
certayn wordes that ho shoide haue said ayena the kyng, and his 
ingement was that he shoide fijte with tlie womman, and his on hand 
bounde behynde him : but the Archebisshop of Caun^bury was the 
freria freiid and cesid the mater. 

The iij, yeer of kyng Harri, anon afdr CristemasBe, was seen and A.D. 1401.2. 
apperid a aterre in the west, whooj flames aacendid upward, that was ■*"'"' "i°- 
callid "theblaayng sterre," and be clerckis it was calUd, "stella " "mhmi^ 
comata." 

And aboute this tyme the peple uf this land began to grucche^ 
ayens kyng Harri, and beer him lievy, because he took thair goodM'^ y 
and paide not therfore ; and desirid to haue ayeen king Richarde, 
Also Icttris cam to certayn frendis of kyng Richard, as thay liadde 
be sent from hymself, and aaide that he was aliva ; wherof raoche 
peple was glad and desirid to haue him kynge ayeen. Folio iss. 

And a fi-ere menour of tlie couenl of Aylesbury cam to the k^-ng, 
and acusid a frere of the same hous, a prest, and saide that he was 
glad of kyng Richardo5 lif ; and he was broujt to tlie king, and he 
saide to liini : — " Thou hast herd tliat king Richard is alive, and art 
glad tlierof." The frere ansuerde and saide, " I am glad as a man 
is glad of the liif of his frende, for I am holden to him, and alle my 
k^Ti, for he was our fnrtherar and promoter." The king saide.

"Thou hast noised and told openii that he livithe, and so thou hast 
excitid and stirid the peple ayens me." The frere aaide, " Nay-" 
Than aaide the king to him, " Telle me trouthe as it is in thi herte ; 
— yf thou aawest king Uichard and me in the feld fighting togedir, 
with whom woldest thou liolde ? " " Forsoth," saide the frere, 
"witli him, for I am more beholde to him." Thanne saide the 
king, " thou woldest that I and alle the lordis of my reme were 
ded?" The frere saide, "Nay." "What woldest thou do with 
me," saide the king, "yt'tiiou haddist the victory ouyr meP" The 
frere saide, " I wolde make you duke of Lancaatre." " Thou art 
not my freud," saide the kyng, " and therfor thou shalt leae thin 
hed." And thamie he was dampned befor the justice, and drawe and 
hanged and bchcddid. 

Aftir tliis cam anothir frere menour to the kyng, that owde no 
good wille to a brothir of his, a\yng mercy and grace, and saide 
that v' men of seculers and religious were acorded to mete togedir 
vpon the playn of Oxenforde on Midsomer eve, and go fro thennes 
to seche king Richard, " and Y and x. of my felowe} of the couent 
of Leyccstre araide vs for to go witli thaym : and ther is in that 
couent a maister of diuinite, an old maime, that spekitli eville of you, 
and saith that king Richard shalle fi3te ayens you, and so it is pro- 
phecied, as he saith." The viij freris and the maister of diuinite 
were brought bounde vnto Londoun, and the otbir ij. that were 
acusid myjt not be founde. 

And the forsaid frere ocusid meny othir freris of diuers couentis, 
but thay fledde away. 

The king callid the archebJsshop and othir lordis, and the freris 



were broujt befor thaym ; and some of thaym '

some oldc and sympiUy lettrid: and thair acuser stood by and 
stcdfastly acusid thayme, and tliay ansuerde vnwarly, Tlianne 
saide the king to the maister, " Thiae bith lewde men, and not 
ynderstondyng ; thou aholdist be a wise man, saiat thou that king 
"'Richard livith?" The maister ansnerde, "I sav not that he 



livith, but I say yt ho live, be is veray king of Engcloode." The A n 
king Baide, " He resigned." The maister ansuerde, " He resigned 
ayens his wil in prison, the wliiche is nought in tlie lawe." The -, 
kyng ansuerde, " He resigned with liis good wille.") " He woldo^ 
not haue reslgnetl," aaide the maister, " y( he hadde be at his fredoum ; Folio 
and a resignacion niaad in prison is not fre." Thannc saide tlie 
'^J'fR' " He was deposid." The maister anauerde, " Whanne he 
was kyng he was take he force, and put into prisoun, and spoylod of 
his reine, and ye liaue vsuq)id the croune." IThe kyng saide, " I^ 
haue not vsurpid tlie croune, but I was chosen therto be eleccioun." -f^ 
The maister ansuerde, " The cleccion is noughte, livyng the trewe 
and lawful possossour ; and yf he be ded, lie is ded be you, and yf 
he be ded be you, ye haue losto alle the righto and title that ye 
my}te haue to tlie croune." J Thanne saide the kyng to hira, " Be_^ 
niyn hed thou sbalt lese th^-nc bed." The maister saide to the king, 
" Ye loucd novir tlie chirche, but alwey desclaundrid it er ye were 
kyng, and now ye shall destroie it." " Thou liest," saide the king ; 
and bad Iiiin voide, and he and his felowes were lad ayen vnto tlie 
tour. 

Thanne axed the kyng counsel, what he sholde do witli thaym ; 
and a knyjt that loued nevir the chirche saidc, " We shal nevir eeco 
tills clamour of kyng Richard til tliise frcris be destroid." 

The minister of the freris wente to the kyng, and saide that he 
hadde conimaundcd alle his bretheryne tliat thay sholde no thing 
saw, say ne speke, in preiudice and otFens of his porsono, and axed 
grace for tha3^ne. The kyng saide to him, "Thay wille not be 
chastiiid be the, and tlierfor thay shalle be cliastinid be me," Polio 1 

Thanne were thay brou3t to Westinj-nstre befor the justicej, and 
the justice saide unto thaym, ''^e bith enditid that ye in ijiocrisie ^ 
and flateryng and fals Hf, haue prechid fals sermons; wherynne ye '^^ 
saide falsli that king Richard Uvith, and haue excited tlie peple to 
seche him in ^cothuidr/- Also, ye in your ypocrisle and fals lif, liaue 
herd fids confessions, wherynne ye hniie enioyncd to the pcpio in 
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wey of |)cnaii)icc, to seche king Richard in Walls — Also, ye v 
your fala flateryiig and ypociisie, haue gadrld a gret sununo of 
money witli begging, and sent it to Oweync of GlenJore, a traituur, 
tliat be sholde come and destroy Englond — AJ3i>, ye liaue sent in to 
Scotland for V^. men to be redy upon the playn of Oxenfonl on 
midsomei' eve to secho kyng Richard. [How willo ye excuse you? 
I counsel you to put yon in the kyngis grace," The freria ansuerde, 
" We put V8 vjjou the cuntro," 

And neitlicr men of London ne of Holbome wolde dampne thaym ; 
and thanne thay liadde an cnquest ofYseldon, aud tbay saido "Gilti." 

Thanue the justice yaf jugement and saidc, " Ye sliul be drawo 
fro the tour of Londoun vnto Tibume, and there ye shalle be hanged, 
and haiige on hool day, and afllrward be take doun, and your Iteddis 
smytc of and set on London briggc." And so it was don. 

And the maister at Tibume made a deuout senuon with this 
theme, " In monus Tuas Domine ;" and swoor be his soule that ho 
tresjuiBt not ayens king Karri, and Forgaf thaym that were cause of 
Ijis deth. 

And anotlier frere whaanc he sholdo die saide, "Yt was not our 
cntcnt, as our enemiej say, to sle the king and bis sone}, but forto 
iuake him duke of Lancaatrc, as he sholde be." 

On t!io morou aboute ovesong tyme, on cam to the wardeyn of 
tlie freris, and saide he myjte fctte away the bodiej and burye thaym ; 
aud wbanue thay came thay founden thaym caste in to dicliis and 
lieggis, and the heddis smyten of, and thay baar thaym hoom to 
ihair couent with grot lamentacioun. 

And aftii-ward, men of tlionqnest tliat dampned thaymc, cam to 
the freris prayying thayme of foryifiiesse, and saide, '• but yf tliay 
hadde said that the freris were gilti tliay sholde hauc be siaynt" 

And tiiis same yeer, Oweyn of Glendorc took scr Edmund 
Mortymer iu Walis, and because he uij3le not paJo his raunson lie 
woldeneii'ir be vnder kyng Ilarri, but wedded on of Oweynej dou3tria.

And this same yeer waa the bataillc of Shrewesbury on Man CA""" "^i"'] 
Maudeleyn eve, betuene king Harri and aer Henri Percy, the erHs rj„u2igti 
sone of Nortliumbirlond : of the whiche bataille the cause and Qcca- ^, j^ 

sjouii_wa3 this. . 

The erl of Northumbirlond praide the kvTig to paie him his f'lli'r^''":'" 
moneie due vnto him for kcping of the marchia of Scotland, and 
saide, "My sonc and I liauc apendid our good in kepiiig of the aaid 
marchia." The king ansuerde, " I haue no moneie, ne non thou 
shalt haue." The erie saide, " Whanne ye cam In to tliis land ye" , 

made promyg forto be rcwlid bo our counsel, and ye take yeerli \^ ^ ^ 
raoche good of the reme and paie nou3t, and so ye tvi'athe jour 
comunej : good [God?] aende you good counsel." 

Thanne cam the erlia sone aer Harri Percy, that hadde weddid^ 
the forsaid Edmundcj sustir tliat was prisoner in Walts, prayyng 
the kyng that he woldc auRre that the said Edmun(io3 raunsoun 
myjte^be paid of his owene. The kyng saide, that with the money 
of his reme lie would not.fortiEe Ms. en^ie) ayens himme. Ser 
Henri Perci saide, " Shalle a man spende his good, and put him self 
in perillo for you and your reme, and ye wil not helpe Iiim in his ?*"'* "^ ' 
nede ?" The liing_\ vaa w roth and saide to him, " Thou art a traitour I Hi.Br. P ur 
wilt thou that I sholde aocoure myii enemie3, and enemiej of the Polio loi, 
reme?" Sir Henri Percy saide, " Tfaitor am I none, but a trow 
man, and as a Irew man I speke." Tho king drow to him his 
daggar : and ser Henri PiTci saido to the kyng, " Not here, but in 
tho feld." And so be wentc his way. 

And be and hia vnclo ser Thomas Percy, whom kiny Richard /j~ / 
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Iiaddo iiioad erile of Worceatre, gadrld a greet ost in the Dortli- 
cuiitre,aiid s aido tlm.v .mosti.' fijte ayeiis tlie Scottis; and wenlo in lo 
Chestresliirej and took with thaym meny Chessliire men, and sentc 
to Owcyn of Giendore forto come and help him, but Oweyne wns 
aCeid of ireson and cain not; but meny of the Walslimen cam to 
. tliaym : and so thoy cam to Lichfeld. And the said ser Henri 
^ I'ercy and alle his men wered and were araid in the live rey o f tha 
^-Jiertis^the whicho was king Richardis liverey. 

And tliore the said sec Henri leet crie openli, and saide tliat ho 
wait on of the chief caiisers that king Ricliard was dej>osid, and moat 
hel|>er to bryngu yn kyng Harri, )wenyng tliat he wolde have 
luuendid the rewle of the reaine ; and now kyng Hani rowlith and 
gouemed worse the land tlian dede king Ricliard ; wherfor, he saide, 
^he wolde amendo it yf ho niyjte. 

The kyng also gadrid anothir ost and mette with him beside 

Shrowesbury, and axod of him tlie cause of his coniyng ; to whom 

Percy ansnerde and saide; — "We broujte the yn ayens king 

''■ Richard, and now thou rowlist worse than dede ho. Thou spoiliat 

yeerly the reme witli taxes and talagoj, thou paesl no man, thou 

'Tioldist no hous, thou art not heir of tho remes andlTherfore, as I 

/y] haiie hurt the reme be bryngyng yn of the, I willc heipe to refounn© 

it."* The king ansucrdo and saide, " I take talagej for nedJs of the 

reme, and I am clioaen kyng be comune assent of the reme, wherfor I 

counsel the to put the in my grace." Percy ansuerde and saide, " j__ 

trust not thi grace." ■■ Now I pray God," saide the kyng, "that 

thou most aiisuer for alle the blood that hero shalle be shed tins day 

and not I." And thunne saide the kyng, " Avant baner." 

Jopie. Thonne was there a strong and an hard bataille, and meny were 

slayn on bothe side) : and whanne ser Henxijercy saw his men fuste 

slayn he pressid in to the bataille with xxx men, and made a lane in 

"the myddille of tlie ost til he cam to tho kyngis baner, and thei-e 

OiY ho slow the erl of Staftbrde and ser Thomas Blount and otlijr; and 

-^tto laete ho wits beset alntutc and slayiie, aud atiun his ost was dts- 
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parblid and fledtlei' And ser Henri Percic} hed was smyte of iind A.D. H03. 
set vp at York, lest his men wolde haue s^de that lie haddc be alive. 
And aer Thomas Percy liis vncle was take and beheddid at 
Sliroweabury, and liis lied aet on London brifrge. 

And in this bataille tlio prince, kyng Harrle) sone, was hart in~dj(?^ 
the face with an arow. — 

And this bataille was do in the yeer of our Lord M'. cccc. ij.* "■'"'''' '<I2. 

After this bataiJIe was ydi>, the knyghtis and Bquiere of the north 
CHiitre that had be with ser Henri Percy, wente hwnu ayon in t*) 
North umbirlond, mid kepte thaymself in strong holdfs_and castelHs /^ 
and wolde not trnste in tKe kyngis grace. _,. 

And aftirward the king seiitc for the^erlle of Nortliumbirlond that 
wa3 ser Henri Perciej fader ; and he saide yf the kyiig woWe swere 
tiiut he shoide come and go saaf til he hadde escusid him in the Par- 
lemont, he wulde gtadli come ; and so he cam to the parlemcnt, and 
excusid him that he was not gilty of the bataille of Shrewesbury, 
and'ijBwoor vpon tlie cros of Cauntirbury befor the parlement, thatc_\ 
he sholde evir be trew to king llarri. 

To this parlement cam icttris as they hadde be sent from king ^ 
Richard, semyng so euident aiid so trewe, that the king and all 
the parlement were therof astoned, and hadde gret marvaille ; and 
callid hini that was his kcper, and axid of hym how he wolde ansucr 
to tlio lettris ; and he aosuerdc and saide he wolde fijte with eny 
man that wolde say that he was alive. 

The iiij yeer of kuig Harri, cam dame Johane the dachesse of Anno iiiji" 
Britayne into England and landed at Falemouth in Comewail, and 
was weddid to king Harri in the abbey of saint Swithuuej of Wyn- " """* 
chestre ; and some aftir she was crouned at Westmynatre. aflihi™"'' 

And this same yeer, dame Blaunchc kyng Harrie} elder doujtir ir9k 

was sent vnto Coloyne with the erl of Somerset hir vncle, and 
maister Richard Cliftiird thanne bisshop of Londoun, and othir notable

The V yeer of king Harri, the lord Thomas, his sone, wente to the 
se, and the erlle of Kent with him, and tliay brendo certain tounes 
in tlio yleof Cagent, and took ij greto carrakc) of Jene ladenne with 
diueis marchaimdise, because thay wold not strike their saile} in the 
kyngij name of Engelond, and brou3te thaym in to tlie Camer 
beside Wynchilse, and there the godls were canted ; and on of the 
carrakoj was sodenli brent ; and so the lordis wente no ferthir at 
that tyme. 

And this same yeer, Johan Serle, sumtyme yoinan of kyng 
Richarde3 robes, that was on of the principalle slears of the duke of 
Gloucoatrc, cam out of Scotland in to Englond, and saide to diucra 
poraone} that king Richard was olive in Scottande ; wberfore lie 
broujte moche jieple in gret errour and grucchyng ayens king Harri, 
for the pcple wende feithfulli it hadde be so. But atte laste he was 
take in the utuxth cuntro, and was drawc thoroughe euer! dte and 
Iiurghe tonn in Englond, and thanno he was brought to Londoun, 
and there at Guyldehalle he was iuged to be drawe fro the tour 
of Londoun thoron) Londoun vnto Tibnrne; and there he was 
hanged and beheddid and quartrid, and his lied set on London brigge, 
and Ilia quarters were sent to the hij gode tovne3 of Englond. 

This Serle confessid that whanne king Richard was take In 
Walis, he staalle his signet and fledde in to Scotland, and tlierwith 
he selid mcny lettrJs, and sente thaym to such men as were kyng 
Richardc} frendia, and saide he was alive ; and so he was cause 
of meny niennej dctho : and he saide also that there was a man ra 
Scotland moche lik to king Richard, but it was not he. 

The TJ yeer of king Harri, the erl of Marre of Scotland vnder 
saaf conduct cam in to Englond, forto chalango ser Edmund tlie 
«rlle of Kent of certain cours uf wai'iu on hoisbidi, and his chalange

York, and the lord Mowbray that was erl marchalle of Englond, Aiv^iiiepiKop 
and a knyglit cailid ser William Plymjitoun, gadrid a strong ™'"^", 
power in the north centre ayens the king ; and the kyng sente tliider 
his power and took thaynie, and thay were beheddid at York : and 
sone aftirward Almyjty God shewde for the said archebisslioppe Folio iflS t. 
meny grete miracle}. 

And the cause of the said risyng was this : — The erlis aone of^ 
Notyngham and his heir the loi-d Monbray compleyned to the 
archebisshoppe of York, and saide that his auncestris were evir .. / 
wont of righte lo be marchailis of Englond, and be that thay held ^ 
tliair lond ; and notwithstonding that, the king hcidde yeuo the said 
lond with the office to the erl of Westmerlond./ Tharchebisshoppe 
comynd of this with wise men of counsel, and aftirward he made a 
sermon in the chirche of York, and exJiortid ajid stirid the peple to 
be assistent and helpyiig to to the correccionn and amendement of 
the myschiefs and mysgouemauncej of the remoj hauyng in consi- 
deracioun the grete pouerte of the marchauntis in whom was wont to 
be the substaunce of the richcj of alle the land : and~also the grete c, 
reisynges of taxe], tallages and custume3 vndcr colour of borowyng : 
and also, that due paiement be niaad for the kinge) vltaille} : aniT^ 
that tho [lergie and the comuno peple were not vexld ne charged 
with importable chargis of taxis and talagis as thay hadde louge 
tyme be : and {that the heiris of noble men and of lordis of the lond^ 
myjto be restorid to their cnheritaunce hooUi, euory man aftir hia 
degre and birthe : and also that snche covetons men^as were of the ^ fe 
kyngia cguiiad, that took away and turned to thmr owen vse audio 
godis as wore ordej-ned to the comune help of the loiid, and make poHo ut. 
thayni self richo withallc, be remeued and put away fro the king. _^^,_ 

Tliise articles and money othir the arcliebiashoppe made be writen 
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t H05. iji English, and were set on tlio yatia of the cite, and sent to curatia 
of tlie tovne3 aboute, forto be prechiJ openli. 

~~ And the said arcliebishoppe and the lord Mowbray gadrid a greet 
C ^ oal, and wente toward the erlle of Westmerland ; and the erile cam 
agayns thaym with anothir ost sent I'ro the kyng to take thaymjand 
whaniie they were nyghe togedir, the erl praide tharchebishoppe 
and the lord Mowbray, that thay mysle speko togedir and trete of i 
pees ; i^nd ]thay wente to the erlle, and the erl hadde there botellis 
.i\ with wyne, and made thaym drynke; and while) the said erlle &yne<l , 
' himself to trete, a knyst of his rood to the archhisshoppia ost, and 
saide that the lordis were acordid, and in tuken thereof they drank 
togedir, " and therfore tharchebishoppe comanndeth every man 
■^rto go lioom agayne, for he shall this nyjt sowpe with the erlle." 
The archbisshoppis men were aferd, for ther was a Utille hUI 
betuenc tharchebisshop and thaym, so that thay myjte nowthir se 
Tiim ne the erl;;tiothelej, ]thay wende it baddc be trcwe that the 
kny3t saide, and wentc tharr way and were disparblid ; and the 
acopus knyst retoumed agayn to his companie : and anon the erl and he, 
i b.^' with tliair ost, nlle vjwn tliarchebisshopije and lord Mowbray, and 
tpok thaym, and ladde tljaym to the kyug to Pounti'ret, 

Aftir this tlie king cam to York, and the citiseynes of the cite 
cam out barefoot and nngirt, with haltna aboute thair neckis, and fit 
doun before Uie kyng asyng mercy and grace, because they aroo} 
with tharchobiaBhoppc. 

The arcbebisslioppe of Cauntirbury, Arundelle, heryng alle this, 
cam in haste to the kyng and to him saide, " Sire, I am yonr gostiy 
fader and the secunde persone of the reme, and ye sholde accept no 
mannej coimael souner than myn, yf it be good : I counsel you 
that ii' tliarchebisshop[»e of Yorke haue trespaat so moche ayens you 
as it is said, resoruB him to the popia iugeinent, and lie will bo 
ordeyno that ye dial be plesid ; and il' ye wille not bo, I ciiunsel 
let him be resenied to the iugement of the piirlemont, and ke]ie 
your bandia vndefoulid &om his blood." The king saide, " I may 



not for ramour of tho peple." And tharchebisshoppe requirid a A.o. nou. 
notari to make an instrument of the kjngia anauer, that yf netle 
were it myghte be preaentid vnto the pope. 

Thanne were the archebissbop[ie of York and the lord Mowbray 
danipned vnto deth, and aer William Plympton with tliaym, and 
were beheddid withoute the cite of York. 

And whenne the arehebisshoppe aholde die, he aaide, " Lo I I shalle 
die for the lawes and good rewle of Engelond." And thanne he ^'ol'^'S" 
saido vnto thayme that ahoklo die with liim, " Lat vs auffre deth ^Q 
mekely, for we ahul this nyghte, be Goddia grace, he in paradia."__ 
Thanne saide tharchcbisaliopjw to him that sholde sinyte of his 
hed, " For Hia loue that suffrid v woundea for alle inankynde, yeue A^^Jpltwi 
me V atrokis, and I foryeve the my detlie." And so he dede : and 
thus thay deide. 

And anon ailir, as it was said, the king was smyte withe a lepir: 
for the whiche arehebisshoppe, AJmyghti God aone aftirwarde 
wronghte meny grete miracles. 

Wlianne the Pope herde of the deth of the arehebisshoppe of York, 
he curaid alle tho that slow him, and alle that were asaentyiig to his 
dfthe or therto yaf counselle, and commaundid tharcliebisslioppe of 
Caantirbury that he sholde denounce alle thaym acmrsid : but 
tharchebisshoppe wolde not do it alone. 

Thanne sente the king to the Poiie, and saide that the sedicion of 
the people wolde not suffre him live, and sente also vnto him the 
habergeon that tharchebisshoppe was armed ynne with tliise wordis: 
" Pater, vide si tunica hec sit filij tui an non." And the pope

And tliis sameyeerthe Seneschalle of llenaude, with othir worthi 
menne, cam In to Engtond to gcte worsliippc indedis of armes ; and 
he cJialanged the erl of Somerset, and he delyuerid him manfulli in 
alle his chalange}, and put him to the worse, and hadile the feld in 
alio poyntis. The secunde day, cam in Ut the feld a man of the Sene- 
scliallis part, and ayons him cam ser Richard of Arundelle, knyjt ;

The xj yeer of kyng Harri, was a bataille do in Srnythfeld betuene 
ij Btiuiera, that on ine [men] calhd Gloucestre, that was appellaunt, 
and Artnr, that was defendaunt ; and tliey Caught manli togedir longe 
tyinc, aiid for thair manhood t)ie king took thaJr quarel in to his 
handis, and made thayin go out of the feld both at onys, and ynf 
thayiH grace. 

Tiie xij yeer of kyng Harri, a aquier of Walls called Ria ap Die, 
tliat was supporter of Oweyn of Glcndore, timt dede iiioche destruc- 
ciotui to the kingis peple in Walia, was take and brought to 
Londoun, and drawe and hanged and quartrid. 

And this same yeer, anon afUr Michelmasse, the Thamise at 
Londoun flowed and ebbid iij tymej in a day uaturelle ; and tber 
were take tlierynne meny grete and straunge fisshej of dyuan j 
naturis, that betokened fallyng of newe thyngis. 

And this same yeer, the duke of Orliaunce asseinblid vnto him 

the duke of Barry, the duke of Burbon, the duko of Britaigne, the 

erl of Armynak, and othir grete men of south Fraunce; and with a 

gret power pursudo the duke of Burgoyne, to be vcngid on him 

I Noi. 23,1*07.] for his fader detlie whom lie slow traitourly in Paris. 

And the duke of Burgoyne with assistence andlielp ofthe kingof 1 
Fraunce and of his sone, gadrid a grct ost of Fraunce, of Flaundrifli 
'^^^ of Almayne, of Scotland, and scnte ambassiatouris to the Prince^ J 
king Harriej sone, for help and socour of men of armej and j 
arcliiers, ayens the duke off Orliaunce. ■ And the prince sentc vnto 1 
himme the erlle of Aruudelle, ser Gilbert Vml'revile erlle of Kymei, { 
Kuiio 107 b, ggf Johan Oldcastelle lord Cobliame, and meny otliir ; and thay i 
taette with the duke of Orliaunce at Senclowe beside Paris ; and J 
there our men him discomfited, and alow meny of hia uicnne, and I 
the duke flcdde ; and thus our men hadde the victory, and cam j 
liooin aguyn with grete yiftis. 
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And anon folowynge, the duke of Orllaunce sente ambassiatours A D. liJ2. 
to king Harri, beseching him of helpe anil socour oyens hia dedly [May.] 
enomy the duke of Burgoyne; and thanne the king made Thomas, 
his anne, duke of Clarence; and his other sone John, duke of 
Bedforde ; and aer Thomas Beaufort lie made eri of Dorset ; (3 
and the duke of Awmarle he made duke of York ; and sente 
his sone Thomas, and the said erl of Dorset, and ser Johan 
Cornewaille, and meny othir notable men, iu to Fraunce ; iand thev^ 
landed at Hoggis in Normandie. And there mette with thayme at thair 
landyng, the lorde Hambe, with vij if. men of armes of Frensshe- 
mcnne, and all were put to flijt, and vij C of thaym were take, and 
iiij C hors, withoute tho that were slayne in tlie feld ; and so our 
lordis riden forth to Burdeux thorou} Fraunce, for tlie lordis were 
acoi'did er tliay cam, and token meny prisoners be the weye ; and 
aftirward thay cam in to Englond agayn with the vyntage. sir joiin Uew- 

This same yeer, deide ser Johan Beaufort before said erl of Dorset, '""'■* 
and capteyn of Caleys, and ya buried in the Abbeye of the tour hille. P"'" i*'^. 

And this same yeer, [xtpe Johan the xxitj sent a frere menour in 
to this land, the generalle of tlie ordre, desiryng of the king, that 
he aholde sende his sone Thomas vnto Rome, forto be the popia Cap- 
teyne and rewler of bis ost, ayens the king of Naplis and the Antipope """ '"" "** 
Gregore. And the same tyme the pope dtspensid with the said 
lord Thomas duke of Clarence, forto wedde the countesae of 
Somerset, his vuclcj wifF. 

Tbo xiiij of his regue he leet make galeyes of warre purposing Anno xiiij", 
Ibrto haue gone Iu Jerusalem, and there have endid his lif. 

And thia same yeer it was acorded betueue the Prince, king y- 
Harrie} sone, and Harri bisshopj^e of Wynchestre, and many othir j 

lordia of tlus lond, that certayn of thaym sholde apeke to the king, '^ V. 
and entrete him to resigue the croune to the said Prince Harri, his 
soue, because he was so gri'tli vexid and smyte with the seekues^ i 
of leprej but he wolde in no wise. & ^^

APTiR the deth of king Harri the ilij'"*, regned his sone king a, n. his. 
Harri the V, that was ybore at Monemouth in Walls, and ii|l"X2'iXi' 
crouned at Westmynstre on Passion Sunday. [April Hih]. 

And anon, the firsts yeer of his regne, for the grete and tendre^^nn^ prime, 
lone that he hadde to king Richard, he translntid his body fro -^ /i/Aiv^ 
Langley vnto Westmynstre, and buried him beside quene Anne hi3 "^ ^a'^'^ ^ 
firste wifi", as his desire was. ^ \^ [ii^a I 

And this same yeer were ytake certayn Lollardes and hereticks, inmrreonioLol-^ai 
that hadde pnrpoaid thorough their fala tresoun to hauo slayn the uivm^', 
kyng and the lordis spirituel and temporel, and destroid al the A. D. UH.] 
clergie of the reme : but the king, as God wolde, was warned of 
their fals purpos and ordenaunce, and took the feJd that is callid 
sfikettis feld; and with him inaister Thomas Arundel Archebisshoppe 
of Cauntirbury, and leet keep tlie weiej aboute Londoun. And 
meny of thaym were take, and drawe and hanged and brent on the 
galowe} in saint Gilcj feld. And a knyjt callid sor Roger of 
Acton was take for LoUardrio and for treson, and drawe and hanged kkV.™ 
and brent in saint Gilej feld. 

The secnnde yeer of regne, he held a parlement at Weatmjiistre, Anno ij". 
of alle the lordis of the reme, where it was tretid and spoke of his *"■ '* " 
^^ title that he hadde to Normaiidie, Gasfioigne, and Guyenne, that Fo'^^^Bb, 
were his enheritaunce ; the whiche the king of Fraunce witheld 
wpoiigfulli and vnrightfulli. j And so be avise of Ids counsel, he 
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scute ambassiatours to the king of Fratince and his counsel, requiryng 
tliayme to yelde vp vnto him his said enheritaunea or eliis he 
wolde it gcte be the swerd with heipe of Jhesu. The dolfyn of 
Fraunce aiisuerde to our umbassiatours, and saide that our kyng waa -^^ 
ouer jong and to tcndre of age to be a good warriour, and uot Ilk to 
make such a conquest vpon tiiayme. ', Oure ainbassiatours hervng^_ 
this scornful ansuer, retouraed in to Englond ayen, notifying vnto 
the kyng and his counsel the ansuer of the dolfyn and of the counsel 
of Frannce. 

Thanne made the kyng redy his ordenaunce necessary forto the i 
warre, comniamidyng alle menne that sholde go with him to be redy ' 
att Suthamptoun, at Lammesse thanne next folowyng, the iij yeer 
of his rogne. At whiche day, whan the king was redy to take his 
passage, it was there publissliid and openh knowe that iij Iwrdis, that 
is to say, ser Richaid erlle of Cambrigge brothir to the duke of^ 
York, the lord Scrofipe tresorer of Englond, and ser Thomas Grey, 
knyghtc, hadde receyued an huge summe of money, that is to say, ■^{^ 
a milion of gold, forto bctraie the king and his bretheryn to tho 
Frenshemen; whcrforc thair heddis were smyte of, withoute the 
nortJigate at Suthamptoun. _,^ 

Whanne this was don, the king sallied foith in to Nomiandie with 
xvC shippis, and landid at Kitcanx, in the vigily of Assimipcion 
of our Lady, and fro thenne} he wente to Harilieu, and it besegid be 
lond and be watir, and conimaundyng him forto deEyuer the toun, and 
he saide he wolde not. Wherfbre the king commaundid his gon- 
ners to bete doun the walKs on euery side, and anon thay of the 
toune sente ont to tlic king prayyng him of viij daicj respit in hope of 
I'cscu, and yf non wolde come, thay wohle delyver the toun : and 
so tliay dede. And thanne the kyng made his vncle, the erl of 
Dorset, capteyn therof, and commaundid him to put out alle the 
Frens§hc peplc, man woniman and cliild, and stuife the toun with 
English peple. 

Whanne this was don, the king wente toward Caleis he londe 
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fortu have come in to Englond, bat ttie Frensshemeiine liaclde broke A,n. i 
alle the briggia wlieii he sholde passe oner, wlierfore liim moatc 
ncdis seche liia way fer aboue, and so he wente oiier, tlie watir of 
Swerdis, and cam Joun in to Picardie to a place ycallid Agyiicourt, 
wlicre alle tlie power of Framico waa rcdj gadrid to atoppo his way, 
and yeue him bataiie. 

The king seyng the grete multitude and noumbre of peplo of liis 
enomi^, praidc AJrayjli God of helpe and socour, and contbrtid his 
peple, and praide euery man Ibrto make him redy to bataille; and '■'"'''* ■ 
witli such peple as he hadde, not fidli viij M',, he enbataillid iiim. 
and gi'auntid to the duke of York the vauntwai-de, as his dcsir was, 
Snd thanne the duke commaundid every man to ordeyne~hiin a 
stake of trc sharpid at botbe endls, that the stake iny3ti? be pighte in 
the orthe aaloope before thayin, that the Frenaahemen sholde not 
ouerride bara ; for that was fiilli thair pmpo). And alio ny^t belor 
the bataille, tho Fronsshemenne made moche revello and moche 
cryyng, and plaideatte dys for oure meiij an archer for a blanc, as it 
was said. 

On the morow, whanne alle was redy, the king axed what tyme 
it waa of the day, and thay saide, " Prime," Thanne saJde the 
kyng, " Now is good tyme, for alle Engelond praicth lor vs, and 
tlierfore beth of good chiere, and lat vs go to our ioumey." And 
anon euery Engliahe manne knelid doun, and put a litille porcion 
of erthe in his mouth. And thanne saide the king with an highe 
vois, "In the name of Aimyjti God, and of Saint George, Avaunt 
baner! and Saint George this day thyn helpe I" Thanne the ij 
bataille} mette togedlr and fou3ten soi-e and longe tyme, bat Almyjti 
God and saint George fousten that day for vs, and gi-auntid our 
kyng the victory : and this was on tlie Friday on saint Crispyne and [ooioUt 25tii.] 
Criapinianc3 day, in the yeer of our Lord M'.cccc.xv. in a feld callid 
AgjTicourt in Picai-iii. And there were sla>-n that day of the PoUoiTi, 
Frensshemen in the feld of Agyncourt xj. M', and mo; and thciv 
were noumbnd of thaym iji the feld C.xx.M'. 
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Tliannc cam tidyngis to our kyiig, that there wai a 
Frensahemenne ordoyiied redy to fijte aycn with him; ami imon he 
commaundad euwy man to sl« his prisoner, and whanne thay saw- 
that, thay withdrew and wcnte thair way. 

And thcr were slayne in the feld on the Frensshe part, the dake 
of Barri, the dnke of Laiinaon, tlie duke of Brabanne, the crl of 
Nai'ljonne, the chief constable of Fraunce, vii) othir erlia, the arche- 
biashoppe of Saan), C barons and mo, and of otliir worthi kny3tu 
and cote armuris M'. vC. And of ICnglishmen were ded that day, 
the duke of York, the erlle of Suffolk, and of otliir not passing 
xxvj. 

And there were take prisoners of the Frensshe part, the dnkc 
of Orliaunce, the duke of Burbonne, the erl of Vandom, the erlle of 
Ew, the erl of Richemund, ser Bnrsigaund marchallc of Fraunco, 
and othir worthi menne. 

And aftir tliis, the king cam to Oaleia, and so in to Englom), 
with alle his prisoners, and was receyued with moche ioie and 
worshippo. 

This same yeer cam Sigismimd, the eniperour of Almayn, in 
Englond forto speke with king Harri, to trete of certayn thynj 
t tonching the pees of Englond and of Fraunce : and also for the w< 
fare and vnite of alle holi chirche. And the king and hia li 
mette with him at saint Thomas watcryng, withoute Suthwerk, 
him receyued withe greet reuerence and worshippe, and brou3te 
him in to Londoun, and fro thennej to Westmynstre, a7id there he 
was loggid in the paleis attc kyiigia cost: and that same tyme 
the king j-af him the liverey of the gnrter.f

inovthe of the river of Sayne, that no vitailie ne othir helpe sholde 
come vppe unto the toune ; of the whiche amie the erl of Armenak 
was chietleyne. 

Thaniie the orl of Dorset, capteyn of Ilarfliew, sento mesaagers~~ 
to the kyng notyfying vnto hiin alle this doynge, and what scarcite 
and penury of vitaiUe was withyn tlie toun : and anon tho king '' ^ 
aente his brothir Johan duke of Bedforde f forto breko the sego be 
watir : and he cam with a notable power and faughtc with the for- 
said grate cai'rake}, and took iiij of thayiu, and meny othir Frensshe f''''i*e»i«ii"" 
vessellis. ) And on of the grettist carrakej of alle scupid and fledd^^- 
away ; but she was so vent and boi-ed in the sides i" the said VuHo ira.

How kyn-j J/arri wente the seeamle tyme in to NorniandU, and of the 
ijetyng of Cane, and of tlie sege of Roon, 

The V yoer of his regne, he made redy liis onlenatince and hia 
retenu forto aaille in to Norniandio agaj-ne, and commanded alle 
menne that sholdc go with him to he redy at Hamptoun, in the VVit- 
simwikc next folowyng. And thaime he made John his brotliir, 
the diike of liedibrdo. licutenaunt of Englonde ; and tliamie he saiJIid

in to Normandie with a notable power and gret ordenannce, and AD. 1417. 
landid at Towk on LammcsHC day ; and there be made slviij knjstis, [Augmtlrt,] 
at his land^g. 

Thaiine cam tidyngis to the king that ther was a gret naueie 
vpon the se of enomiej, that is to say, ix grete carrakis, balke3, 
galeie} and othir shippis forto destroie his naueie : and anon, he seute 
the erl of March with a suffisauiit power forto kepe the se, and he 
took meny of the said naueie, and put the remenaunt to flijt ; and 
some were dround with tempest. And on of tho carrakis droof 
befor Hamptoun, and his mast was throw ooer the toun wallis : and 
this was on saint Barlilmewe} day. F'oiio 173. 

Tho sentc the kyng to the capte}Tie off Towk commaundyng him 
to delyuer the toun, and so he dede. And the kyng made ser [August !'ih.] 
Johan Kighley capfeyna tliei^eof, and conimaunded him to put out 
alio the Frensshe peple. 

And thanne was Louei-s yoldenne to tlie erl marchal, and the 
kyng made him capteyn thei-of. 

And thanne the kj-ng hold forthe his way vnto Cane, and it [Augusi I8th.] 
besegid on euery aide, and sente to the capteyn forto delyuer it, 
but he wolde not, wherfore thay asaauted the toun ; and the duke 
of Clarence bet doun the wallis with gonncj on his side, and first 
entrid in to the tounne, and cride, " a Ciarence ! a Clarence I a saint 
George ! " and so was the toun gote. And the kyng entrid and [Sopiwuiior.'] 
commaunded the capteJ^l of the castelle to delyuer it vnto him ; 
and he praide him of xiiij daicj respit in hope of rescu, and yf 
non cam, to delyuer him the castel. And vnder this compoaicion 
was the tounne and the castel of Baions with othir tounej, tbrtaJij, 
and village}, to the nombre of xiiij. And atte xiiij daiej endo cam 
no rescu, wherfor the castel of Cane with the otbir xiiij toune} 
were delyuerid ^Tlto the king ; and he made the duke of Ciarence 
capteyn of the Uiun of Cone and of Baions and of the othir toune} 
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A. D. 1417. alflo: and there the kyng helde saint George; feste, and made xv 
knyghtis of the Datlie. 

Thanne the k}Tig gat Valeys Newelyn, 

And this saine tjme cam the duke of Britaigne vnto kytig 
^arri and becain liia maiine. 

And the kytig seiite Iluntfrey his hrothir duke of Gloucestre 
to Cliierburghe, aiid Richard erl of Waiwic to Dounfrount ; the 
whiche Bone aftirward were yolden vnto tliayme. 

In the mene tyme, the erlle of Marclie, whom the kyng hodde 
sent to kepe the se, aftir incny storme} and grete tempeatis landid 
at Hoggia in Normandy, and so wente fortli vnto the king- 

Tlianne gat the kyng Argenton, Cessy, Laiuison, Belham, Ver- 

nul in Perche, and alle tlie tounej and caatellis and strengthis vnlu 

Pountlarge, and fro thennej vnto the cite of Rood. 

' And this same yeer, ser Johan Oldcastelle knyghte. lord Cobham, 

was areatid for Inllai'drie, and put in to tlie tour of Londoun ; and 

anon aftir he brak out therof, and fledde into Wahs and tlicre kcpte 

1 '■ him longe tynie, and atte laste the lord Powia took him, but he made 

gret defens and was sore wounded er he myghte be take; and 

,Q5. thanne he was brought in a horsliter to Westmynstre, and ther he

The TJ yeer of king Harri, ho aeiite his vncle ser Thomas BeaQ- 

18-9, fort to tlie yates of lloon, and there he displaide the kyngis baner, 

and sent« licroudis to the toun and bad thaym yelde it to the kyng 

of Englond, and tliay saide shortli, thay wolde not- And thanne 

^_ the said Beaufort took good auisemcnt of tlie ground al aboute, 

and retonrned to the king to Pountlarge : and auone aftir, thay of 

Roon cast down thair subbarbis that stood about the cite, tliat the 

kyng sholde there haue no socour. 

Bi.] And the Sunday befor Lammesse day thanne next folowyng, the 

^ king with his ost besegid the cite of Roon round aboute : and dcde 

mako ouei- the watir of Sayno, at Pounllarge, u strung and a niy)ti 
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cheync of yrenno, and -put it thorough grete piles of tre faate ypiglit a d. 
in tlie grouiidc, nnd that wente ouer the watir of SajTie that no 
Teesel xayjte passe that way; and aboue that cheyne the king leet 
make a briggo ouer tlie river of Sayne that man and hors and alle 
othir cariage myjte passe to and fro, whan nede were. 

Tbanne cam the tsrl of Warwic fro Dounfrount, and the king 
sente him to Caudebeek, and tbay of the toiin cam out and tretid 
witli the erl to be vnder composicion and to do as Ron dcde ; and 
it v/BS grauntid on this condicioun, that the kyngis naueic with his 
ordenaunce myjte passe vpward saafli without eny let or desturbauncc ; 
and to this composicion thay sett« tbair solis. And thanuc cam vp C 
8hi]ipis and casto there thair ancri}, and thanne was Roon besegid 
both be watir and be land ; and whanne tliis was ydo, the erl of 
Warwic wento ayen to the king to the sege of lloon ; and the 
duke of Glouccstro cam thidor also fro the getyng of Chierburghe. 

Tbanne cam lidyngis that the king of Fraunce, tlie dolfyne, the Foii' 
duke of Burgoyne, and al the power off Fraunce wolde come doun ri * 
forto rescue tbe cite of Roon, and breke the sege ; but they came 
not. _ 

And atte firate comyng of the kyng vnto Roon, ther were y 
noumbrid in the cite be betx>udis, of men, wommenne, and childrynnc, 
Ccc.M'; and this aege endurid xx wikis ; and evir thay of tlie toune 
hopid to haue be rescued, but it wolde not be : and meny hundrcddte 
deide for hunger, for thay hadde etyn alle thair cattis, hors, honndis, 
rattis, myse, and alle that myjte be ctyniie : and ofte tj-mcj the 
men of arme3 drivenne out the poer peple atte yatis of the cite for 
spendyng of vitaille, and anonne our menne drof thaym yn agayne ; 
and yonge childrynne lay ded in the stretis, hangjnig on the dcd 
modria pappis, that pite was to se. And whaime the capteyn of 
the toune saw this grete myschief and hunger, he scnte to the kyng, 
besoching him of his merci and grace, and brou5te the keyej, and 
delj-uered him the toune, and alle the soudiei's voided the toune with 
thair hora and hamoys, anfl the eomune} of the toun abood stilio 
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in tlio touii payyng yeerli to tlie king Tor alle maner ciistntuc}. 
feferraej, iiiid (]uatrynie3, xx M'. marc. Whaiinc the king limlde 
entrid the toune, and restid liini in the castel til the touii wera set 
in rewie and gouemaance, thanne CawdeWk and othir garisons 
there nygho were yolden vndir the same appoyntement. 

Thanne the dolfynees ambaasiatours, as it was before acordid, 
with fill power to do all tli^Tig as ho wore there himself, cam to

An<l there it was thus accorded and appoynted, that king Harri 
of Englond, and Charlis of Fraunce with the ijaene his wif and tho 
duke oiF Burgoyne, sholde come to a meno place to trote of pees:

apirituei and tcmporel : but he was take and dampned to the deth 
bofor the said iluke at O.xenforde, and drawe and hanged aud 
quartrid ; and his hetl and his quarters were set vp in dyuers placej 
of Knglond.

A.D. Wlo. eallid ser Richard Wycbe, that was a vicary in Estaese, wasbrendoQ J 
the Tourbille for liereaie, for whoos deth was gret murmur and ] 
troubil among the peple, for some said be was a good man and i 
holy, and put to deth be malice; and some saiden the conti'aiy ; and J 
so d^Tiors men badde of him dyuei-a oppinions. And so fer forth I 
the comune pejtie was brought in such erronr, that meny menne and I 
woramen wente be nygbte to the ])lace where be was brend, and

theyre fynal destmccioun ;/and gaderod priuyly a power of peple [MBy22nd,] 
and kept thayra couertly in villages abouto the tonne of Seynt 
Albons; and whan the kyng was there, they beseged the totnic 
aboute, and seute to the kjTig besecliyng hym that he wolde sende 
outc vnto theym theyre mortal enemy, Edmond duke of Somerset, 
and enemy to allu the reame; 'j'ef he woldo nat so, they wolde hau^ , 
hym by streynghte and violence.

Thanne came the kyng oate of 
the abbey wyth liis baner dysjiluyed in ti> the same strete, and doke 
Edmoud wythe hym, and the duk of Bokyngham, the erle of 
Northumbrelonde, and the lorde Clyftbrde, and the lorde Sadeley 
ber^Tig tiie kynges baner; and tliere waa a sore fyghte, as lor tha 
tyme, and there at laste waa slayne the seyde duke Edmond, the 
~erle of Northumbrelond, and the lorde ClyBbrde ; /the kyng that 
Btoode vndre his baner was huile in the necke wythe an arowe. 
And when the seyde duke Edmondo and the lordes were slayne^ 
the bataylo was ceaaed.j And thus was done the Thuraeday the 
xxij. day of May.

The pyl- 
grym sayde, " I was late shr^Tie at sej-nt James, and rescued there 
my Lord God, and sethe that tyme, as fer as I canne romembre, I 
bane nat offended my conscience." Natheles he was shiyneraie, and 
tolde alle this to the preest ; and the pi-eest seyde, " Sen thow 
knowest thy selfe clere in conscience, bane a goode herte and bo 
nat agast, and ycf the sayde spirite come ayene, coniurc hym in the 
name of the Fader, and of the Sone, and of tlie Holy Goato, to telle 
the what he ya." The iij*" nyghte the spyryte came ayene in to 
the cbanibre as be had do before, wyth a grete lyghte; and the 
pylgrym, as the preest had counseled him, coniured the spyi-yte, 
and bade hym telle what he waa. The spyryte answered and seyde, 
" I am thyne erne, thy fadcres brother." The pylgrym seyde, 
" How longe ys it ago sen thow deyde?" The spiryte seyde, " ix. 
yere." "Where ya my fader?" seyde the pylgrime. "At home 
in his owne hous," seyde the spiryte, " and hath another wyfe." 
"And where ys my moder?" "In houene," seyde the spiryte. 
Thenne seyde the spiryte to the pylgryme, " Thou hasto be at seynt 
JamcB ; trowest tliou that thow hast welle done thy pylgremage ?" Folio l&a b. 
"Sol boopCj" saide the pylgryme. Thauno sayde the spiryte, 
CAMD.

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"Tiiow hast do to be saydo there iij, masses, one for thy fadea 
another for thy moder, and the iijiie for thy selue ; and yef thol 
haddest lete say a masse for me, I had be dclieured of the peyi 
that I suffix.

Tho 4 u 
master Reynold Pocock byashop of Chlchestro a seculer doctour of """"" 
dyuynyte, that had labored meny yerea for to ti'anslate Holy Scrip- 
ture into Englysshe ; passing the bondes of diuinite and of Crystcn 
bclene, waa accused of certaync articles of heresy, of tho whyche he 
was conuyct before the ai'cheby8shopj>e of Caunterbury and other 
bysshopys and clerkya ; and vtterly abiured, reuoked, and re- 
nounced the sayde articles opjiily at Powles Crosse in bis moder 
tunge as folowethe hereafter.

Whenne tlic kyng herde of thayre commyng, they that were 

i^', aboute hym counaeyled hym to gadre a power for to wythestand 

i^'ftt'- .^heym, and enformed hym that they came forto dyslroy )iymme. 

Thenne lay the qnene at Eglishale, and anone by hire attryng the 

kj-ng assembled a grete power whereof the lorde Audeley was chyef 

"1 and had the Iwlyng of thaym, and wente forthe in to the felde called 

\ Blorehethe ; by tlie whyche the aayde duk of York and the erl most 

nedea passe. And there bothe hoates mette and countred to gedre, 

and fau3t mortally. And there waa the lordp Audeley sicyne, and 

meny of the notable knyghtes and squyers of Cheasbyre that had 

reaceued tlie l^Tiery of the awanncs ; and there were take pl-ysoners, 

the erlles ij. aones of Salisbury, Thomas and Johan, and ser Thomas 

Hai-yngtono, and enprysoned in the castelle of Cheatre; but sone 

after they were dclj-uored. 

After thia discomfitui-e, the erllo past forthe to duke Richard to 
Ludlow, and thyder came to theyme fro Caleys the erle of War- 
rewyk, and thoy iij. wrote a letter vn to kyng Harry, whereof the 
tenoure ya thus: — 
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"Mo3t Crystyne kyng, ryglite hyghe and myglitye Prince, and A.O. H5p, 
oui-e most drad souuerayne lorde, after as humble recommendacione 
to voure hyglie excellence as wo suffice, Oure trewe enteiit to the 
prosjieryte and augmentacione of yonre hyglie estate, and to the 
comnione wele of this reauine, hath be sbowd vn to youre hyghenesse 
in suche wrytyng as we made thereof. And ouertliat, an endentnre 
sygned by oure handes in the churche Cathedralle of Worcestre 
comprchendyng the preef of tlie trouthe and dewte that, God 
knowethe, we here to youre seyde estate and to the preemynenco 
and prerogatif therof, we sent vn to youre good grace by the prior 
of the saide churche and diuerse other doctours, and among other, J'"''" 1&7- 
by master William Lynwode, doctour of diuiiiite, whyche mynistretl 
vnto us seuerally the blessed Body of God our Lorde Jhesu ; sacred 
whereopoinie, we and euery of vs deposyd for oure sajde trouthe 
and dewtee accordyng to the tenure of the seyde endenture. And 
syth that tyine, we haue certyfyed at large in wrytyng and by moutlia 
by Garter kyng of Armes, nat only to youre sayde hyghenesse, but 
also to the good and worthy lovdes beyng aboute youre moste noble 
presence, the largenesse of oure sayde trouthe and dewte, and oure 
entent and oure dispostcione to seche alle the niocions that mygbte 
Berue conuenyently to thaffirmacione therof, and to oure parfyte 
snertees from suche inconuenient and unreuerent geopardyes, as we 
haue ben put ynne diuerse tymes herebefore. Wherof we liaue 
cause to make, and owe to make, auche exclamacione and compleynt, 
nat withoute reaaone, as ys nat unknowen to alle the sayd worthy 
lordes and to alle his lande, and wolle offre vs to youre hygbe pre- 
sence to the same entent, yef we myghte so do wj-the oure sayde 
sewrte, whicho onely causethe vs to kepe aboute vs suche felyshyp 
as we do in oure leeEFuUe. And hereto we haue forborne and avoyded 
alle tliynges that myglite serue to the efFusione of Crysten blood, 
of the drede that we haue of God and of youre rovalle mageste ; 
and UauB also eacliewed to approche your seyde moste doble pre- 
sence of the humble obeysautice and reuerence whereon we haue 
CJlUD. soc. m 
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and dnrjng oiire lyfe wolle haue the same. And yet neuerUidea, 
we here tliat we be proclamed and defamed m oure Dame vnryghte- 1 
liilly, viilawfiilly, and sauyng youre hvghe reuerence, vnti-ewly, andl 
othenvyse, that Got! knowethe, then we liaue yeue cause; knowjiigl 
certayiily tliat the blessed and noble entcnt of youre saydegoodfti 
gi-Bcv and the rj-ghtwysnesse ibereof ya, to take, repute, and acceptef 
youre trcw and lowly sugettys, and that it accordetlie neyther witttl 
youpc aayde entent, ne wythe youre wylle or pleasure, that we shald I 
be otlierwyse take or reputed. And ouer tliat, oure lordahyppes 
and tennuntcs bene of liyglie vyolence robbed and spoyied, ayenst 
youre peese and lawes and alle ryghtewysnesse. We therefore, as 
we suffice, beacclie youre sayde good grace, to take, repute, and re- 
ceyue thcrvnto oure sayde ti-outho and entent, whiche to God y» 
know, as we shewc it by the seyde tenure of the sayde endentare, 
and nut apply youre sayde blessednesse ne the grete ryghtewysneasa 
-''and [oquite wbereimie God hathe euer endowetl youre hyghe Qobeley, 
to thymportune iuij^cience and violence of suche personea as GBteude 
of extreme malyce to precede vnder tlie shadow of youre hyghe 
myghte and presence to oure destruccione, for suche inordinate 
couetyse, whereof God ys nat pleased, as they liaue to oure tandes, 
otficoa, and goodes, not lettyng or sparyng therefore to put suche J 
Uiyngys in alle lamentable and to sorowfiille geopardy, rb moot in aUaf 
~wyse take eflect by die mystery of Goddys wille and power, nor nat 
liauyng regarde to thetlusione of Crystyne blood, ne any tendj 
nesse to the noble blood of thys lond suche as seme to the tiuciooafl 
and defens therof, ne nat weyng the losse of youre trew llq;«nenn(ra 
of youre aaydo rcame, that God defende whiche knowethe t 
entent, and that we hauo avoyded therfro, as fer as we may witB 
oure sewertees, nat of any di-etle that wc haue of the sayde i 
aones, but ouoly of the drede of God and of youre sayde byglu 
''nesse, aiidfnat wylle vso oure sayde defence vnto the tyme timt v 
38. he provoked of iiceess^-tp, whereof we calle heuene and erthe in 

I H * wytteiiesse and rc«ordc; and rherynno beacche God to lje oiu^ Jni 
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and to delyner va accordyng to oure sayde entent, fand oure sayde a,d, 1 150. 
trouthe and dutie to youre seyde hyghenesse, and to the sayde com- 
mone wele. Most Crysten Kyng, ryghte hyglie and myglifye Prince, 
and inoste drad souerayne lorde, we beseche oure blessed Lord to 
preserue youre hononrQ and estate in ioye and felycite. 

" VTretynne at Ludlow, the s. day of Octobre. 
"R. York, R. Warrewyk, R. Salesbury." 

After theyre excusacionne conteyned in thys letter sent to the 
kyng, thay withdrowe thayme, and went in to dyuers parties of be- 
yonde the see, for the more sewrto of theyro personnes : the duke of 
York wente into Yrelond, where ho was worshypfully resceued. 
The eries of March, of Saleshurv, and Warrewyk, nat wythoute 
grete geopardy and perylle, aa welle in tlie londe as in the sec, 
wente vnto Caieys and ubood there. 

Thanne was a parleoient holdeu at Couentre, and they that were [,v<,ii...ni,.-ji 
chosennc knyghtes of the shyres, and other tliat had interesse in the 
parlement, were nat dyfferent but chosen a denorainacione of tliaynn 
that were enemyes to theforaeyde lordes so beyng oute of the reaine. 
In the whiche parlement, tlie sayde duk of York and the iij. erles 
and other, wbos names shalle be rehersed afterward, withoute any 
answere, as traytoara and rebclles to the kyng were atteynt of ti-eson, 
and Ibeyre goodes, lordshyppys and poasessyons escheted ia to the 
kynges hande, and they and iheyre heyres dysheryted vn to the 
ixf" degre.

Not long afterward the lord Ryuers was sent to Sandewyche for^ 
to kepe the toun, that tJie erle of Warrewyk and the other lordes

suiiportod thaym ; and sothe it wos^; and also tliat the aeyde lord

he sent some of his men to Sandwhyche by nyglite, the wliycLe took [Jinuiuj.] 
the sayde lorde Ryuers and Antony [Woodvill *] his sone, in theyra 
beddea, and lad theym oner to Caleys, and took with theyra alle the pj ( 
grete shyppes, sane on called "Grace Dieu,'' the whyclie niyghte 
nat be had awey because she was broke in the botome. / 

Thanne aroos a knyght of Deuenshyre, called ayr Bawdewyn [April.t] 
Fulfbi-d, and sayde that on payne of lesyng of his hed lie wolde 
destroy the erie of Warrewyk and his naaey, yef the kyiig wolde 
grannte hym his expensis; and he resceued therfore a M', marc, 
and whenue he had consumed and wasted alio that money, hiavyage 
was done and [he] wente liome ayene. 

And at laste the ^nk of ExceStr^ that was Amyralle, was sent 
to the see with a grete nany Tor to dystresse the seyde erIe of 
Warrewyk and his nauey, and sayled from Sandwyche to Derto- 
monthe, and there for lack of vetayle and of money hys sondyers were 1 
dysparbeled, and wente awey fro hym. lAnd betwene Sandwyche"^ 
and Dertemouth he mette the erle of Warrewyk, commyng oute of 
Yrelond, that had lie there to speke with the duk of York, and 
broughte with hym hys nioder tiiut was fled tlieder for drede, and 
lad her to Caleys; but the duke durst nat sette opponne the erle, 
ne the erle wolde nat dystresse hym because he was amyral, and fl£, 
tlie^kjTigea bloode, but late hym passe by.

Fei'therniore, the coramones of Kent, dredyng the malyce and tlio" 
tyranny of the forseyde erile of Wylshyre and of other, lest he wohle 
exercyae his vengcaunce vppon thayiu, as he had done vppon thaym 
at Newbery, and sent priuyly messngera and letters to Caleys to the 
foraeyde erles, besechj-ng thayni that they woMe in alle haste possible 
come and socour thayni fro tbeyie enemyes, promyttyng that they 
wolde assyste tlieym with alle tliayre power. 

The sayde erles wold nat anone yeue credence to tbeyre wrytyng \ 
and wordes, but send ouer in to Kent the lQrd._j' aucQnbreg e, to Fo 
know whetlier tbeyre promys and tbeyre dedcs sholde accorde : and 
anone the peple of Kent and of other shyres aboute resorted to the 
saydc lorde Fauconbrege in grete noinbre, abydyng the commyng of 
ihe erles.

Than the lord Nevyle, brother to the erle of Westmorland, vnder ^ 

a falce colour wente to the sayde duk of York, desyryng a commys 

y f\C^ Bjone of hym for to reyse a peple for to cbastyse the rebelles of tha 

cuntre ; and tlio duk it gramited, deuiyng that he had be trew and 

on liys parte. _ When he iiad hia commyEsyone be reyaed to llie 

nombre of viij. M'. men, and broute tliaym to the lordes of tlie 

cnntre ; that ya to say, the erle of Northunibrelond, lord Clyftbrd, 

and dnke of .Somerset, that were adueraaryes and encniyes to duke 

Uichardo. And wiian lliev sawe a conuenient tyme for to fylle 
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theyre cmelle entent, the laste day of Decembre ^hey fyll oponne a,d. 1460.

and made to thcym an othe fur to saue his lyfe, that ho wold neuer 
be agayns theJ^n, — and also be vndysposycion of tlie popio of Hm 
kynges syde, that wold nat be giiyded ne gouemed by thoyre cap- J 
Folio 213, _ toyns, ^ng Harryes part loste the feeld.

The sayde erle of Warrewyk dressed hym towai-d the erle of!

The lorde Bond- J 
yjle-that came wyth kyng Harry wolde baue with draw e hym, a 
other lordcs ded, and saued hymself fro his enemyes, but the kyng 
assured hym that he shuld haue no bodyly harme ; natlieles nal- 
wythstandyng that sewrte, at instaunce of the qnene, the^diik_of 
Kxcire, and therlle of Deuonshyre, by ingeinent of bym tliat waa 
called the Prince, a chylde, he was behcded at Seynt Albons, and 
with bym a worthy knyglite of Kent called ser Thomas Kyryelle.

Thanne kyng Harry, with Mhirgarete his quene and the Norther-" " 
r men, went and retoriied homewarde toward_ the North ayeiie : the Fo 
I whyche Northumemenne as they went homwardo dyd harnies * 
i innumerable, takyng mennys cartes, waynea, horses and bestis, and 
I robbed tlie peple and lad tlieyre pylage into the North centre^ ao^ 
P that men of the shyres that they past by, had almoste lefte no bestya 
l<to tyle theyre londe. 

This same tyme the ij bretheryn of the erle of March, George 

l-and Kichard, were sent to Phylyp duk of Burgoyne for saaf garde

After thys dyscomfyture he came to Londoun, the xxvilj day of 
the moneth abouesayde, and anone tyllo vnto hym jwplo innumerable, 
redy for to go with hym in to the nurthe, to vcnge the dethe of tho 
noble duke Richard hys fadre. 

Here endethe the reygne of kyng Harry the vj""* that had rt^ned 
xsxix. [viij.]* yere, vj moncthes and iij dayes, that ys to say vnto 
Twysdayj the iij day of Marche ; and the Wcnnesdny next afWi 
vppon tlie morow, Edwarde the noble erle of Marche was cfaosea 
kyng in the cyte of Londoun, and began for to reygne, &c. 
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xviij sere. The jere of tmr Lord M'.ccc.iiij score and xv, aod ad. isbs. 
the regne of kyng Rjcliardo xviij sere, he hulde a parlGmcnt in 
Irelonde, to the whecho parlement come bis lyge meu of Irelonde, 
tho that were of the Englysche Irysche, and the kyng asked of hem 
a subsedy, and they graunted to hyra. 

, And in that same tjiiie, the viij day aftur the xij day, sire Edmiuid, 
i of 3ork, grauntfader (stc) to kyng Rycharde, and leefftenant 
t Englonde in the kyngea absence, sette a parlenient at Lundone, to 
wheche parlcment come dyucrs of tlie Irysche lordes. And the 
ike of Gloucetur he expowned before alle men the kynges grete 
sde at that tyrae in a|)ecialle, for mochc of his tresour was spente in 
s lyyng in Irelonde. And when lie hadde purposed to the clergye 
r a Dyme, they graunted hym.

But as at this tyme, 
umoche as we tendre and loue oui" aoveroyne lord the kyng, we 
raunte to hym the xv peny." And this was sped on bothe partycs 
nrituelle and tempcralle. 

I And in the same jcre, the kyng beyng in Irelonde, maystur John 
■Tyccleef, a doctour in devenyte, and in his openyons an eretyk, 
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A.D. 1385. this seyde mayster John, in the kynges absence, hadde asocyed ' 
hyni dyuers lordea, as aire Rycharde Slurry, sire Thomas Latyrae 
sire Lowya Clyftbrdt', sire Johau Mowntagu ; tlie wliecho settes 
scrowig on Powlus dore of ther false Lollardie wlieche they haai 
begunnc, concludyng by xij chapytoiira of eresy in deatmccyon 
the feytli and of the status of holy cburcbe, the wheche mevyng &nd 
menyng bogjnneth as thus : —

(sic) suorum, denunciamus Dominis, hac (nc) Commiinibus par* 
liamenti, certaa conclusiones ct veritates pro reformacione ecclesii 
Anglie, que fuit seca {tic) el leprosa iiiultis annia per uiaiiutenenciaitt 
superbe prolacie, supportate per adulationem privatoruiu religioniuni 
que multiplicantur ad inngnum nocumentum ct dolorosum periculi 
liic in Anglia," &c. 

Tlie firste eonclusion that he ieyde for hym, for liis tmtbe. Ha 
began when the cburche of Englondo was appored with tetnperell 
godus, and inorteysed be apropriacyone. 

The secundo conclusione was, that oure prystehode that b<^an i 
Rome, ^-feyned of the power of angeloa and archangdes, and liyt i 
not the same pristehode the wheche Criste ordeyned to his apostelui 
And who tliat lyate to loke and se more of these articules, ieet faynt 
loke on Wyccleves bokes. 

And here folewyng ben the vers that were setto vpon Powh 
Jores : —

In that same )ere, a harbour, called a Moret. an hetlien lorde,

Item, in anno M'.ccc. nonogesimo vj", and in the re^e 
of kyng Rycbard the xis )ere, tlio pope wroot downe to the kyng 
Rjcyne the lordea, to haue hem proclamed as traj^toars to holy 
chiu'che ; and that the kyng achold be faverable to the prelates, as 
beschopes, abbotus, pryours, and to alle the trewe mynystris of the 
churche ; and tlio cursed LoUardes that wolde not renounce and leue 
bure false openyones, the kyng to geve hem t!ie lawe as longed to 
siiohe niysbeleuers and erctykes. Also alle tho that haad purchased 
oflF the pope or of ony of his mynystris ony fredomc, as chappellanea, 
honoris, or any capasite, the pope annulled hem, hothe of his owne 
tynie and also of his prodesessouB (sic), vnto the tyme that he were 
bettur avysed. 

And in this same sere, aire John, duke of Lancastre, to wbome 
the kyng had jeue the Duche of Gyene, for the wheche he spent 
goode innumerable to gete the goode wylle of the peple of that 
countrey; and, when the seyde dnke stoode in gode consojle of 
the peple, the kyng sent for hym to come to hym into Englonde. 
And he come home anon aftur Cristemasse to the maner off 
Langeley, whei- the kyng haad liolde his Cristemasse; and he 
was reseyued wurthyly and wyrschypeffully by countjnaunce out- 
warde, but ther was but lytylle loue withinne forth, as hit was 
seyde.

the same contre on the north syde of Berye on Henow Heth to the 
nowmbre of xl. M'. 

And on the morewe they schewed hemself on the south-este party 
of the towne off Berye. And tljere they brak up their waacbe, and 
euerye man went to his o\vue dwellyng-place, somnie xxx" m3]e, 
sonime xx ni^\e, x nisle, liij m3le, somme more, somme lesse, and no 
doubte of liit was (stc) a fervent coolde weder and a bytynge. 

[Fsb. 18th.j And on the morewe, that is to aeye tho xviij day of Februarye 
and Schi-ooffe-Sonedayes Even, come the duke of Gloucotre fro 
Lanam ; and or ho come by haluo a ra3le or more mette with hym 
sir John Stourtone, treserere of tlie kynges liowse, and sir Thomas 
Stanley, cownteroller of the kyngus hows, in message fro the kyng, 
was (ate), as hit was reportyd by somme of tlie forseyd dukes 
meyne : — " That forasmoche as the forseyde duke of Gloucetre faadde 
labered in that feruent coolde wheder, hit was the kyngea wylle that 
he Bchulde take the nextc wey to bis loggyng, and goo to bis mete." 
And indede he enterid in at the Soutligate about xj on the clokke 
afibre none. And by estymacyon there come witli hym to the 
nowmbre of iiij score bora. These forseyd messageres, when they 
hadde do the kynges comaundement, toke leue of the duk^ and 
retournede a3tiyn to the kyng. 

And the forseyde duke ruode into the horse-market, and toke the 
wey on his lyfte hounde to the Northgate warde, and he enteryd into 
a tewde lane. And then the duke asked a [lore man that dwelled 
in the same lane, " Wlial calle me this lane ?" The jMtre man 
answered and scydc, " Forsothe, my lord, hit ia called the Dode lane." 
And tlianne the good duke remembryd byni of aji olde prophesyo 
that he hadde radde mony a day before, and seydc, " As our Lord 
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Vylle, be hit alle ;" and rodo forth to the North Spytylle to his mete. A.D. 1*47. 
And anoon as he hadde etcn, come to hym by the kynges comaunde- 
ment the duke of BokjTigham, the marques of Dorset, tlie erle of 
Salysbery, the vycouDt Bemound, tlie lorde Sadeley. And the 
vjxount Bemound areste the aeyde duke of Gloucetre; and by the 
comaundemeiit of the kyng ther waytyd u]>on the seyde duke to 
jemen of the crowne and a sergeaunt of armes : Barthelemewe Halley 
and Pulforde, semen of the crownne, and Thomas Calbrose, ser- 
geaunt of armes. 

And that same aftrenoone, bytwene viij and ix, were areste be 
the fcyiiges offycerea au- Roger Chambreleyn and sir Harry Wogan 
knyghtes, Thomas Herbert, Thomas Weryot, John Woganj Howelle 
ap Dauitlt Thomas, and mo other, &c. 

And on the Soneday was Jolin Hobergere comanndet to warde 
ageyns even. (Feb. ISth.] 

And on the Schroff-Tewesday, in the latter ende of ther mete, in 
the halle, were areste sir Robert Veere, sir John Cheyne, knyst^S ; [Feb. 2Iat.l 
John Bokkelond, countei-oller with the seyde duke, Arteys, Thomas 
Wylde, Rychard Myddyltoue, Wailerowne, Bassyngburne, squyers ; 
Rychard Nedam, Jon Svvafylde, sernen ; and mo other, to the 
nowmbre of sxviij". And these were sent to dyuerse plascs to 
prisone, somme to the Tounr of Londone, somme to Wynchester, 
Bomme to Notynghaiii, and somme to North-ham tone, and to other 
dyners places, as plesyd the kjTig and his couiicelle. 

And on the Thorsday next fblowyng aftre the arestyng of the 
»ey (»jc) duke of Gloucetre, he deyde sone api>on iij on tho belle at [Fab. 23rd.] 
fiftrcnoae, at his owne loggynge, called Seynt Saluatoures, without 
tibe Northgate : on whose sowle God haue mercy. Amen. 

And on the Fryday next folewyng, the lordes spirituello and tem- 
porelle, also knystes of the parlement, and whosoeuer wolde come, [Feb. 3ith.] 
saugh hym dede. And agoync even he was bowellod and rolled in 
seryd cloth, and ioyde in a cheste of leede, and thenne aboue the 
leede a cheste of popeler boorde. 

And on the Saturday next folewynge by the morewen, he was [Fob. 25th.] 



A.D, 1M7, bore to the Greye Freres of Babbewede, with sx torches of his owne 
raeynye; saue the too jemen of tlie crowne and the sergeannt of 
arnics, tlier were no mo strangeres that went with hym. 

[Fob. 26iii.] ^[,d on the Sonetlay folewyng at aftemone, the abbot of Seytit 

Albones dede his Dirige. 

[Feb. 27, 23.] ^nd on the Monedaj his Masse. And on the Tewesday they 
brujt hym to the Newemarket, and bood there al nyst. And on the 

[March 1, 2.] Wendesday at ny3t tliey lajo at Berkowey. And on the Thorsday 

[MikTcb 3, 4.] they lay at Ware. And on the Fryday they come to Seynt Albones, 
and there was done his Dyryge, and on the morewe his Masse, and 
thanne put into a feyre vout wheche was made for lij-m by his lyflfe, 
and so closed and mured vp : on whose sowle God haue mercy, and 
on alle Cristen sowles. Amen. 

Ther come with his body to Seynt Albones, too of his owne 
chapeleynes, mayster Roger Burgh and sir Raaffe Bewforde, pristes, 
tlie too 3emen of the crowne, and tlie sergeannt of armes. Ther 
came with hym his treserere Gerveyse of Clyftone, Jan de Puis, 
eusscher of the chambre, his cofferer Thomas Bemarde, George 
Lampot, Thomas Aaachelle, Rychard Nedam of Doner, John Her- 
buriour, John Acastre, and iiij hensemen, and but fewe mo of 
squyers. Ther come with hj-m jemen of chanibre, Rychard Nylder, 
John Doore, Rychard Boltone, John South, Grene, Lane, and raoo 
otiier ; John of the Halles, Portars {aic), and the Cookes. 

These were iho that were damptud. 
Sir Rorgger (sic) Chambreteyne, Arteys, Ryxhard Myddiltone, 
Tliomas Herbert, Rychard Nodam : tliese were jugid to bo drawen 
and hanged, and so they wore. But the kyng dede hem grace, or 
diey weren dede ; for he sent hem hure charturs of pardone, the 
whoche aauyd hure lyffuus {nie). And alle the otlior that v/em 
araste, bothe gentyllemen and 3emcn, the kyng dede hem grace; 
releaed hem of ther prisonment, and fore the more part were restored 
to tlier goodes. 

And thus endet VmSrey the duke ul' Gloueetre.

Page 1, line 10. the erl of Dene. — The son of the earl of Denia, who 
had been taken captive at Navaretta. The earl had been adjudged 
prisoner of the two esquires, Hawley and Shakell, by the Black Prince 
and sir John Chandos, their master; and had been permitted to return to 
Spain, upon leaving his son as his security. The earl died, and the son 
remained the prisoner of the two esquires. His release was probably 
commanded by the king, to answer some ends towards Lancaster's acqui- 

sion of Castille (see Wals. 1574, p. 216; Speed, 731; Tyrrell, iii. 840); «,. 

but as little was offered for the young earl, and the esquires had expected Jj^ ' 

the full ransom since the preceding August, 1377 (Rymer, vii. 171), they 
would not produce him. Hawley and Shakell were sent to the Tower, 
and from thence petitioned parliament for a commission to inquire into |i ', 

their rights. (Rot. Pari. iii. 50.) They managed to escape, and fled to 
Westminster sanctuary. Sir Alan de Buxhull, constable of the Tower, 
sir Ralph Ferrers — and some say lord Latimer (Stowe)— were sent to if 

remove them by force, and Hawley was slain in the church. The case j j ju 

was taken up in parliament; the convent of Westminster petitioned for t.; 

protection of its privileges (iii. 37); and the archbishop demanded redress. 

All concerned in the murder were excommunicated: and the bishop of 1 

London on several successive Sundays continued to pronounce the curse ii ; lt| 

from St. Paul's. (Wals., Rot. Pari.) The murder was committed on the a 

11th August, 1378. Hawley is buried in the Abbey. (Seymour's Sur-

Richard had already been engaged in two marriage negociations: fint for 
Catherine, daughter of Barnabas duke of Milan, in 1379 (Rymcr, vii.

ailerwards for Catherine, daughter of the late emperor Louis, in 1S80 
(id. 257). But the text is wrong. Margaret, daughter of Louis coont of 
Flanders, and widow of Philip duke of Burgundy, who died in 1361, had 
married Philip of Burgundy, son of king John of France, in 1369: tlw J 
marriage contract bears date April 12, (Corps Diplomatique du Droit deft I 
Gens, ii. 72.) In Eymer are several documents relating to a proposed J 
alliance between Edmund Langley, uncle of ikt ting, and Margaret ofj 
Flanders, ranging from Feb. 8, 1362, to Oct. 24, 1365.

LiDB 9. The vij.yeer of king Richard. — This confederation of the French 
and Scots was in 1385, 8 Eic. 11,, not as in the test. The document in 
Rymer (vii. -ISi), July 26, 1384, proves that the Scots were then included 
in the armistice which had been made witli France in January. Upon 
the expiration of the truce. May 1, 138a (Rymer, vii. 418), the duke of 
Vienne sailed with 300 ships \o St^otland, to assist in a descent upon 
England, while French fleets were to attack her coasts on the east and 
west. (Knyghton, 2675; Wals. 342; Evesham, Gl.) Bichard, from 
Readhig, June 4, ordered his troops to be assembled at Newcastle-on- 
Tyne by July 14, when he intended to lead in person, (liyni 
473-4, 476.) He was at Leicester on July 7, and marched northwards 
with an army unequalled in magnitude. The Scots fled at his approach. 
He burnt the abbey of Melrose and city of Edinburgh; and then, con- 
r trary to the advice of Lancaster, led his army back, in the early part of 
k September, to find that the Scots had penetrated to Carlisle, and carried 
ffff mure plunder than he had from their capital. Froissttrt stiys that 
Bichard destroyed Perth, Aberdeen, and Dundee, and plundered the whole 
nintiy; olher historians give a more humble account. While this was 
kppening, disturbances from the Gantois detained tlic French fleet at 
Inya. (Walsingham, Knyghton, Stowe, Speed, Froiasart, ii. clxv-vii.) 

Line 23. The viij. yeer of king Richard. — This year Edmund Langley 
yita retained to serve in the Scottish wars (Di^d, Bar. ii. 155), and was 
sweated duke of York for his various services, Aug. R, 1385, 9 Ric II.

The two foJlowing 
Kichard travelled about the North of England seCTetiy to procure troops 
support his mtended resunipliou of power — though the legal expiralii 
the commission was at hanii — and an indictment of Gloucester and ihi 
of his party. Failing of much support he resolved, perhaps at the ad' 
of sir Nicolas Brember, to try the affections of the toeu of Lod( 
(Knygbton, TyrreU, Lingard.) Brember had been several times mayor, 
and was afterwards charged with causing the city guilds to take aa oath 
to support the power of the favouritea, (Bot. Pari. 234, 235.) On Sun- 
day, Nov. 10th, the king mad« his entry into London, and was met by 
mayor and aldermen in Etate; but Roger Fulthorpe, one of the justicet 
had consulted, had betrayed the proceedings at Nottingham to the eark 
Kent and Northumberland, bidding them inform the chancellor and the 
Icing's council. (Hot. Pari, iii. 239, v. 393.) On the next morning, 
the king heard of the arrival of GlouoeBler, Arundel, and Warwick, with 
a large body of forces, at Haringuy park, not far from the walls of London. 
There were some about the king who advised an appeal to anus, but the 
citizens would not be roused. The lords were joined on Thursday 14tht 
at Waltham Cross, by the earls of Derby and Nottingham, and these five 
appealed of treason the five favourites, before some of the parliamentary 
commissiaoers, the archbishop of Canterbury and bishop of Ely.

The Idiig and queen were 
ing Christmas in the Tower when Gloucester and Derby, on Dec. 26th, 
encamped their aruiy, of about 40,000 nieo, within sight of its walls at 
Ocrkenwell. The citizens doubted whether to obey the king or the lords. 
The lords Beemed the more powerful party, and the mayor received them 
in a houfie close by the city gales, supplied them with all that was wanted, 
and distributud wine with beer and bread and cheese throughout the 
army: a favour wliich we are told was gratefully remembered. Strict 
watch was kept upon the Thames to prevent the king's escape, and the 
lords demanded an interview. He offered to receive them jn the Tower, 
and to let them search it if they were suspicious. Gloucester then had an 
interview with the king; he complained of his treachery, and extorted a 
promise that he would meet them on the following day at Westminster. 
At that meeting Richard, " sore against hia mind " (Stowe), gave permia- 
Bon for the arrest of those who were obnoxious to Gloucester's party, to 
Llw reserved for judgment at the ensuing parhament. (Walsingham, 
•XveBham, Knyghton.) On Feb. 3rd, 1388, the "merciless parliajnent" 
robled, and the charge of conspiracy against tlie parhamentary com- 
miBsioa was prosecuted, Robert de Vere, M. de la Pole, and archbishop 
Neville, were out of the way; but Tresihan, who had taken sunctuaiy in 
Westminster, was dragged out and suflered death on the 19th, Brember 
on the 20th Feb., Sir Simon Burley on the 5th, and Beauchamp, Salis- 
bury, and Berners, oa the 12th May. A free pardon was granted to the 
appellants; and on Wednesday, June 3d, tlie 121st day of the parliament, 
e king renewed his coronation oath and the lords their homage. No 
e of the present parliament was ever to be annulled, and the bishops 
unoed an excommunication against s.ll who should at any time break 
e oaths then made. (Rot. Pari., Stat. Realm )

d great oppressor of the poor (Stowe); an accomplished scholar, tutor 
to Richard II. and afterwards his chambejiain ; sent to Prague to ne- 
gociate hia marriage vrith Anne of Bohemia; constable of Dover Castle, 
warden of the cinque- ports, and a knight of the garter — " a gentle knight, 
and of strong good sense," says his friend Froissart, who was afflicted at 
MI Simon's death. (Froiss. iii. Ixxx.)

- Page e, line 16.' John Wiclif. — According to 'WalBingliaiD', he WW 
eeizwl with paralysis, as h<? was nbout to preacli something heretical, oii 
the day of St. Thomas of Canterbury, and lingered till St Silvester's, 1385. 
(Wftls. 338; Upod. Neus. 142.) The correct date of hia death *eems to 
be Dec. 3lBt, 1384. (Stowe, 296; Wood, Antiq. 193.) He had been suf- 
fering from paralyaia for two years. His doctrines were condemned, and 
hiB books, and bones, if they could be separated irom those of iJie faith- 
ful, were ordered to be burnt by decree of the 8th session of the Council 
of Constance, May 4th, U 15, (Sfensi, CoucU.

After tl 
return of Richard and the duke of Lancaster from the expedition i 
Scotland, in Sept. 1385, the Portuguese ambassadora were receired; 
Lancaster obtained a liberal grant from parliament (Rot. Pari, i 
which met Oct, 20th. Preparation was made for hia departure early d 
next year. 1366. On March 15th and 26th, orders were issued, mm 
ing to a destructive custom of the time, for seizing ships and n 
the expedition, By April 20th the duke was nt Plymonih, wailing for 
more ships and transports, when he received a letter from the council, 
stating, that, as the greater part of the navy of England would s&il « 
him, it would be necessary for him to see to their return, (Rymer, 1 
501, 504, 509, 524.) Lancaster had taken leave of the king i 
before Easter, (uot, as Knyghton s-iys, on Easter day, April 22nd,) wkl 
the king and queen presented the duchess nnd himself with regal c 
of gold. (Knyghton, 2676.) The expedition sailed from Plymou^ | 
Jtily 9th ; it consisted of 20,000, and was amply blessed by pope Urban IT 
who granted a pardon to (ill who ah on Id sail in it. (Wals.) Sir Thomas Pef 
afterwards earl of Worcester, was the admiral, and John Holland ft 
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Huntingdoa the constable. (Froisaart.) On the voyage the duie landed 
for two dajB to relieve the garnBou of Brest, blockaded by the Bretons, 
and then sailed into Corunna on August 9th. The reduction of Gallicia 
followed. On the frontier of Portugal the duke was met by king John, 
when operations agtunst Castille were agreed upon, and the marriage of 
John himself witli Philippa the duke's daughter. This took place in the 
spring of the next year, 1387. The campaign was not prosperous. The 
climate disagreed with the Enghsh soldiers; the duke fell into ill health, 
and wrote strongly for reinforcenieuts from England, which, we are told, 
he scarcely dared expect. (Froisaart.) Policy then suggested a French 
alliance, through the miirriage of his daughter Catherine with the duke of 
Touimue, the younger brother of Charles V. The duke of Bern also hap- 
pened at this time to solicit his daughter's hand, and Lancaster took care 
that the news shoiUd reach king Johii of Castille, who, dreading a French 
alliance with Lancaster, offered his own sou Henry, a boy of nine years 
cf age, as a match for the duke's daughter. The articles which followed 
were advantageous to Lancaster; a vast sum of money was paid down by 
the king of Castille, and a large annuity was settled upon the duke and 
dochess during either of their lives. Constance duchess of Lancaster 
was to resign her claim to Castille in favour of her daughter; the king 
was to retain the crown during life; at his death, which followed shortly 
after, it was lo descend to Henry imd Catherine, and thtir descendauts; 
sod, faiUng their issue, to the children of Edmund L.ingley, who had 
inanied Isabella the younger daughter of Peter of Castille. {Knyghlon, 
2677; Evesham, 120; Walsingbam; Froissart,)

fiisu, (Kawl. 173, Bawl. 190, f. 144, b.) Descriptive of Lancast^t'a 
retoTtt. — Soon after the king's sudden resumption of power in Way, 1389, 
12 R. II. he wrote urgently to Lancasttir requesting bis immediate return 
from Guienne, where tlie duke hiul retired to recruit his health; his pre- 
sence was needed In England to preserve a balance among factions. On 
Aug. 11th, 1389, an order was issued for seizing six ships and a barge in 
Dartmouth harbour, and rendering them fit for service, to bring back the 
duke from Bordeaux to England. (Rymer, vii, 641.) On the 30th Oo- 
tober the king wrote to Hie duke desiring him to proride for the govern- 
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ment of Guienne, aiid to return, (648.) On the 28th Nov, letters patei 
were prepared for him according to desire, to insure him agiiinst si 
on his rood through France. (Acta of Council, i< 14.) On the 10th I 
1389, 13 Kic. n. letters were sent from Reading to the regent of Gui 
acquainting him with the return of the duke of Lanoaater. (L 17.)

Line 23. Edmvnd haddt a crokid hack and was a mijuhape. — See Ap- 
pendix. This atory ia explained by HarJyng, in additions i 
Chronicle, which, according to Sir Henry ElHs, occur only in two MS3.f 
one among the Harleian MSS. (661) in the British Museum, the other i 
the splendid Selden MS. of Hardyng in the Bodleian Library, stud to have 
been a presentation copy to Edward IV. The expianution of Lancasterv 
fraud occurs immediately after the letter of defiance from the Percies to 
Henry IV. before the battle of Shrewsbury. These prose additions have 
been printed in the " Hereditary Uight to the Crown," pp. 81-86 (a trans- 
lation only of the letter of defiance, which is in Latin), by Sir Henry 
Ellis, in ArchiEoIogia, vol. xvi. pp. 140-144, and in his edition of Hardyng. 
Hsi'dyng must have added these passages not long before hia death, in the 
early part of Edward IV. to settle the Yorkist succession against thoa 
who still adhered to the house of Lancaster. He had been from twelve 
years of age brought up in the service of the Perciea ; at the battle o 
Shrewsbury he waa twenty-five years old; and he had odea heard tbj 
earl of Northumberland affirm that the duke of Lancaster was the autb 
of the report that Edmund, from whom he was descended, was the ctde 
son of Henry III. and set aside on account of his deformity. The dul 
had forged a chronicle (o prove his point, and " dide put [it] i 
abbaies and in freres, as 1 herde the said earl ofle tymes sale and recoiij 
tu divers persouns, forto be kepte for the enheritaunce of his suune ti 
croune, whiche title he put fiirste forth after he hade kynge RichanU in 
the Touie; but that title the erie Percy put aside." In the speech which 
bishop Merks is auiil to have delivered, in favour of Ilichard, at the elec- 
tion of Henry IV. allusion is made to this story as on exploded fablH 
while Henry seemed to build bis title partly upon it. Otterboume i 
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ttons the search amaog the chroaiclers st Ht^nry's election, no iloubt, lo 
clear up the point, aa Hardyng states; and it is rather remarkable that 
not an allusioD to this story was made by llie duke of York in declaring 
his title to the crown in 1460, 39 Hen. VI. (see page 100), though it ia 
evident from llardyng that many ptraotia, even in the early part of Edward 
IV. believed Edmund to have batn the elder son of Ilunry III. Accord- 
ing to Latnbard f Perambulation, 1656, p. 504), sir John Fortescue virrote 
a treatiae, which he teila ns lie " once saw," defenilitig the title of Lan- 
caster OB derived from Edmund. Selden, in the Preface to Forteacne's 
** De Laudibua " (Pref. Iv.), has given a list of most of his works. Hia 
treatiaes on the titlea of the houaea of York and Lancaster, and genealogy 
of the house of Lancaster, were formerly in the Coltonian Libraiy, but 
were destroyed in the fire of 1731. 

Line 27. the erlle of Penhrokt.—iohn Hastings. Stowe (.505), from 
the Tower rpcorda, places hia death at Christmas 1390, 14 Ric. IT.; Dug- 
dale the year preceding, making him seventeen years of age; according 
to whom also (Bar. i. 578) he carried the gold spurs at the coronation of 
Richard II. before he was five years old. There is an uccoiint of an allow- 
ance to the earl in Acta of Privy Council, i. 12. 

Page 8, line 6. korahred, horaloof. — Pain pour chevaux. No doubt the 
coarsest kind of bread ; but innkeepers were not allowed to make it at this 
time, but bakers only, by Stat. i. cap. 8, 13 Ric. II. and afterwards 4 Hen.IV. 
osp. 35. Tillage innkeepers might make it, by 32 lien. VIII, cap. 41, a 
permission taken away by 21 Jac. I. cap. 21, " No hi«t!er or innholder 
shall .... make horsebread in his hosiery nor without, but bakers shall 
make it, ... . and the hostlers or innholders shall sell their Itorsebread, 
and their hay, oats, beans, peas, provender, and also all kind of victual 
both for man and beast, for reasonable gain." (Stat. Realm.) In the 
Asaisa Panis et Ceirisie, and Stat, de Pistoribus, of uncertain dates (Stat. 
Realm, i. 190, 200, 202), we read of wastel-bread, cocket-bread, treet or 
trite-bread, and common wheaten-bread.

The prior and the abbot told visiona relating 
to tlw dethroning of Richard, which lliey had each had on the preceding 
night, and ttlonccstor invited them to rawt hiiu diat day fortnight at 
Arundel Castle. The wirl pminised a welcome, and " on the 8th d«y b«^ 
fore the month of August," July i4th, tlicre met Gloucester, Arundel, WiP- 
wiok, Derby, Nottingham, archbishop of Omlerbury, abbot of St. AJban'a, 
and ihe prior of Westminster. Richard was to be imprisoned with the J

B-J^nst his barons; this chronicle says they camel 

Line 30. under colour of borowyng. — Compare letters of obligation, 
[ ■which were never fulfilled by tJie king, on account of loans made to him, 
I'dohHl Aug. lOth, 1397- (Rymer, viii. 9-12.) He seems to have l>or- 
r rowed chiefly from religious houses, though private gentlemen accommo- 
Nilated him with large loans. On Aug. 14th (p. 13), the king bsued 
[.letters to the archbishops of Canterbury and York, directing them to 
y BQmmoD a convocation of their clergy on Oct. 1st, to make the king a 
f' grant to meet hie heavy expenses in defence of the realm. Walsingham 
P)(953) says, that rumours were afloat that lUchai-d was to be elected em- 
Bperor; this may liave increased his extravagance. 

Lost line, erl of Notyngkame, and otiiir, appelid. — The appeal of treason 
lagaiDst Gloucester, Arundel, and Warwick was made by the eight lords 
I' nBntioiied above, in note, line 19, on the feast of St. Oswald the king, 
I Aug. 8th, in the great hall of Nottingham Castle (Rot. Pari. iii. 374), 
■ ''irheii the king promised them a patient hearing in the parliament, which 
raa to open on 17th September. 

Page 9, line 5. And the duks wroot. . . . — See Appendix, p. 129, &a. 
The duke of Glouceater Lad been hurried off to Calais before the middle 
of July; and on Aug. I7ih a commission was directed to sir William 
Rickhill, oiie of the judges of the common bench, to take his depositions 
in prisou. (Rot. Pari. iii. 431; Uymer, viii. 13.) At midnight, Sept. 5th, 
the judge was awoke at Essingham, Kent, by Mulso, a king's messenger, 
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who brought a writ, ordering him to be at Dover the following eTcning, to 
mec-t the <?iirl marshal. On Friday Ihc earl pas9i?d over to Calus; Mulflo 
and RickhiJl nccompAnicd bim ia another ship, Rickhill knowing nothing 
of what was to he his business. However, at the hour of vespers that day 
the uari delivered to him the king's commission for e-xamining the duke uf 
Gloucester. The judge objected that the duke was dead, as it was uni- 
versally believed in England ; but on the Saturday morning he was admitted 
to Gbitcester'a presence, whom he found well, and in sound miud. Ho 
had the precaution to insiet upon witnesses to all that passed, and advised 
the duke to return his answer in writing, nnd to keep a copy, The duke 
delivered his answer after the dinner hour the same day, requesting Uick- 
hill to return the next moruiug, In case ha uhould have renieinbered any- 
thing more to add to his defeuce. On Sunday morning adinisaiua to the 
castle was reftjsed, and the curl, to whom Rickbill had compl^ned, inti- 
tiiated to him that he would not be allowud to see the duke again. On 
Tuysday, Sept. 1 1th. Bickhill was ready lo i-eturu to Kngland, and before 
sailing sent a nirssugu to the duke, cTplaining that he had eudeavoured 
lo return to hiin, but had not Ijoen permitted: and on Siinduy, IGth. the 
day bcfure parliament met, he presented to the king (iluucester's confes- 
sion. (Hoi. Pari. iii. 879,430-432.) The day of ihe unfurtunat* duke's 
dead) we do not know, nor what iustniotiomi had been given to the earl 
marshal, besides delivering the commission tn liickhitl. On some day 
about this time he was smothered with n fenlher-be<I, according to the 
confession of John ilall, in I'arl. 1 Hen. IV. who, for his share in the iuuf- 
der. was exocuiod 17th Oct. 1S99, I Hun. IV. {Uot. Pari, iii 452, -iSS.) 
Howiivtir, on Bcpt. Slit, 1397* a warrant was sent to the c>.irl marshnl 
captain uf Calais fur bringing Cilouoestcr before |>artiament for bis t-xaini* 
nation, and on the S4th caiun the carl's answer, reporting that Glniiccsler 
was dind, (Hot. I'arl. iii. 877, 378; K>inw, viii, 15. 17.) On Oct. CU>, 
I3'J7. Itichonl dirMtud prayers lo bv said for his uncle's soul, becAUSC be 
hail ounfbued bdunt his doMli. (ityiuer, viii. 19; KoL Pari. iii. 409.) 

Ltus 10. a Umgnndhryt hotu of t/mUr in dnpaUaal IVeaimyutrt. — 
" In ihu yoor t3U7, thogrvM hatl at Weuwiiutw. baing out of nrporations, 
•Hit llii<ii>rorK uew buiMvil by Kwhatd II.: bit, kavlag oecaMon to hold a 
|>H[lUiuuiti, vAUwl a l*i|« k>>u«>i to U ImlliM in t)w midst of the poloM 
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court, betwixt the clock-tower and the gate of the old great hall. This 
house was very large and long, made of timber, covered with tiles, open 
on both sides and at both ends, that all men might see and hear what was 
both said and done. The king*s archers, in number 4,000 Cheshire men, 
compassed the house about with their bows bent and arrows notched in 
their hands, always ready to shoot. They had bouch of court (to wit, 
meat and drink), and great wages of 6d. by the day. The old great hall 
being new builded, parliaments were again there kept as before, namely, 
one in the year 1399 for deposing Richard II." (Strypc's Stowe's Survey, 
ii. bk. vi. 49.) 

Line 17. the whiche . . . . — " Sone afterward turned the king to grete 
losse, shame, hindering, and his utterly undoyng and destiiiccione." (Rawl. 
173.) The rapacity and violence of these Cheshire guards at this par- 
liament were made the 5th article against Richard at his deposition. (Rot. 
Pari., Knyghton, Tyrrell, Rapin.) 

Line 18. so evir prociirid. — In this parliament, which commenced 
Sept. 17th, the parliamentary commission of fourteen, constituted in the 
10 Ric. II. was declared illegal, and those concerned in it were pronounced 
traitors; the opinion of the judges at Nottingham on the commission was 
confirmed; the judgment against M. de la Pole reversed; the Acts of 10 
and 11 Ric. II. annulled. (Rot. Pari., Stat. Realm.) 

Line 21. the chartris of pardoun, and . ... the pardoun . ... to the erlle 
of Arundelle. — The general pardon extorted by the appellants was revoked 
(Rot. Pari. iii. 350), and a special pardon granted to the earl of Arundel, 
dated Windsor, April 30, 1394, 17 Ric. II. (351.) 

Line 24. Also atte mpplicacion. — The Commons petitioned for the 
royal pardon to be extended to the following members of the late commis- 
sion : — Duke of York, bishop of Winchester, Richard Scrope, who were 
then alive ; William archbishop of Canterbury, Alexander late archbishop 
of York, the bishop of Exeter, and Nicholas abbot of Waltham, who were 
dead. Also for a pardon to the earls of Derby and Nottingham, because 
they had deserted from the duke of Gloucester as soon as they became 
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aware or bia treason, and came honourably to tbe king. (Eot. Pftj 
iii, 353.) The chief articles exhibited against Gioueester and ihe otlw 
were, tho commission, the assembly at Haringay, death of Biirley a 
proceedings in the parliament of 11 Kio. II., and having at Huntingdot 
Thursday after the feast of saint Nicolas, Dec, 12lh, 1387, in the IM 
year, ptirposed the dethroning uf the king. Nottingham and Derby n 
have come to the king with some tale of Gloucester's ambition ; but when 
Gloucester, in the parliament of Feb. 1388, 11 Ric. II. complaiued to the 
ki:ig that he had been accused of aspiring to tlic throne, Richard said 
he disbelieved it. 



Page 10, liao 23. Thannt on saint Mallhtu'ey ilay. — Sept. 21st. In tl 
" Antieut Kalendars and Inventorica of the Treasury of Exelie[|uer " (Si 
F. Palgrave), iii. 303-7, is an inventory of goods and chattels belot 
to this earl delivered into the treasury by the aherifi' of Shropshire. 
(p. 307) a privy seal directing treasurer and chamberlain to doliver £ 
armour of this earl, with the armoiu' of the duke of Gloucester and ■.•arl i| 
Warwick, to tlie keeper of the Idng'e armour in the Tower of London. 



Last line, str Richard erl of Warwick. — Thomas Beauchamp (m| 
Kichard). The earl of Warwick's plea before the parliament, aa gi»i' 
p. 1 1 , certainly seems to countenance the relation of the " Chroni<]u« fl 
la Traison " about the conspiracy at Anin del : the abbot of St. Alban's a 
prior of Westminster, as has been already stated, were chief movers \ 
that conspiracy. 

Pago 11, line 10. 17* of A/oan.— The Pell Issue Roll of Exchw 
contains payment to William le Scrope earl of Wiltshire, treasoret J 
England, for charges incurred in conducting Thomas late earl of War 
to the Isle of Man, and for hia support there. (Easter, 22 Ric. n.) 

Lino I !>. htwa* exiUdfor ttter. — Ou the 20th September the Con 
petitioned tliat Thomas Amndel, archbishop of Canterbury, might | 
liroughi to trial, since he had, while chauoellur, adv-i$tsl thr commiss 
(10 K.n.); had nboited the iusurreotiou of Gloucester (II H. 11.) ; and the 
death of Burivy «uti other fUthAii sutyvciv. Tho Bi«hbisfai<p would hmre. 
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answered, but the king silenced him, desiring time to consider. On the 
25th the Commons prayed for judgment, when the king replied that the 
archbishop had put himself under his grace. His judgment, therefore, was 
exile, and confiscation of his temporal ties. He was to leave England from 
Dover within six weeks from St. MichaeFs Eve. (Rot. Pari. iii. 351 ; Stowe, 
316.) Richard's conduct to the archbishop formed the thirty-third and 
last article at his deposition. He is charged on all sides with treachery to 
Arundel : there it is said that, after the archbishop's impeachment by sir 
John Bussy , he was persuaded by the king to reserve his defence ; that for 
five days the king deceived him, begging him not to come to the par- 
liament, but to remain at home, assuring him that he should receive no 
injury; that in these circumst^inces, during his absence, the archbishop 
had been exiled, and his goods confiscated ; that the jewels of his chapel 
had been appropriated by the king, who had possession of them, as was 
pretended, to prevent their being seized ; that the king had promised that 
if obliged to go into exile he should be recalled at Easter, and that he 
should not lose his archbishoprick. (Knyghton, Rot. Pari.) Stowe says 
(316) that the king sent the bishop of Carlisle to forbid Arundel coming 
to parliament. Arrangements were made for seizing the property of the 
archbishop, Gloucester, Arundel, and Warwick, also for arresting their 
horses. (Issue Roll, Mich. 21 Ric. II.) 

Line 32. Thanne the archhisshappe took his leve. — For his farewell, see 
Appendix, p. 132. 

Line 12. Coumpromitte into xij. diuers personey continuyng the said 
parlemenU — The "great parliament" was adjourned on Sept. 29th, on 
which day the creation of peers had taken place. It met again at Shrews- 
bury, Jan. 28th, 1398, 21 Ric. II., and was dissolved on Jan. 31st, on which 
day the authority of parliament was given to 18 commissioners for answer- 
ing petitions still undetermined; 12 peers or 6 of them, 6 commoners or 
3 of them. The attempt to repeal any of the statutes made in this parlia- 
ment was pronounced treason, and the king granted a general pardon in 
consideration of a subsidy for life. (Rot. Pari. Stat. Realm, ii. 95-107, 
110.) The commission thus constituted proceeded, with the connivance 
of Richard, to further business derogatory to the power of parliament. The 
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8th article of deposition charges Richard with this, and with having blotted 
and altered the rolls of parliament to countenance this dangerous prece- 
dent. (Knyghton, Rot. Pari.) 

Line 28. drede of men of Londoun and of xvij, shirts. — Vast sums of 
money were extorted from these counties, on account of their having been 
inclined to rise with Gloucester and Arundel. The king threatened to 
treat them as an enemy's country, unless the lords temporal and the clergy 
and people of those counties bought his "good grace." The sums of 
redemption were called "Le pleasaunce." (Wals. 857; Upod. Neus. 553; 
Otterb. 199.) 

Page 13, line 10. the duke of Lancastre tolde it to the king, — On 
Wednesday, Jan. 30th, the duke of Hereford exhibited to the king, in the 
parliament at Shrewsbury, a schedule containing an account of a conver- 
sation which had passed between the duke of Norfolk and himself in De- 
cember last; written out in obedience to the king's conmiand, when he 
had previously accused Norfolk before the king at Haywood. The par- 
liamentary commissioners just constituted were referred to, and the dukes 
were ordered to appear before the king at Oswestry on Feb. 23; they 
were then put off till April 28th, and, as no clearer evidence of treason on 
either side ap|x*ared likely to be discovereil, it was resolved, as agreed in 
such a case on ^larch 19th, that they should have the trial by combat at 
Coventry Sept. lOth. Such is the account on the Rolls, (iii. 382, 383.) 
On tho Issue Roll are payments to messengers and couriers for making pro- 
clamation for bi$ho|)s, Iwirons, knights, and esquires to assemble in all 
haste at Coventry to witness the duel. (Easter, 21 Ric. 11.) 

Line 2*"^. made him sicere thiit he shoide not spelt ttith maister Thomas 
ArundeUe. — IWth dukes wt're forbidden to communicate with each other, 
or with arv'hbishop Arundel. (Rot. Pari. iii. 383.) Letters of passage 
weiv made out for tlu^m on Oct. 3d (Rymer), and they were to be out of 
tho kiugvUnu Ivfon^ tho octavos of St. Rdward the Confessor. (Rot. Pkri. 

iii. avsa.)

pression. (W8ls.357; Upod.553; Olterb. 200.) Thuy are culled " Rag-

Page 14, line 14. an egle of gold. — The eacred oil so inclosed was given

Line 28. Tlianne made the king his testament. — Richard's wiil is printed

original in the Chapter- house, Westminster. It bears date April 16, 1S99, 
22 Ric. U. There are ample directions for the royal funeral, followed by 
Bertain bequests and legacies.

I'ngo IB, line 8. and laadid at Ravene^pome. — On July 4th, vihea 
Kichard hud becin five weeks in Ireland. He was accompanied by arah- 
bishop Arundel, Thomaa FitK-Alun, who had been an'ested with his 
father thu tturt of Arundel, lonl Coblism, and others. Upon landing he 
wuB joined by the eurl of Nortlmuiherlund, with his son Hotspur, the ear] 
of Wuitmerlund, &c. ; he soon hnd ati lumy of 60,000 men, and advaoe- 
uig lo London wna received with acclamation. He then marched to 
Brintol, to fiillow Richard's partisans, vrho intended to escape into Ire- 
laud to join him. At Bristol the treasurer Scrope, and Bussy and Green, 
memlxuii of the council, were beheaded on July 29th; fiagot had taken 
a dlfiereut lim^, and lied to Chester. From this place he cseajicd into 
Ireland, utid was the lirst to bring iho news of the revolution to Richard. 
Cl'yrrull, lii. 9S7.) 'J'his was probably at the beginning of August or the 
uid of Jidy. Stormy wcatlier had prevented vessels passing over to Ire- 
land befoiv that " one ship " which brought tl)e evil tidings.

In»l«Mt), lii>w«vi>r, of advaneing to meet Heuiy he marched to Oxford, tad 
ihwioo lo IWrkeloy caatlv, tiluuc«ster»liire, which he reached aboui tb« 
lliiii> that Uouty, whose muvomunts wvrv rapid, cuieavd KvcshuB, Worccs- 
lonhiiv.

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then Tent down to Bristol, where the caatle amrendend to the duke of 
York, and the tseciitions abore mentioaed took place. York was left with 
forces at Bristol and Henry marched northwiird to Chester: no doubt 
that both entrances into England might be secured. 

Line 26, Whaiine kyng Richard htrdt tcUe alio lliii. — Richard arrived 
4t Milford Haven on Aug. I3t.h (" Croniiiue de la Traisou," 194.) Tliere 
accompanied him the dukes of Aumarle, Exeter, and Surrey, the earl of 
Worcester, with other lords, the bishops of London, Lincoln, and Carlisle. 
The-earl of Salisbury had sailed before the king, and laoded at Conway for 
the purpose of gathering troops in North Wales and Cheshire. Uiohard 
could travel fast as well as Henry of Lancaster ; and, in the dress of a friar 
(Creton,) at midnight, immediately afler his landing, he rode off from the 
Army in company with Exeter, Surrey, and the earl of Gloncester, and 
others, to the number of fourteen, to join Salisbury at Conway. On arriving 
they found his army disbanded. Richard then seut Exeter and Surrey to 
Henry to demand hia iiite.ntiona, and to act as ihey could for the bcsl. The 
king himself having first crossed to Beaumaris Castle went westward to 
Cuemarron, but without finding money or men, or indeed food. Otterboume 
■ays the king lied from castle (o cattle, among those along the coast of North 
Wales. (207.) He then waited for the return of his messengers at Conway. 

Line 30. ser Thomas Percy, atiward of the tytffis houi. — He had been 
created earl of Worcester, 21 Hie, U. Upon discovery of the king's flight 
from Milford Haven, the dtike of Aumarle and ear! of Worcester declared 
for Henry, and the army immediately broke up. It was at Milford, no 
doubt, the earl broke his staff of office. (Comp. Wals. 358.) Creton 
mentions sir Thomas Percy as coming to the king at tlie castle of Flint, in 
company with Henry and archbishop Amndel; and Percy, at that time, 
wore the livery of dnko Hemy (the collar of Esses) and not the Hurt. 
(Archwol. XX. 158.) The ceremony of breaking the staff would have 
been superfluous when he wore Henry's lively. It may be observed, that 
our English compiler has altered the locality here from Conway to Flint ; 
llie Enlogium hiis Conuas : also, that he has added llie king's > 



e Hi, line II. tlie duie and maitter lliomaa Arundel. — The Eu- 
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logium places this ioterview at Conway; the English compiler lias Altered 
it to Flint, more happily than in the last instance. Upon receiving 
Richard's measengera, Henry sent the earl of North nmberland from 
Chesler to Conway to obtain possession of his person. The earl had with 
him 400 lances and 1000 archers; on his way he took poEsc^sion of Flint 
and Rhnddlan'castles, and hatled his troops in a place concealed by 
rocks oa the road half-way between Rhuddian and Conway.

139) remarks, that there may hare 
been a design in placing Richard's resignation at Conway (as Wals. Eu- 
logium; Rot. Pari. 1 Hen. FV.), since then he was at liberty, which he wu 
not from the moment he entered Flitit cosile. Though Richard became a 
prisoner half-way between Conway and Rhuddlan, his arrest i 
have taken place at Flint. (Rot. Pari. v. 463, Ac.) Richard » 
to Chesler. From thence a proclamation was made by the king, e 
under constraint, dated August 20lh, Chester (Rymer, TJli, 84), in fi 
of the duke of Lancaster. On the third day, Hilary, with the royi 
captive, began his march to London. The first night they slept at NaU 
wich, the second at Newcastlo-uader'Lyne, the fourth at Lichfield, 
the king nearly effected hia escape. On the lust of the mouth the king 
seems to have slept at Westminster; the next day he was removed to llit 
securer confinement of the Tower. (Sec Stewe, 322, 823.)

The " Eulogiuiu " mentions the presence of the bishop of 
Carlisle, Thomas Merks, but says notliing of !iis speech in favour of 
Richard: " Ponebat se in sede putris sui juxta episcopuin Carlioli." The 
" Chrouiqiic de la Traison " gives the bitihop's protest; aud, if it is the 
chief authority for it, we must be cautious, as Mr. Williams observes, in 
rejecting the testimony of a contemporary. Creton, however (Archeol. 
XX.), says that Richard's partisans dared not say a word in his favour. 

Page 18, line 7, dampned the said king Richard Co perpetuelle prisoun. — 
This is misplaced. In the parliament which commenced Oct. flth, 1 Hen. IV. 
a question was asked by lUe archbishop of Caiiterbury, on the part of the 
king, on Thursday Oct. 23rd, what was to be done with Richard, " sau- 
vant sa vie, quele le roi voet que luy soit sauvee eo toutes maneres?" He 
was to he safely guarded, it was replied, in some secret place, where none 
of itis old associates should have access Eo him. On the following Mouday, 
Oct. 29th, Richard was sentenced to perpetual imprisonment, in nuinner 
prescribed. (Rot. Pari.) 

Line 9, how lie detcendid and cam dovn l^tiealli of kyiig Harri, the ^one 
ofkgag Johan. — See note on page 7, line 23, at p. 152. 

Line 13, Thaime arooy ifie archlnsshnppis of Cauntirbury and of fork. — 
After Henry's claim, the archbishops led him to Lhe throne; Arundel 
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niado a sermon, " Vis dominabitur," &c. in Latin, which is on the Rolls. 
Henry made a protest against being considered merely a conqueror of the 
throne; and the coronation day was fixed for Oct. 13, the Translation of 
St. Edward Confessor. On the day after these proceedings, Wednesday 
Oct. Ist, a deputation went to Richard in the Tower, and justice Thir- 
nyngy in a long speech, told him ho was deposed. Richard answered that 
he no longer looked for allegiance, *' but he sayde that after all this he 
liopyd that his cosyn wolde be a goode lord to hym." (Rot. Pari. iii. 
428, 424.)

Pago 10, line 21. math ser Roger Waldenne .... bisshop of London, —

JU)th the duke of York and eurl of Northumberland prayed that 
Anuulel might Ih» enabled to recover damages from him. Walden was a 
loarniHl man. Ho became secretary to Richanl 11., dean of York, trea- 
surtT of Calais, treasurer of England, archbishop of Canterbury, and 
riMimineil primate for two years: he was made bishop of London, after 
Wing without a bishopric, on IVc. 10th, 1404 (not as in text). He died 
within A year of his apjwintmont. (God>Tin's Catalogue of Bishops )

Acourding to Creton, Aumarle Tohinlarily showed the letter to the duke 
of York, who sent him on to the king. { Archieol. xs. 211.) The " Eulo- 
gium" gives onty the story which follows in the text. Holinshed has 
followed the " Chroniqiie;" Stowe, Creton.* 

Line 27. the kgng .... rood . ... to Londoun. — Immediately upon the 
arrival of the duke of York with the letter confirming what the king had 
heard from his son. On his way he was met by the mayor, hasteiung to 
warn him that the lords faod taken the field with G,000 men. A proclu- 
mation was issued culhng upon faithful sulijects to join the king's standard, 
and hy the next morning, Jan. 5th, 16,000 men were paid and ready. 
(Chronique.) 

Page 21, line 3. Sut tu sone as the said hrdej, &c. — On the evening of 
Jan, 4th the insurgents, with 400 men, entei-ed Windsor Castle, and, 
finding the king had escaped, withdrew to Sunniog, near Heading, where 
they persuaded the queen that Kichard had escaped from Fontt^fract. Tbe 
" Chronique " relates a skirmish between the king's troops and the insur- 
gents at Maidenhead Biidge, with a. threat of Henry to put liiehard to 
death !f he found him among the rebels. However, on the night of 
Jan. 6th they were at Cirencester, having passed through Walliiigford, 
Abingdon, Farringdon ; they said by the way that Kichard had escaped, and 
had dressed up Maudelain to personify him. Creton says he was exactly 
like king Richard. It surely must have been after the intei-yiew with the 
queen: she would not have consented to such deception. At Cirencester 
the lords were attacked by tbe mayor and townspeople, in obedience to 
the king's writ just received: the " Chronique " Gays at the instance of an 
i archer of king Henry's — perhaps the royal messenger. Kent and Salis- 
li bury were beheaded ; the earl of Huntingdon, lonl Despcncer, an<l Maude-

Yet a few passagea on he proTes that he Wiis by no means certain of it. 
It is to be regretted that this chronicle throws no new hght upon the con- 
tnjversy respecting the fate of Kichard; but it bIiowb verj clearly the 
general unceitainty and excitement which prevailed on the subject, (See 
pp. 23-26, ice; Appendix, 135, 13C.) 

Laat line, baried at Langley. — Stowe, following Walsingham no doubt, 
places Biuhard's death on Feb. 14tb. It may have been a few days later, 
(See Ada of Ct>uncU, 1 H. IV. 1400, and air H. Nicolaa's remarks.) The 
body of Richard^-or, aa Creton thought, of Maudelain, Richard's chaplain — 
had been exhibited at St. Paul's on March 12th. (Chrouiijiie, SSI.) 
The funeral services were performed at St. Paul's in the presence of ihe 
king and people, and the body was then carried to Langley to be buried in 
ihe church of the Preaching Frian. There the oflice was performed by 
the bishop lit Chester, the abbot of St. Alban's, and the abbot of Waltham, 
"sine magnutiini prEraentia, sine populari turbi, nee erat qui eos invitai-et ad 
praiidium post Inborem (i) " Wals. (3C4), Otterb, (229). 

Page 22, bne 2. ter Johan Maudelei/n. — Maudelain, Richard's chap- 
Jain, certainly suffered death before the end of January, probably before 
the month was drawing to a close. 

Line 6. none ascapid, smie onlt ser Hogtr iValdennc. — Walden and 
Thomas Merks, bishop of CarliBle, were committed to the Tower on Jan. 
10 (Rymer, viii. 121); but Walden was soon liberated, with the abbot of 
Westminster, as they could satisfactorily refute the charges of being con- 
cerned in the conspiracy. (Otterb. 228.) Merks, upon Henry's acces- 
sion, had been committed a prisoner to the abbey of St. Alban's, and was 
pardoned upon being deprived of his bishopric in November, by being 
transkted to the isle of Samos (Godwin). Afler the Kingston insurrection 
he remained incarcerated until Jan. 2Gth, l-lOl, wheu he was committed to 
the Marshalsea ; but, upon strength-of a pardon granted him Nov. 28, 1400 
(Rymer,viii. 165), was soon set at libeHy. Ileretired to his own monastery 
of Westminster (Evesh.), and in 1404 was presented by the abbot and 
it to the rectory of Todcaham, Gloucestershire. (Carte, ii. 648.) 
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Line 6, qwne Tsabelle. — IraraediaUJy upon Henry's acceasion ambu- 
■adoTS hod arrired from France, in Oct. I3i>'i, demanding the restorstion 
of Isabella with her jewels, according to ihd marriflj.'e treaty. Henty 
endeavoured to negotiate a marriage between Isabella and the princv of 
Wales, or between any other of his children and Charles's children. 
After many delays Isabella arrived at Boulogne, Aug. Ist, 1401. (Kymer; 
Acts of Council.) Her dowry was not considered due, since she was 
under 12 years of age; but the council decided that her jewels should go 
with her. Many had been dislributcd among the royal children. (Acta 
of Council, 134 ; Sir II. Nicolas's Preface.) Some of her valuablea wiere 
kept buck, since in n treaty between Charles VI. and Uenry V. the latter 
was to pay a sum of money in lieu of the jewels detained. (Rapio, i. 
623.) The passage of the royal suite to Boulogne and back cost 79^ 
(Issue Uoll, Saster, 3 Hen. lY.) 

Line 11. erl of Dunbar. — George Dunbar, earl of March, in conse- 
quence of a private feud with Kobert III. In Rymer is the indenture of 
alliance, dated July 25th, 1401), The castle and lordship of Somerton, 
Lincolnshire, were to be the earl's; also the manor of Clippesion, Sher- 
wood ForCTt, for life. (viii. 153, 154.) 

Line 14, Oteet/n off Gkndore. — Born May 28th, 1354, or, na some say, 
1349. Holinshed relates the story of blood in his father's stables on the 
night of Ills birth, which is in this chronicle told of Edmund Mortimer. 
(See Speed.) lie entered the Inns of Court and became a barrister, AAer^ 
wards he entered the service of the eurl of Armidel, and then of liJchard IL 
After hii revolt he pretended to regal dignity, and made an ftlliaaoa 
with the kii^ of France. Glyndwr and lord Grey had had a lan-sull 
about a certain common in the time of liichard 11., which lord Grey lost; 
but upon the accession of Henry, trusting to liis power at court, he seised 
; hence the quarrel. (Sec Thomas's Memoirof Glyndwr.) 



Line 21. anptrow of Conetantinople. — Manuel Palceologns crossed from 
France in Ditcumber, 1400. lie was endeavouriug to ruise tlie Western 
powers agaiuKt Iligazet emperor of the Turks lie had before sent ambas- 
sadors to the courts of Eurujic, and Ilichaid II. had madu him a grant of

£2000. (lerae Roll,Easter,21 Eio.n.) Henry IT. was just to him if not 
generous, and paid what might have been considered as due from Richard. 
(Mich. 2 Hea. IV.) The emperor was poor, and satisfied with one boat on 
hia way back to Ciilais, and Henry paid the hire, wliich was t«n marks. 
(Easter, 3 Hen. W.) During his stay in England the emperor had mass 
celebrated daily in bis own house afler the Greek ritual. (Eulogium.) 



Line 26. the Walshtnmne began to rebelle- — The national antipathy wm 
strong. When the bishop of St. AsaphinlreatedthepBrliament(l Hen. IV.) 
not altogether to despise Glyndwr, the answer he received, according to the 
" Eulogium," was " se de scurris nudipedibus non curare ;" in our EngUsh 
text, " they saide they set nou}! be him." Glyndwr had the right on hia 
side, but could find no redress from Henry's parliament. The laws of the 
early part of this reign were not conciliatory towards the Welsh. By 
Stat. 2 Hen. IV. Jan. 1401, no person born in Wales of Welsh parentage 
could purchase land or tenement in or near the cities in the Marches of 
Wales: he could not htuceforth receive the freedom of any city or borough. 
AH Welsh citizens were to produce security for their conduct: they were 
not to be admitltd to any municipal office, nor to wear armour in their 
town or borough. (Stat. Healm, ii. 124.) No Welshman might purchase 
land in England, Ac. (129.) By stat. 4 Hen. IV., Sept. 30, 1402, English- 
men could not be tried by a Welsh jury in Wales; minstrels, rhymers, 
wasters, and other vagabonds, were condemned; meetings were not allowed; 
no Welshman might carry arms: Welshmen were not to have castles; the 
fortresses were to he manned by English; even Englishmen man-iai to 
Welshwomen were prohibited from bearing office in Wales or the Marches- 
(140, 141.) Thomas (Memoir of Glyndwr) archly quoles this- law as a 
proof that the dreadful stories told by Otterbourne, and other English 
writfirs, of the atrocities of the Welsh woueh must be calumnies. 



Page 23, line 3. lord Grey u-cdde on of bU dwghlm. — According to 
Dugdale this Reginald lord Grey nmrried, 1. Margaret d. of William lord 
Roos; 2. Joanna d. and beir of William lord Aslley. (Bar. i. 717.) 
Where also see his ransom. (Rymer, viii. 279 ; Otleib. 238.) According 
to the Welsh writers be man'ied Glyndwr's daughter Jane. (Thom.os's Me- 
moirB of Glyndwr, 51.) So also Carte. (iL C54.) He was taken prisoner 



early ia 1402. This chronicle is an independent authority foi his hariog 
married Gljmdwr's daughter. The "Eulogium'' is silent on the point. 

Page 24, line 31. Uwde. — Unlearned, ignorant. 

Line 31. the maister. — This Maat«r of Divinity confessed that he had 
been a rash interpret<er of prophecy, and to that he attributed all his mis- 
fortunes. (Eulogium.) He meant, no doubt, the prophecy of Merlin- 
Line 25. saw. — Relate, say. 

Line 32. seche him m Scotland. — The account Henry rv. nrishcd to be 
believed of the pretended Richard in Scotland ia evident from atal. 5 Hen. IV. 
cap. 15, in which there are excluded from a general pardon "William 
SerJe. Thomas Warde de Tnimpyngton qui ae prelende et feigns d'eetre 
Eoy Richard, et Amye Donet." (Stat. Realm, ii. 148.) Part of the earl 
of Cambridge's conapiracy in the 3 Hen. V. wafl said to have been the pur- 
posing to bring forward Thomas de Trnmpyngton, an idiot, to personify 
Richard II. (Rot. Pari. iv. 65.) According to the Scotch chronicler. Bower, 
the continuer of Fordun, Richard escaped from Pontefract, and was recog- 
nised in the kitchen of Donald lord of the Isles by one who had formerly 
been his jester. Donald presented him to Robert III., who maintained 
hira in seclusion. Ai^r Robert's death, the duke of Albany, the regent> 
became his patron. At last he died himself, in tlie castle of Stirling, 
and was buried in the church there. (Bower, in Fordun, 1068, 1133.) 
He wrote after 1441. (Lingard.) Wyntown, who wrote about 1420, 
cannot explain how Richard escaped from PonlefracI, but says he w«j 
recognised by an Irish lady wlio hud seen him in Ireland, in spite of his 
altered appearance, &c. (388, 389.) He mentions his living under thu 
knowledge of the duki.- of Albany, but no one was cert'iin whether he had 
been tlio king or no. Mr. Fraser Tytler's hypothesis of llichard's escape 
to Scotland is discussed by Mr. Williams in his Introduction to the Chro- 
nique, p. lii. &c. 

Page 26, line 1. aeeka king Richard in Walit. — So uncert;un were the 
reports about him. Reports of Richard being alive in Wales miul toad 
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to weaken the credit which has been given to those of his having escaped 
to Scotland, which the Scotch historians favoured. Kichard was said to be 
at Chester at the head of an army jiiet before the open rebellion of the 
Pereiea. 

Line 30. Edmund Mortt/mer wedded on of Owenej doujlris. — 

Edmund Mortimer's marriage with Glyndwr's daughter does not appear 
hy any means certain from the Welsh historians (see Thomas's Memoir of 
Glyodwr, 52; also Carte, ii. 658), yet English writers make no doubt of 
it. Great conftision exists between this Edmund Mortimer, prisouer in 
Wales, and his nephew, F^mund earl of March, son and heir of Roger, 
who was kUled in Ireland, 1398, 22 Kic. II. Edmund earl of Marcli and 
his brother Roger were confined in Windsor Castle on Henry's accession. 
On Feb, 14, 1405, lady Despencer, widow of lord Despeacer, late earl of 
Gloucester, procured their liberation by means of false keys, and hurried 
them off to join Glyndwr, but they were quickly retaken, and remained 
captives, Edmund Mortimer, uncle to Edmund earl of March, was taken 
prisouer by Owen, June 1402, perhaps married his daughter, and esjwused 
his cause about the end of the same year. Henry would not allow him 
to be ransomed; lord Grey's imprisonment he bore less quietly. 

Page 29, hne 7 and note. — The origin of the date in the " Chronicle " 
appears to be the foUowing verses quoted in the " Eulogium;" — "De quo 
quidem contlictu quidam metrice sic scripsit: 

"Anno millcno, qunteret oentc^nio, bino, 
Bellum Salopie fait In Hag. nocte Mirio." 

Hardyng was in the battle, and gives the true date. The I'eal cause of 
the rcbeUion of the Percies is no doubt correctly given by our author 
(page 27, line 12). In their defiance of Henry (Hardyng, Hall, Graflon, 
Ilered. Eight) they proclaim their intention of restoring the throne to 
the right line— to the carl of March; also that their former support of 
Henry was in consequence of his outh to them at Doncasier, that he only 
intended to recover his rights, nothing in prejudice of Richard H.; that, 
nevert-heless, he had starved him to death, keeping him fifteen days imd 
nights without food; that he had refused to allow the ransom of Edmund 
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Mortimer, ti spite of this declaration of Richard's death, they had<| 
sdvaatage of the popular belief to raise the larger forces in Cheahiraa 
26), and their use of the badge of the hart shows that they wisfaeo 
appear engaged in a dinioteresled quarrel. In the " Acts of Privy Council" 
are some very interesting letters from the Percies, dating from April 10, 
1401, to June 26, 1403, less than four weeks before the rebellion. In 
these letters they demand payment for their guardianship of the east and 
west marches — the king underrates the importance of the marches — should 
anything liappen, which God forbid, it would not be their fault — their 
personal property was spent in paying the king's debt, and they oould not 
bear the continual demands the soldiers were making upon them: the last 
letter b a strong demand for payment from the earl. The " Issue Roll " 
cantons the payment of a few small sums to the earl and Hotspur during 
this time. The rebellion came very suddenly upon the king. A letter 
to the council from Higham Ferrers (oo. Nortbamp.), July 10th, shows that 
he was ignorant of any threatened rebellion — ho wa9 going " vers le parties 

d'Escoce pour ye donner aide et confort a noz tresoheres et foiabc 

cousins le conte de Nortliunib. et Henry son fllz .... contre les Escotz 
noz enemys." From Burton-on-Trent he writes, July 17lh, tJiat he has 
just heard that Henry Percy calls him nothing but " Henry of Lancaster," 
and has made proclamation in Cheshire that Richard is alive. Four days 
more and the battle was ended. Henry's frequent promises, without any 
chance of fulfilment, exa^nted the Percies. 

Line 15. m he cam to the parltment — To throw suspicion from himself, 
the earl had agreed in August, at Pontefract, to surrender his castles to 
the king. (Nicolas 's Privy Council, i. 211.) He submitted himself to 
the ting at York : and on Wednesday, February 5th, urged that submis- 
sion before pari. 5 Hen. IV. 1404, and again on Feb. 7th ; when the lords 
gave judgment that he had only been guilty of a trespass, and therefore 
must submit to a fine. He then esonerated the duke of York, archbishop 
of Canterbury, and other suspected persons, ironi being concerned in the 
rebellion. (Rot. Pari. iii. 524.) 

Line 29. dnmt Slaanche. — To Master John Choundeler, clerk, ap- 
pointed treasurer to Blanch. In money ptud to him by Richard Clifigtd, 
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clerl, junior, for 10 cloths of gold and other merchandise purchased of 
Ridiard Willington, citizen and merchant of London, 215^. ISs. id.; and 
by Win. Cromer, clothier, of ihe said city, 3801. for apparel and parupher- 
nalia of the said Blanche, in her voyage to Cologne to be married to the 
son of the ting of the Homans. By writ, 8cc. 595i. 133. id. (Devon's 
Issue KoU, Easter, 3 lien. IV.) On May 15 the king wrote to the council 
(torn Berkhamstead, complaining that the money assigned for the expenses 
to he incmrfd on his daughter's passage had been paid in another di- 
T«ctioii; he begs it may be refunded, for he can stand no expenses him- 
self. (Acts of Council.) Nor ivere preparations for his own marriage 
tery liberal. On Dec. 9, 1402, Henry Beaufort, bishop of Lincoln, who, 
with the escort appointed lo meet Joanna of Navarre, was waiting in Ply- 
mouth harbour, wrote to the king from thence, complaining of the non- 
payment of the wages of the mariners and soldiers, (Acta of Council, i. 
189.) 



Line 31. Richard Clifford. — At this time bishop of Worcester: trans- 
lated to London Oct. 13, 1407. In 1414 he was at the Council of Con- 
stance, when he preacht'd in Latin before the emperor. He was among 
the thirty persons added lo the electing body of cardinals on tliia occa- 
sion, and nominated cardinal Colonna for the papacy, who was elected 
mider the title of Martin V. Clifford died Aug. 20, 1421, (Gibson's 
Catalogue, 200.) 

Page 30, line 1. dukey ton of Btffre. — Lewis, sumamed Barbatus, son 
and heir of Rupert or Robert, emperor of Germany, count palatine of the 
IChine, and duke of Bavaria. 



Line 6. gle of Cagent. — Cadsand, Holland. Carraiey carnick, a large 
merchant vessel. Jette, Genoa, 

Line 18- the Canter baide WijnchiUe. — Camber, now called Kyp, har- 
bour. The sea formerly washed below the foot of Camber Castle, now n mile 
or more inland. The outline of this coast is much altered. From slat, 2 and 
S Ed. VI. cap. 30, 1548, we find that the old harbour could contain 200 
or 400 sail of ships, . , . and being there, might not only issue out at 
all times to encounter tbeir enemies, but also in times of stormy winds 
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might have hftd rcBOiie and good harbour, lo the great safi?guiiTd of ihc 
king's ships and merchants passing to and fro upon the narrow seas ; yet 
HOW, not only \}xe said harbour and road called the Camber, but also all 
ihe " iune creekes nere unto Rye and WynchelBey," partly by occasion of 
custing biilliut into ihe same harbour and creeks, and partly " bycause 
dyvprs mershcs inned lake in no water to scower the channell, bal lett 
outci tho fri>sho water at guttes, so that the channell there is so choked, 
Bwared, und fyllyd uppe,'' that not more than thirty or forty vessets can 
lio there without danger. (Stat. Realm, iv. 72.) In spite of precautioa 
the harbour bccnniti choked, and a new one was mode in 1726, which olao 
became useless. The now harboui' is nearlj on the site of the old. 
(Haydn's Die.)

Li»L' 12. Johan Strle. — Witlitan, not John, Serle; he was present Bt 
llic tntirdtr of Gloucester (Rot. Pari. iii. 453); and was excepted out of a 
gouvral panton, Jan. A, Heu.

'* Eulogium '" gives an account of the suecess of a prayei' to St. Hichard 
(Scrope), in stopping a fire which had broken out in a belfry near York. 

Line 27. Vie pope armnerde. — It ia to be feared that our English com- 
piler was himself the author of this answer. It is not in the " Eulogium." 
Whether the kiiuj v/aa given to witticismB we need not inijuire. 

Page 34, line 3. dame Ziuce . . . weddid . . . ter Edmund erl of Kent. — 

'' With moche aolempnyte and moche worship, for kyng Harry was ther 
hyniselfe, and 5ave her at the cLirche dore. And when mes was doone 
the kyng hyniselfe Indde that lady home to the bisshoppea place of 
Wyncheatre, and ther was a wonder grete fcst to al maner of pepte that 
thedre wolde come." (MS. Raw!. 190, f. 152,) Jan. 21. (Fabyan, 
sub ann.) 

Line 6. sei' Robert KjioUit. — Robert, not Bicardus: famous under 
Edward HI., especially at the battle of Poictiei's. He accompMiied the 
Black Prince into Spain, 41 Ed. 111. in aid of Don Pedro; in 44 Ed. III. 
was general of forcea then sent into France; 1 Itic. II. governor of Brest 
Caitle; 3 Kic. II. aided the duke of BriC&ny against the French ; 4 Bic. II. 
suppressed Jack Straw's inBiirrection; 8 Kic. 11, defeated a conspiracy for 
murdering sir Nicholas Brember, mayor; Eeneschal of C4uienne early in 
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Heu. IV ; founded a collegv, &c. at Pontefruct; boilt bridge at RocheetCTT 
founded an hostelry for Eaglisb strangers at Eorae; enlarged house of the 
Carmelites, 'Wliile Friars, London, where he waa bnried with Constance 
his wife. He died Aug. 15. (Dugdale, B. U. 412; Stowe, 334-5; Carte, 
571, Ac.) The example of Robert Knollis was commended by Caiton, 
Bt the end of his " Ordre of Chivalry," to the imitatjou of the knights of 
his day; instead of "going to the baynes aad playing at dice." (See 
Dibdin's Typograph. Antiq. 226-228.) 

Line 8. ter Thomas Rtmpstoun. — He vra* Constable of the Tower, 
Admiral of the West, and Knight of the Garter; drowned by au accident 
at London Bridge,? Hen, IV. (Fabyan; Rawl. 190.) Stowe mentiona » 
Sir Thomas Kanipton as vice- chamberlain to Henry IV. ; and sailing in 
company with him from Queenborough, Sheppey, into Essex, to avoid 
pa£sing through London, where pestilence raged, he was taken prisoner 
by the French, in the summer of HOC. 

Line 11, ihtme Philippe the ganger, dou^tir of king Harri. — She was 
married to Eric, nEsocialed with his great-nunt Margaret in the throne of 
Norway, Denmark, and Sweden. Sole monarch iu 1412. Fnbyan places 
her departure from England in May. The marriage was celebrated at 
Lunden, according to Fontanus, as late as Oct. 25 the some year, 1406 
(Rapin. 498): but on July 28th Kichard Chfford, junior, clerk of thft 
wardrobe to the lady Philippa, the king*s daughter, queen of Swed«n, 
Denmark, and Norwiiv, was paid 248i. 10«. 6d. for pearls and cloth of 
gold purchased nt the lime of the marriage. (Issue Roll, Easter, 7 Hen. IV,) 
The marrtnge may have been splendid, but the Danish historians must be 
wrong in supposing Philippa brought Eric a large fortune. (See UniT. 
Hist, xxxii. 299.) 

Une IB, EAmmd Courtaui/t. — SieAarii, not Edmund. He was cban- 
Mllor of Oxford, not hishqi till 1413. (Gibaon.) 

Line 17. 4kt WaUsk cUn. — Nov. S Hen. IT., Fabjao. But b Isane 
K»ll. Midi, a Hen, IV., March 14th, 8f. 6*. 8dL wer« pud lo tbe mtI uf 
WMbwrUnd, manha] i>f England (ao made 1 Uen. rV.), for appobliiig 



Hata at Smithfietd for a duel between Yevan appe GrilBlhe Lloyt, appel- 
lant, aod Perceval Soudan, knt., defendant, respecting certain articles of 
treason. 

Line 30- guarel. — An arrow wiih a square head, {qiiarellus, qtiadrillus, 
from quadrum.) Briac. — St. Brieiix. 

Page 85, line 2 and note. — Robert Hallam, bishop of Salisbury, Henry 
Chicbeley, then bishop of St. David's, and Thomas Cbiilingdon, prior of 
Christ Church, Cant«i'buiy, were sent by the convocation at London to 
the coDDcil of Pisa. Hallam was chancellor of Oxford in 1403; was made 
cardinal June 1411. He died while at the council of Constance, Sept. 4, 
1417. (See the ArchEeoJogia, vol. tlxx. 430-137.) The council of Pirn 
lasted from March 35 lo August 7, 1409. It excommunicated the rival 
popes Gregory XII. and Benedict XIII., and elected Peter de Candia, car- 
dinal of Milan, as pope, at 70 years of age, by the name of Alexander V., 
June 26th. (Onuphrina in Plotina ) 

Page 37, line 4. his other iOn John, duke of Bedford. — A miaiake: 
the creation is rightly placed in margin, p, 40, in the 2 Hen. V., and by the 
same hand. His creation bears date from May 6, 1414, 2 Hen. V, Until 
then he was styled John de Lancaster. (Dugd. Bar. ii. 200.) 

Line 6. tkt dvke of AwmarU he made duie of Yori. — The dukedom of 
AumarJe was never restored to the earl of Rutland ; and he had succeeded 
his father aa duke of York Aug. 1, 1402. He ia caUed duke of York by 
our author before this, under 1405. Seepage 34. 

Line 9. Hoggis. La Hogue. 

Line 10. the lorde ffambe. — Haml/y, Rawl. 173; Anmbes, Rawl. 190; 
Ilamlo, Polychron., &q. The lorde do HavAre waa employed by the king 
and Burgundians against the Armagnaca (Monstrcl. i. Isxxv.): and the 
lord de Seaiibures, master of tlie cross-bows, was sent to slop the ravages 
of the English reinforced ganiaoo of Calais (Mons. i. xcvii.) this year, 
1412, Perhaps one of these is intended.

Line 1 C. »er Johan Bnaufort, trl of Dorset. — A mistake : John Beaufort, 
eldest eon of John of Ghent by Katharine Swynford, was created earl of 
Somerset 20 Kic, 11., and manpiis of Dorset, and marriuis of Somerset, 
21 Ilia, n, : he was captain of Calais, and died on Palm Sunday, March 16, 
1410, 11 Hen. IV. Thomas Beaufort, youngeat son of John of Ghent, was 
chancellor of England 1 1 Hen, IV., and in 13 Hen IV. (as in the text) was 
adyanced to the title of earl of Dorset: and in 4 Hen. V, created duke of 
Exeter for life. (Dugd. Bar. ii. 121-125.) 

Lino 30. tnCrete him to residue the croune to prince Harri — This the 
king refused, and although " horrlbiliter aspersua leprQ, statim equitavit 
per magnaia partem Auglin, non obstante lepril BuprodictA." (Eulo^uu.) 
Compare the interview between tlie king and prince. (Stowe, 839-311 ; 
also Shakspcre, Henry IV. Part H. Act 4, Scenes 10 and 11.) 

Page 38, line 4. yburied in Crichii-che of Cawittrbwi/. — Henry IV. died 
on Monday, March 20th, 1413, in the fourteenth year of his reign. (Sir 
H. Nicolas's Chronology ; Stowe, &c.) His body was conveyed by water to 
Feveraham, and from thence by land to Canterbury, " with moche torche- 
llghle," where he was buried in the cathedral. (Kawl. 190, &c.) Clement 
Maydestone gives a strange story, which he heard a person tell his &lher 
Thomas Afaydestone, that as the body of king Uenry was being carried 
by water to Feveraham a storm arose, and the body was thrown into the 
sea by this stranger and two others, and the wavi'.s subsided u|>on the body- 
being thrown out. The storm scattered the eight boats containing mem- 
bers of the nobility which followed in procession, and these men carried 
the splendid coflin on to Caaterbury where it was buried Hence the 
monks say, " The upukkre of Henry IV. is with us, but his body ia not." 
(AngUa Sncra, ii. 372.) 

l'Bg« 39, line 7. tixaulatid his body fro Langlty vnto Wtstmgnstrt. — We 
slander the noble character of Henry V. if we do not take this as a proof 
that ho believed in the death of Richard. Henry feared no enemy, and 
had released tha earl of March, who had been piisooer all his father's 
r«)gn. Iitue Roll, Mich. 1 Heu. V., Feb. 20, contains payment tar a 



B," s coffin, and other necessary things for the removAl of the 
if Sichard late king of England, 4/. 

Line 15. Fikettia feld. — " la qnendam campuin, vocatuin Fjkettefelde, 
non procul a Westmcpnnsterio." (Elinhani, 31.) In Isaua IIoll, Mich. 
1 Hen. v., are payments for tliB arrest of Lollards ; especially to one con- 
stable for seizing Lollard books in the house of a parclancnt-maker ; 
another for searching the house of William, the parchment-in'^'; in Smith- 
Geld, where air John Oldcastle dwelt. 

Line 21. parltmenl at Westmyralre, — This parliament commenced 
Not. 19th, at Westmiuster: there had been a parliament before this year 
at Leicester, April 80. 

Page 40, line 22. Kitcmix. — The old district of Cans liiy on the right 
bank of the Seine, and took its name from the ancient Caletes, It 
included that triangle of country formed with the British Channel and 
die Seine, by drawing a straight line from St. Talery on the coast to 
Meulan on the Seine. " There is a point which advances into the sea, 
called the Cape of Cans." (Brice's Geog. Die.) Stowe fixes the landing 
at "Kedieaux, in Normandie, wliich is betwixt Hereflete (Harfleur) and 
Humflete (HonUeur); acaroely three leagues (bo Elmham) from Hereftcte." 
Kitcaux is universally named as the place in the " Brute " Chronicles. 

Line 25. commaundid his gonnera to bete doum the wallis. — " And there 
he plaid at lenys * with them that were in the towne .... and alas that 
€ny SDche ballia (i.e. gon-stonyg) were made, and cursid the tyme that 
ever liiey were l)egon!" (RawL 190, f. 156 b. &c.; Chronicles of King 
Henry V., Claudius A, viii. itc.) Guns had been in partial use from 
about 13 Ed. m, (Bree'a Cursory Sketch, i. 136); yet, according to Speed, 
Uiey were first used in England at the siege of Berwick Castle by

Page 41, line 3. watir of Swerdis. —So Ashmdle, 791, &c. " The riTer 
of Temoiee, called the river of Suwdi." (Tyler's Henry V. ii. 163.) 

Line S3, eiieri/ Engliahe manne knelid dowt, and put a litille pordon of 
tribe iit his tnouthc. — " Id remomhrance that they were mortal, and made of 
earth, aa aleo in remembrance of the Holy Commuaion." (Stowe, 349.) 

Page 42, line 7. «rl of Narbonnt. — " The «arl of Navenie." (Cl»a- 
ditis, A. vin. &c,) " The count de Ntvtrs, brother to the duke of Bur- 
gundy." (Monstr.) A few months aft«r this, countde Xarhonne, as aihniral 
of the French fleet, attempted to recapture Uarlleur: he was killed at tlie 
battle of Vemeuil, 1424. 

Line 16. toie and toorgbippt. — He "landed at Dover, in Kent, with 
alio his prisoners in saftee, thankede be Jliesu: and so come lo Cauntar- 
bury, and so rood forth thoru5 Kent the nexle wey to Elthain, and there 
he restede him, til he wolde come to Londoun. And thanne the mayr of 
Londoun, and the aldermen, shcxeiTes, with alle the worthi comenere and 
craftes, comen to the Blakeheth, weel and worthily arnyed, to welcome 
ourc kynge with divers melodies ; and thanked Alniyjti God of his gradous 
victorie that He had shewed for hym. And bo the kyng and his prisonen 
passede forth bi hem, til he oomc to seynt Thoraoa Wnterynge. And 
then ther mette with him alle religions with processione, and welcomede 
hym. And so the kyng come ridyng witli his prisoners thoru5 the citee of 
Londoun; where that ther was shewede many a fayr 3y5t at nlle the 
coundites, and at the Crosse yn Chepo. as yn Uovenly araye of anngclle, 
archaungellc, patriarkes, prophetis, and vergines, with divers melodies, 
sensying and syngyng to welcome ourc king: and alle the counditM 
rennyng wyn. And the kyng passed forth unto SL-ynt Powles; and them 
mette with hym xiiij. bisshoppes cenerscde and mytrede with sensers to 
welcome the kyng, and songen for his grucious victorie, ' Te Deitm 
Laudamus.'" (Rawl. Htti; Claudius, A. Viu. &a.)

Line 19. Sigiamund, the emperour. — The " Acta of Cauncil," 4 HeQ, V., 
give the airaDgementa for his reception. A miutci; of troops was to 
leceiTe him at CaWs, and the " clerk of the navy " was to have shipa in 
readinesa to convey the emperor and suite into England, At Dover, the 
duke of Gloucester, earl of Salisbury, iS:o. were to receive him ; at 
Bocfaester, the constable and marshal of Euglund, &<:.: at Dartford, the 
doke of Clarence, earls of March, Huntingdon, &a. The mayor, aWer- 
roen, and notables of London were to welcome him at Blackheath ; and 
the king himself midway between Deptford and Southwark, or at St. 
Thomas Watering. " Ther they kissed togedraa and brasede eche other; 
and tbanne the kyng toke the emperour hi the hande, and so they come 
ridyng-throuj the cil«e of London vnto seynt Poules; and ther they lighte 
and offrede, and alle the bisshoppes stoden cenersed with censerea in here 
handea censyinge. And thanne they toke here hors and riden to Wtat- 
mynede." (Kawl. 196, 216; Ashmole, 793, Sec.) 



Page 44, line 1. the king brou^te him to Caleie. — The Issue Soil, 
Easter, 4 Hen. Y., contains payments for guns, gunpowder, &c. for the 
king's voyage: payments for Sigismimd and the duke of Holland, with 
their retinues, at Westminster; and for the emperor's household removing 
from Westminster to Leeds Castle while visiting P'ligland. All knights, 
esquires, valets, and others of the king's retinue were to be nt Dover by 
August 18, to accompany the king, with their best equipments, to Calais, 
upon oansca concerning the whole commonalty, July 23. " To our lord the 
king in his chamber: — In money paid for carriage of touts oruaintnted 
with gold and cloth of arrus, with hangings and sides of arras, and other 
appurtenances, for the king and emperor to dwell in at Calais during their 
stay, 20/. July 29." (Devon's Issue Roll.) 



Line 7. Coumelle of Constaunce. — The council lasted from Nov. 16, 
1414, to April 22, 1418. In the 41st session (Nov. 11, 1417), cardinal 
Colonna was elected pope as Martin V. in room of the three rivals, Bene- 
diut XJII. and Gregory XII. (before deposed by Piaa) and John XXIII. 
successor to Alexander V. who had been appoinleil by the council of Pisa. 
The_^iiB nationt — Italy, Germany, France, Spain, and England, assisted, each 
by sis representatives, in the election of Colonna. Before this council, the 
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name of agnation," and the other privilege in the text, "hud been delayed 
and letted iitua England by men of other natioM for envy." (Stowe,852.) 

Page 45, line 16. Lorwi. — Louviers. 

Line 31. Baiou». — Bayeux. 

Page 46, line 3. Valeya Newtlgn. — Mentioned as one place; so in tbe 
chronicles generally. VaUijt, Falaiae? Ntwelim, " Caatnuo de N«wtUg 
Angliconun industriil aubjugalur." (Elmham, 116.) 

Line 12. Cessy, Seez. Laanson, Alen^on. Selham, Bellesme. 

Line 14. I'oiint large. — Pontde I'Arche. 

Page 47, line 20. Roon. — This famous siege haa been celebrated in a 
long old English poem, occurring in three nianUBcripts of the Bnite; 
namely, MSS. Ilarl. 753 and 2tibC>, and one at Holkham (No. fi70). It 
has been printed in the " ArchaKilogia," sxii. 350-398, by air Frederick 
Madden, 1829. 

Line 6. the dolfi/nej ambassiatours. — The king had meditated an al- 
liance mth the dauphin, against the duke of Burgundy. Ambasaadors 
were appointed to treat, Oct. 26, 1418, 6 Hen. V. (See a document relative 
to the alliance, Acts of Council, ii. 350-358.) 

Page 41), last line. Bokendt VHlere. — From Pontoise the king " sent 
the duke of (.'larcnce vrith a chosen power of men to Pai'is, to vitw the 
situation and strength thereof; before which city when he had tarried 
certiun days, and had seen all that him likid, and that none of the French- 
men wouid issue out of the city to fight with hira, he returned to the 
king and ascertained bim of all that lie had seen. Ou the 16th Ai^ust 
king Henry with his host departed from Pontcise; and because (he cattU 
of BokinvHUrt hud done certain inhuman cruelties to the king's land .... 
he assailed the same cattle." (Stowe, 858.) The castle surrendered from 
dread of Henry's name. (Titua Livius, 77; see also Elmham, 283.) 



Page 51, line 32. dvie of Clarence loas stayn. — At ihe battle of Beauji^, 
March 22nd, 1421. (Moastrcla.) 

Page 52, line 2. ciouned at WestmynMtre. — Fabyan has preserved a 
fall account of the marvellous banquet of fish on this occasion. There is 
also a telerably full account of it in Kawl. 173; different from Fabyan's, 
but agreeing with him nearly in the description of the dishes, though not 
giving Fabyan's explanation of the " sotilcies." 

Line 3. At ntidsorner. — By letters patent from Dover, June 10, 1421, 
9 Hen. V. the king appointed the duke of Bedford, as before, lieutenant of 
England, and was himself at Rouen on tlie 17th of that month. ( Rynier, 
x. 129, 131.) 



Line 13. buried ai Westmi/itstrc. — See the account of the funeral pro- 
cession from the Bois de Vini:enaes to Westminster, in Stowe, 3C2-3. 
The king's body, embalmed and closed in lead, was laid in a "chariot 
drawn by four great horses: and above the dead corpse they laid a figure 
made of boiled hides or leather, representing bis person as nigh as could 
be devised, punted curiously to the similitndi' of a living creature; upon 
whose head was set an imperial diadem of gold and precious stones, on his 
body a purple robe furred with ermine, and in his right hand he held a 
accptre royal, and in his lefl hand a ball of gold, with a cross fixed 
thereon." The Issue lioll, East«r, 10 Henry V. contains the following 
entries: " Sept. 2G. To John Ardern, for 26 tons of Caen stone for the 
tomb of king Henry v., in the church ofVVestminster, who is there buried, 
121. To Simon Prentot, wax -chandler of London, for divers hearses pro- 
Tided by him at Dover, Canterbury, Hosprynge, Ro<;hes[«r, Dertford, St, 
Paul's London, and Westminster, for the faneral of the king Htyiry V. so 
brought from France into England, SOOl. 1 2s. Cd- To John Ardern, clerk 
of the king's works, for making the tomb of king Henry V. erected in tlie 
church of the blessed Peter, Westminster, who is there buried, 23/. Ss. Sii." 
(Devon's Issue Roll.) A silver gilt effigy was placed upon the tomb by 
order of the queen. The head, which was of massive silver, was broken 
off in the time of Henry VIII. and the silver plates were also stripped from 
the body. (Stowe.)

Page 54, line 21. llie duke of QUmceatrt. ..prottctmtre. — It liad been 
provided on Dec. 5, 1422, that the duke of Bedford ehould be prot«otor of 
England and chief councillor whenevor he might be in England; but that 
ill his absence the duke of Gloucester should be protector. (Rymer, x. 
261.) On this occasiou of the young kiug's going into France Gloncestw 
had been formally declared lieutenant of England, April 23, 1430. 
(Rymer, x. 458.) 

Line 22. Jacke Shai-pf, d-c. — Probably a Lollard insurrection. Priests' 
heads were to be as cheap as sheeps'. (Fabynn; Stowe.) Paymeota were 
ordered to be made to the duke of Gloucester, hculfinant, for inquiring into 
cerlaiii disturbances and punishing I/Dllards and other heretics in the 
midland counties on May 11 (1431), June 12, July IC. (Acts of CouumI, 
jv. 88, 89. 91.) On the next day (July 17) 500 murks were paid to the 
duke. (Issue RoU, Easter, » Hen. VI.) ThelasueRoU (Mich. 10 Hea. VI.) 
contains payment to the duke of Gloucester for executing Sharp and sup- 
pressing his rebellion. Sharp is there called "the most horrible heretic 
and impious traitor to God and the lord the king," Also 20/. were paid 
to the informer ngninsl "William Perkyus, who calling himself Jack 
8harp was makiug a disturbaace at a certain place in Oxford." (Feb. 16| 
10 Hen. VI.) 

Line 28. tht Un-d FiU Watier ...utu... dnmnde. — Nov. 25th, 1432. 
(Stovrei) Dugdale (i. 228) does not mention the circumstance: occonl- 
ing to whom his will was proved Nov. 10, 1432. This loid Fita Walter 
had boon a valiant kuight under Henry V. In rhc 9 Henry V. he WM 
taken prisoner at the battle of Beanj^, when the duke of Clarence wu 
killed. Ho had been joined with ihc earl of Mortayne in the command of 
troops theD sent into France. 

line SO. Dopt. — Dieppe. 

Pige 55, line 5 — mM A'atuyw.i t&iy mto SluoftUe. — St. Euharine'e 
dnywttXov. i.V "Tho Silli Nov. w Iftth Feb.- (Fabyan; HoUnsbcd; 
Slowo,) FwMt of St, AndwwV, Nov. 3ftih to Fd>. 14ib. { W. Worow^er.) 
S^mfliih must b« fiw .Sknm'rtMit. ShrovB-Suaday, 14*4, was Feb. 7lh. 
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Fage5C, line 12. aprat called »er Richard Wt/che. — " Vicar of Hermets- 
worth in Esaei or Middlesex [ Harm ouds worth in the latter county], 
aometime tIcot of Dertford io Kent, who had before abjured, was burnt 
on the Towur hill tiie 17th June." (Stowe, 378.) Stowe has taken liis 
account of tbe " ashes" of Rjchard Wyche from oar author. " Kichard 
Wiche, priest, mentioned both in Robert Fabian, and also in another old 
English chronicle borowed of one PermJnger. What his opiniouB were 
they doe not expre.sse." (Foxe's Acts and Momunents, 676.) 

Page 57, line 3. the iiij. ordris of freru. — They are thus mentioned in 
cap. 17, Stat. 4 lien. TV"., which provides that infants under fourteen years 
of age shall not be received into any of the four orders of friars without 
the consent of their parents or guardians: Friars Minors, Augustines, 
Preachers, and Carmelites. The provincials or principals of the four 
orders were to make oath to observe the statute. (Stat. Realm, ii, 138.) 

Line 5. mattter Rogtr Bolti/ngftroke, to page GO, line 2fi, lieid not lung afUr. 
—Stowe has taken his account of Boliogbroke and dame Eleanor Cob- 
ham chiefly from this passage. Compare the later writer W. Worcester's 
account of Bolingbroke, Eleanor Cobham, and the Witch of Eye. (46l>, 
461.) It will be observed that Stowe Iiiis altered the date of the year in 
the text: yet he Btill says that July 25th was Sunday. The dales on 
pages 59, 60, are correct for 1441. 

Line 28. lowta/ng. — Signifying, sounding. 



Line 30. JUdde he ny^te in to the sayntewai-y. — On July 19th, *' vigilia 
sanctffi Margareta:" (W. Worcester), but 27lh in this Chronicle, High 
treason was not debarred from the privilege of sanctuary until 26 Hen, VIIL 
cap. 18. This defect in the law a papal bull taught Henry VIII. in part 
to remedy, and he might appoint keepers to such persons to prevent their 
escape, (Seymour's Survey, ii. 592.) An inference from the text would 
be that the sanctuary was the common resort of persons suspected to be 
treasonous. Even sacrilege, which was considered a greater crime, we 
find prohibited from sanctuary by the 32 Hen. ViU., although it had been 
forbidden shelter by the laws of Edward I. (FleU, i. 69): a proof that 
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«acriIegiou8 persons were protected, and that the privil^e of sanctuary 
was much ahueed. From 32 Hen. VIIIt wheji eight sanctuaries oaly 
were retained, and great offencea were debarred from ihtjn, uiitil 21 
James I., when all were abolished, tlicy became the resort of debtors; and 
in Ehzabeth's reign an oatii and order of admission were introduced to 
place some little obstacle in the way of those who sought shelter siniply to 
de&aud their creditors. (Stat. Realm; Strype's Stowc; Seymour.)

There are several payments on the Issue Roll, Mich. 22 Hen. VI., relative 
to her custody. She had been deprived of her dowry. (Hot. Pari, v, 135.) 
She was sent to Chester Castle (Issue Holl, Feb. Mich. 20 Hen. VI.;) 
thence removed to Kenilworth Castle, Oct. 20, 1443, 22 Uen. VI. (Rymer, 
xi. 45.) 

Line 25. to enquire of at maner (resorts, Ac. — " To divers doctors, 
notaries, and clerks, lately by the king's command laboriously employed 
respecting a superstitious sect of necromancers and persons charged with 
witchcraft and incantations. In money paid them by the hand uf master 
Adam Moleyns, in discharge of 20^. which the said lord the king com- 
manded to be distributed nmotig theni, to have by way of reward 20/ " 
Issue Roll, Mich. 20 Uen. VI. (Devon's Issue Roll.) 



Page 60, line 7. whertjnne she was at her Uf after, &c. — " May 15th. 
To Ralph lord de Sudeley, constable of the king's castle of Kenilworth, 
to whom the lord the king, on Dec. oUi last past, committed the custody 
of Eleanor Cobham, for whose security and safe custody the said lord de 
Sudeley continually had twelve persons in attendance, viz. one priest, 
lUtee gentlemen, one maid, five valets, and two boys: wliich said Ralph 
received . . . , daily for himself 6s. 8J. per day; for the said priest, two 
gentlemen, and one gentleman, each of them Bd. per day ; and for the said

maid tuid each of the said valets Gd. per day; and for each of the said 
bojs 4^. per day. Aad, moreover, the said Eleanor received for her diiily 

support lOOuiarks yearly By writ, &c. 331, 6s. Sd." (Devon's Issue 

Roli, Eaat^r, 22 Ueu. VI.) From Keuiiworth Castle she was removed by 
an order of council to sir John Stanley, to be imprisoned in the isle of 
Man. (Acts of Council, vi. 51, July, 24 Hen. VI. 144G.) Afterwards she 
was brought back to London. (Issue Koll, Easter, 25 Uen. V. July.) 

Line IS. Rogei- Boltyngbrokt, &a. — Feb. 24th, Barthol. Halley, one of 
the valets of the crown, received lOi in discharge of 20i. for expenses 
attending the custody of Roger Bukbrokc, upon whom the laws were 
executed — hire of horses, boats, bed, food, drink, &c. as well for himself 
as for the said Roger and two attendants during eight weeks six days. 
(Devon's Issue Roll, Mich. 20 Hen. VI.) This man was also caUed Onley. 
(Hardyng; Lambard.) 

Page 61, line 6. And the Suruiay next be/or WitauntiiU the xxiiij. day 
qfMai/. — There is a confusion in the Chronicle here between the propo- 
sition which the earl of Suffolk mode at the treaty of Tours for a marriage 
between Henry VI. and Margaret of Anjou (Monstn-let, Stowe, Rapin, 
Carte, &c.), and the prosy-marriage which took place between Margaret 
and the earl of Suffolk for Uenry VI., not earlier than, and no doubt in, 
November. (Stowe, Rapin, Carte.) I am indebted to Mr. DniTont 
Cooper for the following particulars, communicated to me through the 
kindness of Mr. Nichols : — From the Issue Rolls of Exchequer it appears 
that in negociating the treaty of Tours for a truce (which was agreed to 
on the 25th May, and ratified 27th June), sir Thomas Hoo, one of the 
commisaioaers with the earl of Suftblk, whose history Mr, Durrant Cooper 
has been investigating, embarked on the 22ad April, and was paid 20b. 
per day from that day till 27th June, wheu he had returued. (Issue Roll, 
Easter Term, Sept. 30th, 23 Hen. VI., and 20th July, same term and year, 
aad IGth July, Easter, 22 Hen. VI.) [According to our chronicler the 
oommissioners started about the end of February or beginning of March.J 
On (he 6th July three messengers were appointed from Henry to Mar- 
garet; Robert lord Roos, sir Thomas Hoo, and Garter King at Arms. On 
the 28rd July Hoo drew 91/.. and also (Issue Roll, Easter, 22 Hen. VI.) 



26^ 138. id. on account of his expenses, and started only on the 2GlIi 
August, landing again in England, in company with the queen and others, 
on lllh April, 1445, being absent half a year and fifty-fine daya. The 
earl and coantess of Suffolk did not start from England till 5th November, 
1444,andwere absent 157 days. (Issue EoIl,Easter,23 Hen. VI.20th July.) 
These facta aatisfactorily show that the proxy-marriage cannot have taken 
place much before the middle of November. Tlie only matter in the Issue 
Roila, Mr, Durraut Cooper observes, which in any way appears to confirm 
the chronicler's date lor the marriage, is an entry on July 23rd, Easier, 
22 Hen. VI : — " To liobcrt baron Roos, Thomas Hoo knt., and Garlei' King 
at Ajms, whom the king sent to France towards ' his most dear OMisort,' 
by the hands of Stephen Kyrkeby his chaplain, &c. 26i. 13a. id." In 
Devon's Issue Eoll are piiyments to the earl and countess of Suffolk on 
their journey and residence between Nov. 1444 and April 1445, but he 
does not print the entry of the 20tli July, Easter, 23 lien. VI., which ^s- 
tinctly states the employment of the earl and countess to have been fitnn 
the 5th Nov. 1444, and the whole sum paid to them to he 14081. for Uie 
157 days. 

Line 12, bat uihal tvtsoiKgrew vndtr tho trcuvj. — At Suffolk's propo- 
sition for the marriage of Margaret of Anjou with Henry, during the treaty 
of Tours, he agreed to the surrender of Anjou and Maine to R6n6, ting of 
Sicily, Margaret's father. (Stowe, Rapin; see also further on, p. 68.} 

Line 18. cotutut (so written twice). — Conduct. 



Line 19. markeys of Suffolk. — The earl was advanced to the title of 
marquis of Suffolk, Sept. 14, 1444; 23 Hen. VL (Dugdale, ii. 188.) 

Line 21. Humfreg ei-l of Stafford tnaad diikt of Bulynghaine. — Sept. 14, 
23 Hen. VI. 1444. (Dugdale, i. 165.) 

Line 25. Henry ert of Wai-ivic maad dutt of Warwic. — April, 1444, 
22 Hen. VU with preccdeuceof the duke of Buckingham, and place nest to 
the duke of York. The Act of the ntxt year (85 Hen. ^^.) settled the dis- 
piii«a which had immediBtcly arisen between the two Oukes; and bom the 



Snd Dec, ensuing (1444) they were to take precedency by turns year by 
year; Warwick to have the first torn. (See Diigdale, i, 248.) 

Line 36. the lord Seauntond maad vicoiint Beaumond. — The first person 
who bore the title of viscount: so created with precedency over all harona, 
and twenty marks yearly fee out of the county of Lincoln, Feb, 2, 18 Hen. 
VI. 1440. And in the 23 Hen VI. (the year under consideration) he had 
grant to himself and heirs male of precedency over all viscounts thence- 
forth to be created, and also over the heirs of carls; and lo rank in all 
parliaments and meetings next to earls. (Dugd. Bar. ii. .54. 

Page 62, line 3. erouned at Weslmi/nstre. — The Issue lEoil, Easter, 2.1 
Hen. VI. contains several payments relative to 
minstrels of the queen's father, king of Sicily. " June 18. To 5 n 
of the king of Sicily, who lately came to England to witness the ai 
grand solemnity on the day of the queen's coronation, and to make a 
report thereof abroad, to each of them lOl. of the king's gift, by way 
of reward, 50^'' Again, to 2 minstrels of the duke of Milan on the s: 
errand, 5 marks to each, Gl 13«. 4d. To John de Surcncoun, an esquire. 
of the king of Sicily, and steward of the queen's household abroad, who 
came previously to the queen's reception to witness tlie solemnity of her 
coronation and to report the same, SSI. 6a. 8d. To " John 
eaquire of the king of Sicily, who, as a true subject of the queen's father, 
left his own occupation abroad, and came in the quee 
the solemnity of the day of her coronation ; in money, &c. by v 
86i. 13s. id." (Devon's Issue Roll.) 

P^e 62, line 12. the parltmeni at saint Edmiindia Bury. — This parlia- 
ment was first Bummoneil for Westminster, but as its object was the 
condemnation of Gloucester (a favourite in London), the place of meeting 
was altered to Bury St. Edmund's. (Carte, ii. 727.) Upon the duke's 
arrest, immediately after his arrival at Bury, reports wej* sent abroad 
that he had purposed the death of the king, and libenition of his duchess 
Eleanor Cobbam from Kenilwonh Caatle. On these charges his re- 
tainers were afterwards tried and condemned. But the charge in the 
tent, that he was engaged in a conspiracy with the Welsh, i 
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likely to liuTe been brought against him, for the statute pasted at thU 
same parliameot revives and confirms all the rigorous Ihvts made 
against the Welsh; indeed notliiiig else was done in it (Slat. Itealm, 
n. 344.) 

Line 19. ordet/iietl that eutiy lonle shotiU cofiie .... teilhe streagike, — 
So witi} the memorable parliament, 21 Ric. II. The Suffolk militia were 
ordered out in full force, to the number of 40,000 (Appendix, p. 116), to 
guard all the roads round Bury: the disl^nces they came prove the 
stringency of the muster. 

Page G3, line 7. he deide for soivii. — Stowe haa Iwrrowed our author's 
words. The date for this event is given Feb. 28th (see Carte, Liogard); 
34th (Faiiyan, Ilolinahed, Stotve): but Kichard Fnx'g circumstantiA] 
narrative almoaf JLees it on Thursday 2Srd (Appendix, p. 117.) Accord- 
ing to our chronicler the duke was murdered (see next pagti, 1. 22)! 
altlioiigh in this passage he speaks cautiously. His knowledge ora'^prtre 
conoliisioun," on the part of the government, "the whiche as yit is not 
come to the knowlegc of the commune peple," ia rather remarkable. The 
Yorkists almost always declared the duke was murdered. (See the Arti- 
cles, p. 88.) 'Wliethamstede (805, &c.) abbot of St. Albans, soys he 
died a natural death: Richard Fox, in the Appendix (117), implies the 
same. These two monks of St. Alban's must be considered as high autho- 
rities. Fox wrote but a few months after the duke's death, and probably 
assisted at his funeral. His death is told naturally. Fox calls him " the 
good duke," and ia not likely to have kept back from his monastery, 
through fear, any particulars of the death of their common [latron. The 
duke granted the priory of St. Nicholas, Pembroke, to the abbot and con- 
vent of St. Alban's, (sec the charters in Whethamstcde, Aug. 21 lien. VI., 
311-316.) to pray perpetually for his sonl. (Rot. Pari. v. 253, 307.) It . 
seems bo hadfir8t(April, 21 Hen. VI.) intended it for the chapter of Salis- 
bury. (Acts of Council, r, 26G.) The fullest particulars of the duke's 
fimeral are given in the Appendix, and it ia thought that the fdlowing 
document may be oonaidered interesting enough to appear in this place. 
It U from Claudius A. vm. f. 195.

— This bishop, in conjunction 
with air Robert Hoos, as king's commissioner, delivered up MaiQe to 
Charlea VTL, March, 1448 ; and, according lo W, Worcester, was mur- 
dered for his share in that unpopular buaiuesa. It was also aoid that the 
duke of York had a hand in his deatli. (Stowe, Gibson.) He was suc- 
ceeded by the celebrated Reginald Pecock, 

Line 10. WSHam Ascoghe. — Stowe ha.s taken his account of the murder 



of ABCoth from this manuscript. According to Thomas Gascoigne be was 
made king's confessor, being the first bishop that held that office. He bad 
also been clerk of the king's council, (See Godwin's Cat. of Bishops.) 

Page 64, line 23. And this same i/eer, m the monelh of Ma;/, to page 68. 
line 9, harm to meni/ ptrtaney — Swwe's account of Cade's inaurrectiou, 
partly from our author, is very interesting ftiid full. In the " Issue Roll " 
are several payments relative to the capture of Jolm Mortimer, alias Jack 
Cade: and there is a compensation to the duke of York for jewels stolen 
from him by this rebel — a first-sight ailment, at least, that the duke bad 
not secretly urged on his rebellion. The Issue Rolls prove tlie^ serioua 
nature of the insuri-ectJon. The following entry occurs : Easter, May 17, 
31 Hen. VI. " To Lancaster king of amis, who .... with great speed rode 
IVora Leicester to London, Daventry, and divers places, in which journey 
he injured two horses worth 81. aud moreover paid for the hire of other 
bones 40«. ; by which riding he was a loser, &c. 26/. I3s. 4d." However, 
the date of the entry shows no hurry waa made to remunerate him. The 
Acta of Council, vi. 96-99, 101, July 12 to Aug. 25, 28 Hen. VI. con- 
tains several orders for seizing property stolen by the Captain of Kent, 
gold, silver, cloth of arras, i!:c.; payments for his arn'sl, &q. Also an 
order to treasurer and cbamberlaiii of exchequer to deliver to master An- 
drew Holes, keeper of the privy seal, who was about to undertake a jour- 
ney for the king, and waa " destitut of hors, six horses lately belonging 
to that traitour calling himself captain of Kent, by way of lone " On th« 
sir H. Nioolas's Preface to vol. vi. Acts of C<iunoil, xxTii. 



Line 24. a ribaiidf. — A ruffian. (French, ribaud, deriv. hrid, pugna, 
balldr, audax. Todd from Ihre.) The derivation gives the history of the 
word. OrigiuaUy, in a good sense, it was applied to stout, brave, tried 
soldiers; the word degenerated and became the description of rapadoua, 
lawless fellows, bandits, libertines, &c. Perhaps waa never used in a good 
sense in England, but, with ribatidry, had a low, licentious meaning. (See 
Diet, de Furetiere, RJcbelet.) 



Page 6G, line 15. Kt/lltptgwor-lh. — Kenilworih, 



Line 26. brigatmdyney — A coat of mail; a icale armour, very light 
and pliabltt.

If this iu the case, it will account for 
Gibbon's eatisfaction in proving his descent from this lord Saye. (See 
Memoir, Miscell. Works, 4to, 17G9, i. 6.) JjOrd Saye had been made 
sheriff of Kent, 15 Hen. VL 

Last linct note. — So also Fabyau: " Thaone vpon the mome, beyng the 
iij. day of Julye and Fridayc, the saide captaine entred against the 
cytie." 

Page 68, line 15. menvyd. — Diminished. 

Line 26. at inttaufice and petition of the said Commune}. — On Feb. 7th, 
1460, 28 Hen. VL nine articles were exhibited by the Commons against 
Suffolk. He was charged with having attempted to detlirone the king — ■ 
having procured the liberation of the duke of Orleans — having, " while 
oon of youre ambasaiatours to youre saide adversarie Charles callyng hym- 
Belf kyng of Fraunce, above hia instruction and power to hym by you 
committed, promysed to Reyner kyng of Cicile and Charles d'Aungers his 
brother, youre grele enncmyes, the delyveraunce of JIaunce and Mayne, 
without the assent or knowyng of other youre ambassiatourfl :" the loss of 
these provinces occasioned the loss of Normandy — he had betrayed his 
country to the Preach, &c. (Rot. Pari. v. 177-179.) The duke was at 
thui time in the Tower, where he had been committed Jan. 28. (Id. 177.) 

Page 70, line 15. the trie of Shrouesbury mat sUii/ne, &c. — At the ai^e 
of Chatillout near Bordeaux; lord Lisle, the earl's eldest son, and sir 
Edward Hull were also killed, and lord Molins taken prisoner. (Stowe, 
397; Dugd. i. 830.) Sir Robert Hungerford, in right of his wife, became

lord Molins, 19 Hen. VI., und Bucceuded his I 
87 Hen. VI, (Dugd. ii. 207.) 

Line 31. the trie of DougUta of Scolhnde. — The murder of William 
earl of Douglas was the conclusion of a conference with the king at 
Stirling Caatle, Feb. 22, 1452 ; but did not put an end to the contests 
between the government and the Douglasses. James, brother of the 
murdered earl, openly denounced the king, and a battle was fought 
May 18, 1452, in which the king's troops were Tictorious. Sir James 
Hamilton of Cadyow was sent by Douglas to beg assistance from England ; 
but, as the earl could obtain nothing but promises and advice from thence, 
he was compelled with the troops he had to meet the king near Abercom; 
and the desertion of Hamilton and most of his troops obliged the earl, 
with liis family, to seek refuge in England. Douglas made a last atl«mpt, 
in conjunction with the earl of Northiuuberland, guardian of the marchea, 
to regain power in Scotland, and found himself defeated by his old ally 
Hamilton of Cadyow, (Drummond, lUsl. Scot. lGo5, 54-OG.) In Kymer 
is a safe-conduct for members of the earl's family for two years, to pass 
over to Calais and return, dated July IG, 1454, 32 lien. VI. Issue Boll, 
Easter, 33 Hen, VI. contmns the following entry of payment to Douglas for 
his services: — "To James earl Douglas, lo whom the present lord the 
king, with the advice of his council, on the 4th August [1455], in the 
33rd year, granted bOOl. yeiirly for the services performed by the said 
earl to the s^d lord the king, &c. until the said earl should Lave recovered 
or be restored to his inheritance, or to the great property taken from him 
by the person who calls himself king of Scotland, 100/." (Devon's Issue 
Roll; see also Rymer, xi. 367.) He never was summoned to parliament. 

Page 71, line 24. gadered privyli/ apouxr ofpepie, ^c. — From this his- 
tory it would appear that the king had no idea of the proximity of the 
Torkists. The duke must have forced his marches excessively, as his army 
was collected from the Welsh Marches, and the king, upon hearing of the 
muster of forces there, had gathered troops and left London. Henry was 
hastening to Leiccst<*r to hold a council, probably on the best way of op- 
posing the duke, and also that (he struggle might be away from Lon- 
don, wtiere the Yorkist cause was favoured. The king's first stag« wu 



to Watford; the next moriUDg he arrived at St. Alban's, and was snrpriied 
by the Yorkists. (Compare Stowe, 3i)8; see also Polydore Vergil, edit. 
Camd. Soc. p. 95.)

Page 75, line 2. d</ed the erile of Deui/itshire i» the abh^ of Abyndoun 
jKn/Kited. He died upon the feast of Si. Blast- the Bishop, Feb. 3, accord- 
ing to Dugdale, who neither mentions the place of his death nor his sup- 
posed poisoning. 

Line 5. Reynold Pocoeh. — Stowe has copied nearly word for word this 
account of Pecock, adding a list of his works. Eeginald Pecock was bom 
in 1390; became Fellow of Oriel College, Oxford, Oct. 30, 1417. He was 
patronised on account of his learning and worth by Humphrey duke of 
Gloucester, who called him up to the court. After some few minor pro- 
motions, and some years' Study of the controversy bet>veen the Church 
and the Lollards, he was promoted to the bishopric of St. Asaph in 1444, 
and translated to Chichester March 23, 1449. He was deprived in 1457 
(as in the text), and sent to the abbey of Thomey, Cambridgeshire, where 
he was to be confined. He was never to leave his cell ; to have one serious 
person to attend upon him; no books but a mass-book, psalter, a legend, 
and bible; no paper, pens or ink, &c. From this rigorous confinement he 
was released by death, probably in 1460. (See Lewie's Life of Pecock).

Line 29. amorteyeed. — AraortLr. To alienate property in mortmain, 
i.e. to any corporation or fraternity, and its successors. (Cunningham, 
Law Die.)

Edmund duke of Someraet was impnBoned t\rice by the influeaoe of the 
Yorkist jiftrty in 1451 and 1453, before the duke of York waa made Pro- 
tector, which was on April 3, 1454. The latter and longer conlinenient 
of Somerset was termiuut^d by the king's recovery and resumption of 
power; and the royal mandate for his liberation &om the Tower is dated 
Feb. 5. 1455. (Kymer, xi. 3fil.) He was actually liberated, by his own 
confession, Feb. 7 (362) ; and from this document we arrive at the 
approximate date of his confinement (Nov. 1453). He was imprisoned

Say, Nov. 1st., the king, wearing the crown, went in state to St. Paul's, in 
company with the duke of York, to return thanks for the ouiicable 
arrangenieat butweeu tlie two fa.ctions; and on the Saturday following. 
Not, 6th, the duke of York was proclaimed hy sound of the trumpet 
Protector of England. (HaU, Grafton, Pol. Vergil, Stowe, Carte, ic.) 
The duke had before acted for the king in parliament, by appuintraent, 
Feb. 13, 1454 (Rot. Pari. V. 239; Rym.si.344); made protector, April 3, 
1454(Rot.Parl. T. 243; Rytn.xi. 346); protectorate ended in Feb. 1455. 
Protector [he second time, Nov. 19, 1455 (Hot. Pari, v, 453; Hym. 
3ti 869; released from that office, Feb. 25, 1456 (Rot. Pari. v. 321; 
Eym. Ti. 373). The duke was kiUwi at the battle of Wakefield, Dec. 81, 
1460. 



Line 24, lord Nein/le, Irother to the erk of Weatmorlafid. — Stowe has 
taken his account of the treachery of lord Neville from this author. John 
lord Neville waa grandson of Ralph first earl of WeBtmcrland, and brother 
of Ralph then earl. He was killed at the battle of Towton, March 29, 
1461, 1 Ed. IV.; and was included in the BUi of Attainder passed in tlie 
parliament which commenced Nov. 4 the same year. (Rot. Pari, v, 477, 
460.) 



Page 107, line 4. loj-de Haryngtone. — William Bonvillo : he was grand- 
son to William lord Bonville, who, within two months aiVer this, was 
executed, after the second battle of St. Alban'a. (Dugd. B. ii. 236.) 



Line 15. to rtyst peplefor to ckaatjise the peple and rebelUs of the North. 
— There can be little doubt that the document referred to in the foot-note 
vas for this purpose. Eilward duke of Y^ork was raising Ibrciis in the 
Welsh marches when his father fell at Wakefield. He was at Gloucester 
when he heard of the duke's death, and then moved to Shrewsbury. On 
Feb. 2ud, or according to our author Feb. 3rd, he fought the battle of 
Mortimer's Cross ; the next thing we know about him is his entry into 
London on Feb. 28th. (See page 110, and Stowe, 414.) Margaret had 
not taken advantage of her victory at Wakefield on Dee. 31, and probably 
■he did not commence her march towards the capital until the beginning 
of February. It must have beeo upon hearing of this fresh danger in the 
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KOTES, 



North thai this mandale to the duke of York was issued on Feb. 12. 
The commission directed him to collect all true Bubjecta in Bristol, 
in the counlies of Stafford, Salop, Hereford, Gioucesler, Worcester, 
Somerset, and Dorset, and lead them against the rebels in diiTerent 
counties. So the men may have been hound to serve, but there can 
be no doubt where those counties were situated, nor from what quarter 
danger then threatened. The stronghold of the Lancastrians was the 
Norlh[ and from thence Margaret ivas on her way to London. Though 
in these times marches were often veiy rapid, we also find that news could 
travel vpry slowly; and the Yorkista, in whose custody the king was, and 
who used his name to legalise their proceedings, may not have heard * of 
the approach of Margaret's army before Thursday, Feb. 12, when they 
thus sent for help, and left London for St. Aiban'e. This Chronicle 
describes the royal party as surprised by the Lanoaatrians. (Compare 
also the account of the>>si battle of St. Alban's, page 71, where the Lan- 
caalriana were mirpriaed by the Yorkists.) 

Line 16. And they of the Norths ken/tiff t!iis,&<:. — Margaret commenced 
her march southward, according to our chronicler, in consequence of the 
commissions against her issued to sheriffs, &c. Stowe describes her army 
as composed of " Scots, Welshmen, and other strangers, beside the Northern 
men." It is to be observed that the march is described as rapid: "they 
came doune sodeyith/ to the loivne of Dunslaple," though they stopped for 
plunder on the way. Stowe says that Grantham, Stamford, Peterborough, 
Huntingdon, Hoyston, Mclbome (co. Cnmbr.), and all tlie towns, abbeys, 
and priories as fikr as IXinstable were pillaged by Margaret's arniy. 
(Stowe, 413.) The second battle of St. Alban's was on Shrove Tuesday, 
Feb. 17th.

— Sir Thomas Kyriel of Kent, a cele- 
brated knight in tlie Trench wars. In Jan. 1429 he obtained with 400 
men a victory over the French under the count de Clermont near Beau- 
vais; in 1430 he was taken prisoner by the French, while fighting under 
the Juke of Burgundy near Guerbigny; in 1431 he was governor of 
Beauvoisis castle; put down rebellion in the district of Cau.i, upon the 
death of the duke of Bedford, in 1436; during Lent, 1450, he landed at 
Cherbourg irith 3,000 English, and took Valonges, &c. ; April 12, he 
advanced towards Baycux and Caen, and on the 18th was defeated and 
made prisoner by the count de Clermont ; on Aug. 28, 1 457, he drove the 
French from Sandwich; was made a knight of the Garter on Feb. 8, 14S1, 
with the earl ofi Warwick and lord Bonville; beheaded Feb. 18, by order 
of que«n Margaret. 

Line 27. Ser Johan Nevyle, hjng Harryea cliamb(r!a'/ne. — Since the 
battleof Northampton, in July 1460, the king had been in the hands of the 
Torkists, and new officers no doubt had been appointed. This John Neville, 
second son of the earl of Sjiliabury, was advanced to the title of marquiB 
Montague,! Ed. IV.; and was killed at the battle of Barnet, April 14, 1471.

Page 109, line 7. the dachesse of BiKkyngheon, with other wytty men with 
her. — After the queen's victory at St. Alban's, alie sent to the mayor of 
Ijondon, desiring him to aend Lenten fare for the army. He obeyed; but the 
citizens stopped the cariB he had caused to be laden at Oripplegrate, drove 
back some of the queen's soldiers, who were plundejing the suburb, and 
killed three of them: " Whereupon the maior sent the recorder to Bsmet> 
to the king's oouncell, there to excuse the matter; and the duchas of 
Bedford, the lady Scales, with divers fathers of the HpiritualUty, went to 
the queen to nsswage her displeasure conceived against the city. The 
queene, therefore, at their humble request, by advice of her councell, 
appointed certaine lords and knights, with -100 tall persons, to ride to the 
citie, and there to view and see the demeanor of the people; and divers 
aldermen were appointed to meete them at Bamet, and to convey them 
to London." (Slowe, 414.) However, tidings of the approach of the 
young didce of York made the queen think it desirable to retire iato 
the North without applying this test of nfl'eclioti. (See also Grafton, 
Holinshed.) The duckesi of Buckingham, whose husband had died 
July 10, 1460, was probably of the party gent to intercede with the 
queen, if not the chief of them; it is likely that she possessed grau 
influence with the queen as godmother to the prince of WaUi. (See pag« 
70.) The duke of Buckingham (grandson of preceding duke) wu a 
child, and remained under the guardianship of Edward IV. (Dtigd. B. 
ii. 167.)
